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ARMY APPOINTMENTS 
10 BE MADE TO-DAY 


Gen. Miles’s Friends Confident He 
Will Lead the List. 


One Major Generalship Will Be Left 
Open—War Department Issues Or- 
der to Close Canteens.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The Senafe will 
to-morrow receive the nominations of one 
Lieutenant General, three Major Generals, 
and ten Brigadier Generals. The friends of 
Gens. Brooke and Otis have practically 
given up claiming that Gen. Miles will not 
receive the Lieutenant Generalship, and 
the latter’s friends will be very much sur- 
prised if he is not appointed, 

The appointment of a Lieutenant General 
will leave two Major Generals, and the new 
army law provides for six. There are, 
therefore, four places to fill, and only three 
nominations are to be made. This fact is 
causing considerable anxiety among the 
respective friends of Gens. MacArthur, 
Wade, Chaffee, and other candidates for 
the command in the Philippines. The fact 
that only three nominations are to be made 
is taken to indicate that the fourth is with- 
held so that the officer who gets it will 
take lower rank than he would if he went 
in with the others. Gen. Wade, for exam- 
ple, is now MacArthur's senior in the reg- 
ular establishment, and he has been or- 
dered to the Philippines. If his name and 
MacArthur’s went to the Senate together, 
he would rank MacArthur and take com- 
mand. This could be averted by making all 
the nominations except Wade's to-morrow 
and sending Wade's in later. 

On the other hand, if Young is to be 
made a Major General and his name is sent’ 
in to-morrow, he will rank MacArthur, so 
that if MucArthur is to be retained in com- 
mand by such a device, it would seem nec- 
essary to hold both Young and Wade over 
until a later date. The holding over of one 
nomination 1s considered favorable to Mac- 
Arthur's prospects. : 

There are now five Brigadier Generals, 
and unless Chaffee, who is a Colonel in_ the 
regular army, is jumped to a Major Gen- 
eralship, four of these will be made Major 
Generals. The Brigadiers are Wade, Mer- 
riam, Young, MacArthur, and Ludlow, in 
the order named. 

The delay in the passage of the Army 
bill has given rise to a story that troops 
would be recalled from Cuba and Porto 
Rico and sent to the Philippines for the 
present, because it would be papousibie to 
get the new recruits ready in time. It is 
said at the War Department that no such 
plan is contemplated. The story probably 
urose from the fact that the Tenth Infantry 
has been recalled from Cuba. Gen. Wood 
notified the department that he could get 
along without the Tenth Infantry, and it 
was therefore recalled. There is no inten- 
tion of taking any other troops away from 
Cuba. 

The orders sent to Col. Mills to graduate 
the first class at West Point on Feb. 18 
are due to the necessity for officers to driil 
the reeruits for the new army. The War 
Department has been hard pressed to find 
recruiting officers, and is lamentably short 
of officers who can be assigned to the duty 
ot drilling recruits. All the cadets who are 
graduated Feb. 18 will be assigned to this 
duty and later sent to the Philippines, 
where the army is very much underoffi- 
cered. 


A “Temperance Tent” for Soldiers.

WIFE SAYS HUSBAND WAS CRUEL 


Wants Divorce Because She Says He 
Poured Acid on Her While She Slept.

NEW, HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 4.—Mrs. 
Annie Walkeley of Higganum was the ap- 
plicant to-day in the Superior Court for 
divorce from John Walkeley on the grounds 
of unusual cruelty. Mrs. Walkeley is twen- 
ty-three years old. She eloped with her 
husband when but eighteen years old, and 


since then, she says, has been treated by 
him with unusual cruelty. She testified 
that Walkeley poured acid on her when 
«she was asleep, and at one time set fire 
to her hair. 
The woman also told a story of how her 
husband forced her, under threat of death, 


to. testify falsely against a woman whose’ 


small estate he wished to get. Walkeley 
had nothing to say about the charges made 
against him. 


CHARGES WIFE WITH CRUELTY. 


Winchester (Mass.) Doctor Asks the 


Courts for a Divorce. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WINCHESTER, Mass., Feb. 4.—In his 
petition for divorce filed in Cambridge, Dr. 
Hovey L. Shepherd, a leading physician 
and clubman of this town, reverses the 
usual] order of things and charges his wife 
with “ extreme cruelty’ and “cruel and 
abusive treatment.” 

That there were disagreements between 
Dr. Shepherd and his wife has been com- 
mon talk in this town for some time past. 
It was thought for a time that these dis- 
agreements would be settled without re- 
course to the courts, but that hope now 
seems to have vanished. In the libel filed 
the words of the statute have been followed 
in their general terms, and no specific acts 
of “extreme cruelty”’ or of ‘cruel and 
abusive treatment’’ have been alleged. It 
is stated that Mrs. Shepherd wil contest the 
suit. 

The doctor enjoys a large and select prac- 
tice, is a member of the Calumet Club, and 
the Gold Club, lecturer on ‘materia medica 
in the Boston University School of Medi- 
cine, is Regent of Aberjona Council, R. A.; 
an active worker in the local Young Men’s 


Christian Association, and one of the most 
prominént of the younger men of the town. 


The Wisconsin in Commission. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 4.—The battle- 
ship Wisconsin, which was construtted at 
the Union Iron Works, was formally placed

THE BOERS BEING “ HUSTLED.” 


Kitchener Reports that the Cape Colony 
Invaders Are Being Driven Back 
—British Capture a Gun. 


LONDON, Feb. 5.—A dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener, dated Pretoria, Feb. 3, says: 

**French’s column, in driving the Boers 
east, captured a fifteen-pounder and picked 
up parts of a second gun disabled by our 
fire. 

“The commandos in the colony are being 
hustled. The Midland commando is being 
chased by Haig in the direction of Steyt- 
lerville. Sixteen of them have recently 
been killed by our men,” 

An earlier dispatch from the Commander 
in Chief in South Africa, also dated Feb, ¢, 
sald: 

‘Our casualties at Moddersfontein were 
two officers killed and two wounded. It 
appears that the post was rushed on a 
pitch-dark night, during a heavy rain, the 
enemy numbering 1,400, with two guns. 

‘*Campbell, south of Middleburg, engaged 
500 Boers, who were driven back with loss. 
Our casualties were twenty killed or 
wounded. 

*“ French is near Bethel, moving east and 
driving the enemy with slight opposition. 
Four of our ambulances, while seeking 
wounded, were captured. The doctors were 
released. 

“De. Wet's force is reported south of 
De: Wet'’s Dorp.” 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 

Daily Telegraph, wiring Sunday, says: 
- “Tt appears that in the action between 
Gen. Knox ahd Gen. De Wet near Senekal, 
the Kaffrarian Rifles sustained about a 
hundred casualties. More mounted troops 
are still needed. 

“Three Boer invading columns, of which 
Hertzog’s, was for a time the adyance 

ard, are now moving toward the Orange 

iver. It is believed that Piet Botha's 
force of 2,000 men, with seven guns, from 
Smithfield, has crossed into the colony. 

“ British concentration is proceeding. 
Outlying garrisons are being withdrawn 
for the purpose of securing the main lines. 

Gen. De Wet is expected to enter Cape 
Colony.’ 


19,000 BOERS STILL FIGHTING. 
LONDON, Feb. 5.—The Pretoria corre- 
spondent of The Times estimates that 


there are 19,000 Boers still on commando, 
and says that more British troops are re- 
quired.

Michael Walsh, an Eecentric Old 
Schoolmaster, Dies at Viola, N. Y.

PIERMONT, N. Y., Feb. 4.—Michael 
Walsh, the eccentric old schoolmaster, is 
dead, and his wishes in regard to his 
burial will be carried out. For twenty 
vears the old man had lived among funeral 
surroundings, his coffin and headstone 
ready for burial, and the material for a 

wake over his remains at hand. 
Walsh died yesterday in the poorhouse 
at Viola. He went there Jast Winter, hav- 


ing become too old to care for himself. 
Since that time he had pined away, In 
many respects he was a most remarkable 
character. For four years he was a 
teacher in parochial schools in Ireland, 
where he was born seventy-eight years 
ago, and for forty-six years in this coun- 
try, the greater part of the time at Pier- 
mont. Many now prominent men were 
taught by him, and his wisdom and 
philosophy are proverbial in the neigh- 
borhood. 

He was a man of learning, and lived 
among his books. .For many years he 
had occupied a little @d hut in Piermoht, 
the chief furnishings of which were his 
coffin and his heads&éone. He purchased 
these twenty years #g0, when he was in 
ood health. He thought he was going 
o live long, but wanted to be prepared 
for his end. On the top of the coffin 
were always three candlesticks and two 
packages. The latter contained tobacco, 
snuff, and pipes for the wake, which 
Walsh said he wanted his friends to hold, 
and which they will hold. The funeral 
takes place to-morrow. 


HOME MONEY ORDER SYSTEM.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Feb. 4.—Money orders 
obtained or cashed at your door by the 
mail carriers is the convenient innovation 
which Postmaster Baumhoff will introduce 
in St. Louis at once. He returned from 
Washington to-day with permission to do 
so. The plan was approved by the postal 


authorities only after a thorough canvass 
of the situation. 

Another advantage derived is that here- 
after persons sending or eee money 
orders will not need to leave their homes to 
send their money or to receive it. When a 
letter of advice is received at the Post 
Office, the carrier on whose route the 
person for whom the “money is intended 
will be given the sum of money mentioned 
in the ietter of advice. 

The carrier will take the money to the 
patron, and if he has received his order, 
the carrier will leave the money and the 
order will act as a receipt to the postal 
authorities. When a person wishes to send 
an order he may give the money to a car- 
rier with a memorandum of whom he 
wishes the order payable to. The carrier 
on his next trip will leave the order. Car- 
riers are provided with blank receipts to 
leave with the customer when they take 
the money for the order.

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SHOT AT POLICEMAN 
WHO CAPTURED Hl 


Fierce Struggle Followed Big 
Crowd’s Chase After a Thief. 


Prisoner One of Four Men Who Robbed 
the Store of a Dealer in Antiques 
on Madison Avenue. 


An exciting chase by a big crowd up 
Madison Avenue last night ended in the 
capture of a well-dressed young man after 
a fierce struggle, during which he tried to 
kill Patrolman Patrick Conroy of the East 
Sixty-seventh Street Station, who made 
him prisoner. : 

Edwin Winthrop Dayton, dealer in an- 
tiques at Sixtieth Street and Madison Ave- 
nue, charged that the man had, with three 
others, robbed his store. Dayton Was in 
his store about 6 o’clock with his clerk, 
when four men came in. Two of them 
talked to him about purchases they thought 
of making and another engaged the atten- 
tion of the clerk. The fourth man roamed 
about the place, looking at various articles. 

Presently, Mr. Dayton says, he saw this 
man put something in his pocket, and he 


at once darted from behind the counter 
after him. All four men dashed out of the 
shop, and ran in different directions. Day- 
ton followed the man he says took his an- 
tiques. Dayton attracted attention by yell- 
ing “Stop thief!"’ and in a few minutes 
about 300 people joined in the chase. 

Putrolman Conroy was going to duty at 
the fire ruins and was riding southward on 
a Madison Avenue car. He saw the ex- 
cited crowd, heard Dayton shrieking, and 
jumped off the car. He had a good start 
and cones the young man at Sixty-third 
Street. The man fought desperately to es- 
cape, and when he saw he was being beaten 
drew a revolver. He fired at Conroy's 
head, but the policeman knocked up the 
hand that held the weapon and the bullet 
missed. . 

Conroy then, with a heavy blow, sent the 
man rolling in the snow. The prisoner left 
off fighting and took to feigning illness. 
Ffe got the police to send him to the’ Pres- 
byterian Hospital, but the doctors there 
said he was shamming and sent him back. 

The prisoner refused to give his name, 
and he was put down as John Doe. He is 
nineteen years old. He dad upon him five 
antique rings, a searfpin, a dainty minia- 
ture painting Mr. Dayton said was designed 
for the Paris Exposition, and some pawn- 
tickets in the name of Smith, for jewelry. 
Dayton sai@ the antiques were his. .The 
prisoner was locked up on charges of 
grand larceny and attempted felonious as- 
sault, No trace of his accomplices could 
be found.

WINS AND LOSES A BRIDE 


Married on One Day's Acquaintance, 
but Mother-in-Law Interferes,

WINSTED, Conn., Feb. 4.—After an ac- 
quaintance of less than twenty-four hours, 
Frank Jackman, a young carpenter, and 
Euphemia Black, the seventeen-year-old 


daughter of Mrs. Hugh Black, a widow re- 
siding in Norfolk, ran away together yes- 
terday and were married in Colebrook, a 
nearby village, by the Rev. Benjamin A. 
Dean. Jackman proposed the elopement 
and Miss Black consented. 

The young couple returned to the bride’s 
home last evening, and the daughter, ac- 
costing her mother, remarked rather hesi- 
tatingly: ‘‘ I've been married to Mr. Jack- 
man.’ Exactly what took place during the 
next few minutes cannot be learned. It is 
known, however, that the irate mother in- 
formed the groom that Euphemia still be- 
longed to her and not to him, and that her 
doors will always be locked to him. , 
Mrs. Black went to Justice Ralph I. 
Crissey to-day and asked if there was not 
some way the marriage could be annulled, 
but she was told it was too late to act now. 
Jackman is heartbroken. 


SEARCH FOR AN HEIR ENDED. 


Alpheus B. Whelden of Providence 
Found to Have Been Buried in a 
Pauper’s Grave at Kansas City. 
Special to The New York- Times. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 4.—In the 
month of May, eleven years ago, Alpheus 
B. Whelden left his family in Providence, 
R. I., and came to Kansas City. His moth- 
er was the custodian of a large estate, and 
his brother, Ferdinand Whelden, was a 


wealthy business man. In the heat of the 
noonday on June 13, 1890, Alpheus Whelden 
Serr dead from prostration. He left 
nothing to reveal that he had any relatives 
living, and his body was _ buried in the 
Potter’s Field in Forest Hill Cemetery. 

In Providence, his family had heard noth- 
ing from Whelden, save one postal card, 
which announced his arrival here. His 
mother grieved over his absence, and 
finally died about three years ce leaving 
a large estate, in which Whelden was to 
share. A search for him began at once, 
and the police in every city were asked to 
help find him. The estate could not be 
settled until as Whelden was found. 
At last the family learned that he had died 


ere. 

Ferdinand Wligelden arrived in Kansas 
City this morning for the purpose of remov- 
ing his brother's body to Providence, but 
at the time when Whelden was buried no 
records were kept of the location of pauper 
graves, and no headstones marked their 
resting place. When Mr. helden visited 
Forest Hill Cemetery this morning. he was 
heartbroken to learn epee ahi rother’s 
body was in one of the unmarked 
graves, and he was obliged to turm home- 
ward without securing the body. He esti- 
mates that his brother’s share of the estate 
would. have been $75,000. 


SEVERE STORMS IN ENGLAND. 


Cable Communication Interfered With 
—Fatalities at Liverpool. 


LONDON, Feb. 5.—A snowstorm in the 
West of England has seriously interfered 
with telegraphic communication between 
London and the United States. From five 
to nine land lines are down, and the rail- 
ways are working with the utmost diffi- 
culty. 

Daring a severe snowstorm in Liverpool 
some telephone wires fell in the London 
road and came into contact with an over- 
head electric wire. Two people were killed 
and fourteen injured. .

MRS. NATION ARRESTED. 


Taken to Police Station After .Her 
Attacking “Army” Was Defeated 
by a Restaurant Keeper. 
TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 4.—Mrs. Nation this 
afternoon met the first defeat in her saloon- 
smashing career, Later, at the police sta- 
tion, she laughingly declared that it was by 
no means her Waterloo, and she would soon 
again be at her chosen work. With six 
women, each armed with new hatchets, she 
had started out at 3 o'clock to wreck.a 
restaurant in East Sixth Street that also 
dispensed liquors. Before she could wield | 
her hatchet she was disarmed, and a free- 
for-all struggle between restaurant people 
and wreckers was begun. The greatest ex- 
citement prevailed for a time, during which 


numerous eyes were blackéned and many 
noses bled, 

Mrs. Nation herself, unable to accomplish 
anything, shouted orders to her followers, 
to reopen the onslaught, but the hatchet 
brigade had been stampeded and not an- 


“wether hand was raised against the obnox- 


ious restaurant. Mrs. Nation was led away 
to the station on a charge of disturbing the 
peace, and was followed by a jeering crowd. 

During all the fierce struggle that went 
on in the street, while women and boys 
were knocked down and trampled on and 
the crowd was shouting and yelling, Mrs. 
Nation never lost her presence of mind. 
When the hatchet was jerked from her 
hands it did not disturb her. She appeared 
surprised, but smiled and called to the 
women, “‘ Ladies, you are armed. If you 
can't get to the plaee, throw your hatchets 
through the windows.” But the women 
were too demoralized to obey her. 

At the police station Mrs. Nation was 
formally charged’ with disturbing the peace 
and her name was entered on the docket. 
The Poljce Judge was at the station. Mrs. 
Nation refused to go to his room to see 
him regarding her offense, but insisted that 
hé come to her, which he did. Mrs. Nation 
was informed that she would have to report 
for trial at the police court to-morrow 
morning, and was-then released on her own 
recognizance. 

Some interesting developments are looked 
for to-morrow. rs. Nation declares she 
will enter the “ joints’’ and smash them, 
while the jointists are equally certain that 
she will not. The jotntists have negroes 
hired to watch their places of business, and 
they have orders to shoot down any person, 
man or woman, on mischief bent who shall 
attempt to enter the “ joint.” 


Labels Saloons with Scriptural Texts. 
MARLBORO, Mass., Feb. 4.—Mrs. Charles 
Brigham, who last week labeled saloons 
with Scriptural texts and scared saloon 
keepers with a threat that she would copy 
the work of Mrs. Nation, continued her 


crusade this afternoon, in spite of the snow- 
storm. Her favorite label was ‘‘ Wine is a 
mocker."" She entered saloons and asked 
the barkeepers and _ proprietors various 
questions, as to whether card playing was 
allowed, or if there were any drunken men 
present. She explained to the barkeepers 
the great temptation to young men in the 
saloons, and quoted varigus passages of 
Scripture to them. 


BLOCK ON SIXTH AVENUE LINE. 


Brilliant Electrical Display While Sur- 
,» face Cars Are Stalled: 

A block on the Sixth Avenue electric road 
at 7:45 o’clock last evening stopped traffic 
on the up-town track for three hours and 
caused the stalling of cars from Forty-third 
Street to Canal. Incidentally the spectators 
of the block were treated to an elaborate 
display of fireworks from the electric cur- 
rent. 

The trouble, as explained by officials of 
the road, was due to a grounded channe} 
ratl between Forty-second and Forty-third, 


Streéts, the plow of an up-town car becom- 
ing fast in some unaccountable i> It is 
believed that the snow and slush that had 
been driftiig through the slot all day was 
partly responsible tor the trouble. 

Car 232, one of’ the first stalled, ‘gave a 
brilliant display of bllie flame by burning 
out a ‘“ shoe,”’ something like an explosion 
occurring at the same time, due to the 
plow in the slot and on the current carrier, 
and then flames shot out of the siot and 
leaped in sprays up the elevated road 
pillars. There were besides those flashes of 
bluish light which at times took on daz- 
zling hues. 

The attempts to push the car, fit a new 
“ shoe,”’ start up other ‘cars, and try va- 
rious methods of relieving the break caused 
constant new phases of the electrie current 
to assert themselves, and, as all were man- 
ifested in some kind of fire or explosion 
or flame, the consequence was a rare dis- 
play of electric light. 

More fun, aS many spectators called it, 
was had by the electric automobiles tryin 
to cross the tracks. Though rubberctive ; 
that did‘not. matter, for as soon as they 
hit the rails a current was formed in some 
mysterious manner. 

After two hours of a big fuss the ‘‘ shoe- 
less’ car was shoved cut of the way and 
traffic resumed.

Was Insane frora Wound Received 
Thirteen Years Ago in Fight.

AUSTIN, Texas, Feb. 4.—Shad White, for- 
merly Sheriff of Maverick County, who was 
brought to the “State Insane Asylum at 
Austin about a month ago suffering from 
insanity, is dead. He was in former years 
one of the most noted characters on the

FIGHT OVER TAX MEASURES 


Senator Grady Fails to Prevent 
Their Advancement. 


ARE PLACED ON THE CALENDAR 


Then Recommitted for a Hearing—Over 
300 Telegrams Received Asking 
for Such Action. 


ALBANY, Feb. 4.—In anticipation of a 
sharp debate on Senator Grady’s motion 
to recommit Gov. Odell’s bills taxing sav- 
ings banks and insurance and trust compan- 
jes, which was scheduled to be taken from 
the table to-night, there was a large at- 
tendance at the session of the Senate. The 
‘galleries were crowded, and all available 
floor space was occupied. When the vote 
Was taken after the conclusion of the de- 
bate Senator Grady was defeated, and the 
three bills were recommitted without los- 
ing their place on the calendar. 

When the Senate met to-night Senator 
Ellsworth presented a petition from six- 
teen different individuals of Niagara Coun- 
ty, protesting against the imposition of any 
further tax on insurance companies and 
savings banks, except on their real estate. 
“TI present these individual petitions, Mr. 
President, though I am not in accord with 
their purpose,” ¢xplained Senator Dlls- 
worth. 

Senator Grady moved to take from the 
table his motion to recommit the bills. He 
said that he wished to take the opportunity 
to publicly apologize to Senator Krum for 
the mistake he made last Thursday in re- 
ferring sto him in unparliamentary lan- 
guage. Senator Grady referred to Senator 
Krum as “ the high-monkey-monk.”’ 

Senator Foley, a Democratic member of 
the Committee on ‘Taxation and Retrench- 
ment, declared the Senate should recommit 


the bills because there had been a lack of 
consideration. The Trust Company bill was 
introduced Jan. 25, and no consideration 
hd been given to that or to the Insurance 
bill introduced on‘ Jan. 22 or the Savings 
Bank bill introduced the same day. ‘Sena- 
tor Foley declared the committee was to 
have met at 2:80 o’clock last Wednesday. 

Senator Krum said that the meeting was 
to have been hald after adjournment on 
Wednesday. ‘ 

Senator Foley said he did not understand 
it that way.. Neither he nor any member 
of the minority knew of the meeting or the 
fact that these bills were being considered. 
The bills wére the most important legisla- 
tion to be considered this session. He did 
not propose to discuss the merits at this 
time, but. merely to protest against the ir- 
reguisr proceedings of the committee and 
ask that the bills be recommitted without 
getting a place on the calendar. 

Senator Krum said that was the first time 
a committee had reported, and then before 
due consideration was given to the report 
a motion was made to recommit. He urged 
that the bills sHould, go on the ealendar. 
He said ghat Senator Foley was mistaken 
about what was said about the time of the 
meeting held Wednesday. He claimed he 
had told Senator Foley that he hoped to 
move the bills on that day. 

Senator Foley asked Senator Krum how 
many minutes the committee met, and 
how long the tax bills were considered. 


BILLS EASY TO UNDERSTAND, 


Senator Krum replied that he would an- 
swer that in. due time,.. He said the Sdav- 
ings Bank bill was the simplest in’ the 
World to understand. It proposed to tax 
the surplus of 1 per cent. market value. The 
insurance bill was duly considered. That 
meabure taxed surplus of insurance com- 
panies aud the trust company bill taxed 
undivided earnings, &c. He did not know 


what Senator Foley would have done had 
he been there. e presumed be would 
have acquiesced, as did the other members. 

‘‘ What should the committee have done?’ 
asked Senator Krum. “The bills tax all 
insurance and trust companies and savings 
banks. Shotld we have gone out to these 
companies and’ asked them to please ask 
for a hearing? ‘They knew the bills were 
not introduéed for fun, or for a ‘ strike.’ 
They were introduced in good faith, and the 
men who represent the companies, the 
brightest financiers in the State, knew it. 
The bills were duly considered, and if. re- 
quests came for a hearing they would have 
been given. 

“Tf the bills had never been reported 
hearings would never have been asked. 
Our purpose was not to shut off hearings, 
but to have the bills reported and placed 
on the calendar and afterward recommit- 
ted for a hearing. After the bills were re- 
ported a hundred requests by telegraph 
were received, and answers were sent back 
that a hearing would be given next 
Wednesday. This report should be received 
and take its usual course, unless it is 
learned that the committee intends to shut 
off hearings. The members of the commit- 
tee are as honest as the ordinary members 
of this body. In recommitting the bills you 
would do what you would not like to be 
done to you. Let the bills be placed on the 
calendar and at the proper time I will ask 
for them to be recommitted. To-day I re- 
ceived the first requests for a hearing.” 

Senator vue? said: ‘‘An acrobat could 
not have tumbled up here in time to get a 
hearing before these tax bills were report- 
ed. The Senator by his own statement 
proves that the interests affected were not 
given a proper chance. Senator Krum’'s 
statement is similar to a court having con- 
victed a prisoner asking the prisoner to 
come around the next to be given a 
mock trial. 

Senator Grady said that Senator Krum 
had a defective memory, for a certain re- 
port of his, in a previous year, was re- 
committed, so that this motion was made 
quite as often as any other. He referred 
sarcastically to Senator Krum’s chief 
characteristic—conservatism—and how pre- 
viously he had reserved his judgment from 
session to session on certain measures, 

“The committee's agility on these tax

*‘measures,” he said, ‘‘ rivals the haste of a 


lightning-change artist. No other commit- 

tee need hope to rival this committee's 

action in expediting matters. These bills,

HEARINGS ON THE BILLS PROMISED. 


Senator. Grady said that Senator Krum 
wanted these bills pushed. The minute the 
bills are reported and placed-on the calen- 
dar they would be flushed to the top. By 
Thursday, according to Senator. Krum, 
every Senater should have to be prepared 
to debate whether the taxes were just and 


whether es were levied scientifically and 
properly. he question should be ‘above 
politics and should be treated with justice 
and due consideration. 

Senator Elsberg asked if each of the bills 
would be referred back for hearing. 

Senator Krum answered affirmatively. 
“They will. not,” said he, ‘‘be moved to 
the head of the calendar.” 

‘‘No,” declared Senator Grady, “ they 
will walk to the head of the calendar.” 

The vote was then taken, and Senators 
Hlsberg and Malby explained that.on Sen- 
ator Krum's assurances they would change 
their vote of last Thursday and vote 
against recommitting the Insurance bill.

He advocates the use of large display news- 
paper advertising, set in heavy black-faced 
type, as a means of increasing the number 
of converts and the attendance at church 
services. The first test which he gave to 


this plan had the effect of doubling the 
size of his congregation. His second ad- 
vertisement increased the average attend- 
ance, 150, on Sunday evening to 400, which 
crowded the church. 

Dr. Whittaker does not ask the papers to 
print his advertisements free, nor even at 
half rates. The newspapers do the work 
well, he claims, and they should be paid for 
it. He says the pastor who wishes to, reach 
the business men must place his announce- 
ments where the business men will see 
them; the advertising columns catch the 
eye of thousands who do not look’ in the 
chureh-notice departments. ' 

Dr. Whittaker claims that to be effectual 
the advertisements must be written tn a 
style to attract the reader. In ten inches 
double column, at top of column and next 
to reading matter, Dr. hittaker’s adver- 
t seRert recently read: 4.00 er — 

* Wanted, a*° few” more saints; a few 
mote mén; a few more Methodists; a few 
more sinners’ to becomié saints.

NEW YORK CENTRAL 
MAY LEASE MANHATTAN 


Negotiations to That End Are in 
Active Progress.

Deal May Be Perfected at Any Time— 
Extension of the Elevated System . 


Likely to Result.

New York Central is seeking to lease the 
Manhattan Elevated Railway system. This 
THE New York Times learns from respon- 
sible authorities, chief of which is‘a Direct- 
or of the Manhattan Company itself. At 
any time the deal may be finally perfected. 

Wall Street for some time past has been 
discussing reports” that the Metropolitan 

| Street Railway was negotiating for a lease 

of the Manhattan. That at one time basis 
existed for these reports is not doubted. 
But serious obstacles were met, and the 
Metropolitan negotiations were dropped—it 
developing that the owners of the control 
of Manhattan were receiving, if not con- 
sidering, proposals from another source. 
The other bidder represented New York 
Central Railroad interests, and the object 
is, as set forth, a lease of Manhattan. 

A Director of the Manhattan Company, 
discussing this new phase, says: 

“It is true that we are not negotiating 
with Metropolitan people. Whatever may 
have been under way there is passed. A 
Manhattan lease is worth more than Met- 
ropolitan has been credited with a willing- 
ness to recognize. As to whether or not 
negotiations are now under way between 
Manhattan and New York Central people, 
that is another matter, though, if you 
guessed that that were so, you might 
not be wrong. Manhattan,stock is so held 
that a comparatively'small group of people 
can vote a: majority, and a lease to an- 
ether corporation can readily be made 
provided the terms of the lease are suffi- 
ciently attractive. 

“We would not take a guarantee of 5 
per cent., except as a starting point. Our 
business was never so good as at present, 
and net eéarnings prospects have never been 
so bright as they are now. And this is 
apart from what new electrical equipment 
will do for us. The value of Manhattan 


would, in my opinion, be even greater to 
the New York Central system than to the 
surface railways. It would offer at cnce 
a remedy for the congested local traffic of 
the steam railroad, and couid be made an 
asset of incolculable value as a feeder to 
the trunk line—for, as soon as New York 
Central, with its affiliations, obtained con- 
trol of Manhattan, there would be no fur- 
ther difficulty about the extension of the 
elevated system to every ferry in the city, 
witb cross-town lines directly int, the 
Grand Central Station.” 

Ai the office of President Gould it was 
said that he could not be seen, while at 
Edwin Gould's office the reporter wag told 
that he was at Jekyl Island. No state- 
ment could--he :obteined from any other 
member of the family. 

A gentleman, howevér,. officially identt- 
fied with Manhattan affairs, said: 

“* We are not aware of any such transac- 
tion, though, I suppose, such a thing could 
personal knowl- 
edge. I will say, though, that we are in 
no wise concerfed over Manhattan's fut- 
uré. Whether we keep it or whether wé 
don’t, when once it gets in full operation 
by ea it will prove a veritable gold 
miné. Perhaps that’s why other companies 
are so solicitous about us at. present.”’ 

President 8. R. Callaway of the New York 
Central could not be found at his office. 
It was said that he would not be there dur- 


ing the day. 
Edeter Veiew was found at

‘Can you tell me anything of the details 
concerning the proposed lease of the Man- 
hattan by the New York Central?” he 
was asked. 

‘“‘I know nothing about it,"” said Senator

Wall Street certainly believes that there 
is ‘“‘something on’’—angd, indeed, in the 
language of the Street, the “ tape tells the 
tale.” Yesterday, after a rather quiet open- 
‘ing. Manhattan stock took on a tone of 
aggressive strength, and on heavy trans- 
actions, thousand-share blocks coming out 
at a time, rose rapidly from 117% to 120%, 
closing at the high point for the day. mark- 
ing a net gain of 3% points on transactions 
involving 50,000, shares. 

Wall Street had several interesting stories 
in relation. to the preven transfer. From 
what is considered a reliable source it is 
declared that the proposal of the New York 
Central people will be a lease of Manhattan 
much after the same style as it was stated 
Metropolitan proposed to lease the road—a 
lease to run for 999 years, practically in 
perpetuity. and under its terms 5 per cent. 
to be paid to Manhattan stockholders for 
five years, (when the system will then cer- 
tainly be entirely operated by electricity ;) 
then 6 per cent. thereafter. 


PROF. F. J. STEEN’S RESIGNATION 


Finds the Theological Air of Canada 
Hard to Breathe, He Says.

MONTREAL, Quebec, Feb. 4.—The resig- 
nation of Prof. F. J. Steen from the chair 
of Ecclesiastical History and Apologetics 
in the Diocesan Theological College. 
(Chureh of England,) which is affiliated 
with McGill University, has given rise to 
much discussion. Prof. Steen has cleared 
the matter up by frankly declaring that 
freedom of thought in theological matters 
was not possible, and so he preferred to re- 


sign. He will return to New York, where 
he has friends, he being a native American. 

‘“‘Frankly speaking.” he said, “I find 
the theological air of Canada rather hard 
to breathe. In England and in the United 
States discussion on the most important 
religious topics of the day is courted and 
tolerated. There is no such toleration in 
this country. One has to move in the 
orthodox conservative rut, and any devia- 
tion therefrom is not tolerated.”

Archer Harman, a well-known financial 
operator and railroad contractor, with of- 
fices at 27 Pine Street, and who is an asso- 
ciate of ex-Mayor Abram 8. Hewitt in 
several business enterprises, was arrested 
in the Navarro apartments, where he re- 
sides, yesterday, having been indicted last 
week by the Grand Jury for the alleged 
larceny of $25,000 worth of South Amer- 
ican securities from St. George Lane Fox 
Pitt of England. 

When arrested upon a bench warrant, 
Harman was accompanied to General Ses- 
sions by ex-Mayor Hewitt and John B. 
MéDonald, the rapid transit tunnel con- 


tractor. Mr. Hewitt denounced the arrest 
and indictment as an outrage and wholly 
unwarranted. Judge McMahon fixed bail 
at $15,000, which was immediately given 
by Mr. Hewitt. : 

St. George Lane Fox Pitt, who claims to 
be a lineal descendant of William Pitt, sets 
forth his complaint in a voluminous docu- 
ment of nearly thirty typewritten pages. 

He was induced, he says, in 1898, to pur- 
chase an interest in a syndicate which 
owned certain railroad concessions in Ecua- 
dor. Harman, to whom the concessions 
were originally granted, with his associates 
formed a company known as the Guayaquil 
and Qiufito Railroad Company. The inter- 
ests of all those in this enterprise, which 
contemplated connecting the two cities by a 
railroad, was afterward taken over by the 
Ecuador Development Company, organized 
under the Laws of New Jersey, with a capi- 
tal stock of $200,000. About $130,000 of this 
was paid up, Harman and Pitt holding. 
525,000 of the common stock in the former's 
name, and Thomas Carmichael, managing 

artner of the banking firm of Dent, 

-almer & Co., representing other interests, 
holding the remainder. The sum of $250,000 
of bonds was issued by the railroad com- 
pany, and was to be the property of those 
exploiting the enterprise. Carmichael held 
$125,000 of these. 

Pitt alleges that in 1898 he found that 
there was a breach between Carmichael 
and Harman, rendering necessary the re- 
tirement of one or the other from the com- 
pany. Harman, says Pitt, accordingly in- 
duced him to enter into negotiations with 
Carmichael for the purchase of his share 
of the stock, the bonds to be thrown in as 
a bonus. These negotiations were still 
pending, when Pitt says that it became nec- 
essary for him to go to London and faise 
£7,500 from the council of foreign bond- 
holders to bind the terms of agreement be- 
tween the development company and the 
Government of Eéuador. According to this 
agreement, the company was to purchase 
a part of the bonds of the external debt of 
Ecuador, and in return was authorized to 
issue $12,282,000 6 per cent. first mortgage 
bonds, secured by a mortgage on the rail- 
road and a first lien on the customs and 
receipts of the Port of Guayaquil. 

Ecuador had previously repudiated the 
bonds of her external debt, and it was nec- 
ecessary to remove these bonds from the 
London market to preserve the republic’s 
credit. To tide over this critical point in 
the company’s affairs, Pitt says he went to 
London and raised the necessary funds. 

During his absence, he alleges that Har- 
man purchased from Carmichael $50,000 of 
the Dent, Palmer & Co. stock, receiving 500 
shares of the Ecuador Development stock 
indorsed in blank. Harman paid for the 
stock with a sixty-day promissory note, 
giving as security the 250 shares of stock 
owned by Pitt and himself. Pitt claims 

- that the agreement was that he and Har- 
man were to share in the purchase, and 
that the $125,000 in bonds Were to be turned 
over as a bonus, but that instead of stand- 
ing by this:agreement, Harman gave E. 
Hope Norton a half interest in stock and 
bonds in consideration of the payment of 
the promissory note. To Pitt, the latter de- 
claresy he said that he had had to buy the 
bond#g at par. 

Abram S. Hewitt said that he ‘was not 
fully cognizant of the charges, but that he 
had known Harman ten years and believed 
him incapable of larceny. 

Mr. Harman said:the accusation was a

PREPARING’ FOR BIG REVIVAL. 


Presbyterian Ministers’ Association Be- 
lieves the Time Is Ripe for the Work. 


The expected great religious awakening 
that is being planned to extend all over the 
North American Continent was made the 
topic of yesterday’s weekly meeting of the 
Presbyterian Ministers’ Association, which 
was held in’ the large assembly rooms of 
the Présbyterian Building and was open to 
the public. ; 

The Rev. Dr. George Hoadley, President 
of the association, who presided, said that 
three weeks ago the Rey. J. Wilbur Chap- 
man had appeared before the meeting, 
which had been devoted to a season of 
prayer. Dr. Hoadley continued: 

“The next Monday Dr. Chapman was 
with us again, after spending a week in Ot- 
tawa. During that week more than 600 
souls were converted there. The city 
was stirred by the spirit of God. Perhaps 
we have been thinking too much of human 
methods. This meeting has therefore been 
arranged that our eyes may be opened and 
our hearts filled with God’s spirit.’’ 

He then called for a number of short 
talks on the methods to be employed in the 
monster evangelical movement. Dr, Chap- 
man was the first speaker. He said: 

“I believe New York is the key to the 
situation. I have been interested in this 
work for ten years, and I have never known 
a time when there was such a spirit of ex- 

ectancy. If it is known that New York 

as been stired to its foundations the whole 
State, the whole country, would take up 
the chorus. If we let these weeks and 
months slip by without taking advantage 
of this opportunity I believe we shall be 
held responsible beforé the judgment seat 
of God.”’ 
William Phillips Hall, the ‘‘ business man 
evangelist,’’ said there could be no question 
that the time of awakening was at hand. If 
every minister in New York, he said, was 
filled with the Pentecostal] spirit, New York 
would be shaken from centre to circumfer- 
ence. Mr. Hall said also that it was neces- 
Sary to be cautious as well as to advance. 
He suggested therefore that they should 
not be precipitate, but should proceed to the 
work of organizing the evangelical forces 
of the country for a at National revival.

Both women testified on the stand. They 
bear a striking resemblance to each other. 
Mrs. Simpson stated that her husband had 
been a very sick man for some time, that 
he had had no fthancial trouble to her 
knowledge, and that she had never heard 
him threaten to take his life. Miss Duryea 
testified that she had known Dr. Simpson 
for about ten years, and that she had 
never heard him threaten to kill himself. 
The Coroner's Jury found that the phy-

economical, progressive, and upright adminis- 
tration of municipal affairs.

ADAMS EXPRESS CO. ROBBED | 
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Thefts Running for Weeks May 
Amount to Over $20,000. 


Big Loss on “Owl Train” Car on the 
Pennsylvania—Arrests for Attempt- 
ed Theft of a Package May 
Be a Clue. 


A gang ‘of train robbers has been syste- 
matically robbing the Adams Express Com- 
pany for several weeks past. Officials of 
the company say that the losses aod ag- 
gregate over $20,000. The robberies Were all 
committed while the goods were in transit 
from Philadelphia to New York, and re- 
ports of missing goods have been increas- 
ing*from day to day, each report showing a 
larger amount of goods taken than the 
previous one. : 

Two men were arrested last Friday in 
this city for receiving a package on which 
the address had-been changed. A third ar- 
rest Was also made on the strength of 
papers found in the pockets of one of the 
men. It is not yet known, however, wheth- 
er the attempted theft ef the package has 
any connection with the express car of- 
fenses. 

The latest robbery heard from was that 
which became known to the officials of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and of the Adams 
Express Company when the “ Owl Train” | 
pulled into Jersey City at 3:37 o'clock on 

It left Philadelphia at 
midnight. Aside from several other cars, 
three express cars composed the train. 
While the three express cars were bein 
switched, after the arrival of the train, it 
was noticed that the middle car—No. 6,081— 
had been entered. 

Investigation revealed that great havuc 
had been wrought among the goods the car 
contained. The shipments were of a mis- 
cellaneous character. ‘Trunks and boxes 
had been broken open and their contents, 
consisting of clothing, hats, canned meats | 
and vegetables, and other articles, had been 
scattered about. Several crates of eggs 
had been smashed and the floor so littered 
that everything which had been thrown 
about was ruined. 

Several cases supposed to contain silks 
were missing. In fact, nearly everything | 
in the car was either missing or ruined. j| 
No definite statement of the loss can be 
made until the owners of the goods turn 
in their claims. Some of the officials 
estimate the loss on this cat as low as 
46,000, while others believe it will be found 
to exceed $20,000. 

It is not definitely known just where 
along the route the robbery was commit- 
ted. One story is that the car was entered |

somewhere between Trenton and Monmouth 
Junction, certainly not further east than 
New Brunswick. Agent Barbour, who was 
in charge of the cars, said yesterday that he

the express cars, and he heard nothing to 
arouse his suspicion during the entire trip. 

The train made many stops along the 
route. It is therefore thought likely that 
the robbers threw out of the car whatever 
they wanted near some small station and 
then got off when the train stopped. 1 
theory is somewhat strengthened by the 
report of the theft of a horse and buggy 
from a stable of J. 8S. Vandewater, ‘who 
lives half a mile from Dean's Station. De- 
tectives incline to the theory that the men 
who pillaged the train are the same men 
who stole the buggy. 

Officials of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, as well as representatives of the 
Adams Express Company, worked hard all 
day yesterday on various clues. Most of 
them incline to the belief that the robbers 
are former employes of the express com- 
any, who possessed a key to the car. This 
elief is strengthened by the fact that the 
seals on the looted car were not broken. 
Agent Webster Dupuy, stationed at Jerséy 
City, said last night that a list of the miss- 
ing packages would prokably be made 
known by 4 o’clock to-day. “Officials of the 
express company and of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad held a conference yesterday aft- 
ernoon at 50 Broadway to decide upon a 
course to ferret out the robbers. 

On Friday last a package arrived at the 
Jersey City Adams Express office in whieh 
the original address of Woonsocket, R. I, 
had been changed to 33 Park Street, New 
York City. When this package was de- 
livered at the address in this city a de- 
tective was on hand and arrested . Tony 
Bogance and William Kane, who received 
the package. The’name of Richard Murphy, 
a well-known employe of the Adams Ex- 
press Company, living in Jersey City, was 
found on several papers in.the possession 
of Kane. Murphy, who lives at 217 Bruns- 
wick Street, Jersey City, was thereupon 
arrested. The latter was arraigned in fhe 
First Criminal Court, in Jersey City, before 
Magistrate Hoos, during the day, and was 
held for a further hearing on the charge 
of grand larceny. Murphy would make no 
statement. His bail was fixed at $100.

Capt. Miller of the local Detective Bu- 
reau said that none of his men is working 
upon the case. They had not been request- 
ed to, he said, and, besides, he believes 
the robbery could be traced only from the 
Jersey City end.

‘“* Why,’ exclafmed Profs Gunton, “ in the 
Fourteenth Congress District Republican 
Convention last Fall there were Republic- 
ans, and one of them is here to-night, who 
used Tammany Hall office holders to coerce 
Republicans. I believe the recommendation 
of the Charter Revision Commission is right 
in line with purifying politics." 

‘‘If the speaker,’ interrupted Mr. Quigg 
with evident sarcasm, “ is so sure there is a 
gentleman here who coerced Republicans, 
why doesn't he name him?”’ . 

Mr. Quigg resumed his seat and Prof, 
Gunton, turning, pointed his right index 


finger at Mr. Quigg and fairly snouted: 
‘Thou, art the man.”

“The gentleman,”’ 
wofully mistaken. It is sometimes hard 
to be parliamentary and exact at the same 
time.

Prof. Gunton then continued his remarks 
and asserted that Mr. Quigg had called 
Dockmaster Clark from the Congress Con- 
vention and warned him that if he remained 
he would lose his place. Clark retired, he 
said. and a substitute took his place. 

“I know I am right,’’ remarked Prof. 
Gunton in conclusion, ‘‘ because Clark 
waited for me at the corner of the street 
= told me just what Quigg had said to 
him.’’ 

‘‘And I say to you,” replied Mr. Quigg, 
approaching Prof. Gunton, " that what you 
say is absolutely false.” 

Mr. Quigg then supported the commit- 
tee’s report at great length. 

The report was adopted after many mem- 
bers had discussed it.

RECEPTION TO MISSIONARIES. 


Presbyterian Union Listens to Ac- 
counts of Their Experiences 
in China. 

A reception was given at the Hotel Sa- 
voy last night by the Presbyterian Union 
of New York to a number of missionaries 
who have made China~their fleld.. Aside 
from the reception proper, there was a 
musical. programme and- several addresses 
by .missionaries and others. 

An address of welcome was made by 
William E. Stiger, President of the union, 
after which he introduced the Rev. Dr. W. 
A. P. Martin; President“of the Imperial 
University of Peking. Dr. Martin related 
the story of the siege at Peking and told of 


the terrible straits to which the defenders 
of the British Legation were reduced. 

‘“T have been asked,’ he said, ‘NW we 
were frightened. Well, I will say that the 
ladies seemed to be less afraid than the 
men. They are better dissemblers. But, in 
justice to them, I must say they were com- 
posed; words of hope and cheer were at all 
times on their lips to strengthen the brave 
defenders. They worked with needle and 
sewing machine—in fact, I may say that 
the sewing machine co-operated with the 
machine gun.” 

Vhile the Christians, both foreign and 
native, were beleaguered the Chinese made 
many overtures, Dr. Martin said, but they 


“were refused, because the natives were not 


trusted. ‘‘ There is a gauge of that Chinese 
civilization which the Chinese Minister 
goes about talking of in connection with 
the teaching of Confucius,’’ he added, a 
reference which aroused both applause and 
laughter. 

Other speakers were John Goodnow, Con- 
§ul General of the United States to Shang- 
hai; the Rey. Henry_T., Perkinw, and _ the 
Rev. C. H. Fenn. Gailspeed was bidden 
to the Rev. Dr. A. J. Brown, who leaves 
in a few days for China.

DR. KENNEDY’S TRIAL BEGINS. 


Alleged Slayer of Dolly Reynolds Again 
Arraigned in Court. 


Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy, once convicted 
of the murder of Dolly Reynolds in the 
Grand Hotel on the night of Aug. 15, 1898, 
and granted a new trial by the Court of 
Appeals, again faced his accusers in thé 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, before Justice Fursman, to make 
another determined fight for his life. Smil- 
ing and ennfident, he walked briskly into 
the courtroom, and talked with animation 
to his counsel. Mrs. Kennedy, the accused 
man’s wife,,who has worked indefatigably 
to secure new evidence for her husband, 
was on hand early, being the only woman 
admitted to the courtroom. 

The clerk announced that all those of the 
special panel of jurors drawn wishing to 
be excused must present legal -reasons. 
About fifty of the panel of one hundred got 
up and started for the bar. Justice Furs- 
man excused none for business reasons, but 
only on account of sickness or compulsory 
absence from the city. Then he announced 
that as the Bar Association had requested 
all parts of the Supreme Court to adjourn 
cn account of the memorial celebration in 
honor of the one hundredth anniversary of 
Chief Justice John Marshall's induction. 
into office, the Criminal Branch would ad- 
journ until to-day. 

The prisoner, as he passed out on his way 
to the Tombs, was greeted affectionately 
by his wife, whom he kissed lovingly. 

W. W. Cantwell, the accused man’s coun- 
sel, stated that they expected to prove a 
complete alibi for Dr. Kennedy, and that 
before the trial ended developments of an 
unexpected and’Startling nature might be 
expected. 


TURNS A BURGLAR LOOSE. 


Danbury Man Catches a ‘Thief, Looks 
at Him, and Lets Him Go.

DANBURY, Conn., Feb. 4.—Reuben B. 
Pearce, a prominent insurance man of this 
city, captured a burglar last night, and 
then let him go after learning his identity. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pearce were aroused by the 
sound of the burglar alarm in the lower 
part of the house. Mr. Pearce grasped his 
revolver and started down stairs. He was 
not long in finding the burglar in the pan- 
try. The intruder was disposed to fight, 
but was finally cornered and forced to hold 
up his hands. The owner of the house was 
in his night attire, and was suffering with 


an attack of grip, se he struck a light, rec- 
ognized the burglar, and, opening the door, 
politely ushered him out with the promise 
that he would see to his arrest later.

THIS BURGLAR GOT AWAY. 


Men Who Wanted to Catch Him Beat 

and Shoot Each Other.

HENDERSON, Ky., Feb. 4.—At an early 
hour this morning a burglar in the home 
of a society girl caused much excitement 
and the injury of several men, who rushed 
to the rescue, each mistaking the other for 
the burglar. Miss Kate Sneed found a 
burglar in her bedroom, whereupon she 
screamed. There came to her rescue neigh- 


bors in the person of William Elliott, Pfes- 
ident of the Farmers’ Bank; George Givens, 
President of the Business Men's Associa- 
tion, and Homer Hill. Elliott and Hill met 
in a dark hallway. Each fell upon the 
other, and Elliott was knocked senseless 
with a club wielded by Hill. 

Then Stephen Sneed, armed with a revolv- 
er and anxious to shoot, appeared or the 
scene. All intruders looked alike to him, 
and Givens, who had just arrived, was shot 
in the arm, while Elliott, who lay prostrate 
vpon the floor, had a finger of his hand 
shot off, this showing the unsteadiness of 
Sneed’s aim, who thought he had put at 
least one burglar out of the business. The 
burglar got away. Miss Sneed alone saw 
him. 


SETBACK FOR ICE TRUST. 


Its Offer for Yonkers City Reservoirs 
Refused. 


YONKERS, N. Y., Feb. 4.—The American 
Ice Company, otherwise known as the Ice 
Trust, to-day received another setback in 
Yonkers. The company for a long time had 
tried to extend its holdings to Yonkers, and 
last week a representative of the trust ap- 
proached Commissioner John C. Shotts, 
President of the local water company, and 
asked his permission to use the ice from 
the two city reservoirs. The represehta- 
tive said the company was willing to 
fair price for the privilege. One of the 
reservoirs is a mile and a half in length 
and half a mile in width. The other reser- 
voir is a little smaller.

wen. Rafael Uribe Uribe, the Colombian 
lawyer and revolutionist against the Gov- 
ernment of Dr. J. M. Marroquin, was a 
passenger yesterday on the Red D Line 
steamship Philadelphia, from La Guayra, 
Ponce, and San Juan, Porto Rico. A dozen 
cabin passengers were his traveling com- 
panions. Gen. Uribe went to the Savoy Ho- 
tel, and last night talked at length of the 
affairs of his native republic and those of 
Venezuela, of whose President, Gen. Castro, 
he is an ardent friend. 

“Tam made to say,” he said in beginning 
to treat on the subjects he was questioned 
about, “that my mission to the United 
States was to purchase arms, ammunition, 
and vessels for the Colombian revolution- 
ists. I can only state that if I made public 
such a programme I am very indiscreet.”’ 

Smiling grimly at this diplomatic retrac- 
tion, he went on: 

*“*It would not be prudent for me to say 
here and now what my plans are. I may 
Say generally that I propose to do all I 
can for my country in the interest of its 
prosperity, liberty, and civilization in fight- 
ing the Conservative Government 
Marroquin. With my last breath 
labor for its downfall. 
of the Conservatives and priest-ridden. 

**T would like it to be distinctly under- 
stood that I am not what is called a mili- 
tary man. I am not by a great deal. I am 
a lawyer by profession, a student, and a 
man of fortune. 1 never resorted to an ap- 


peal to arms from selfish motives. I was 
always a revolutionist because I am a Lib- 
eral. We Liberals do not fight because we 
like to fight, but because we have to fight. 
There was nothing else to do. The Liberal 
Party in Colombia was denied all partici- 
pation in common rights. The policy of the 
Conservatives toward us was the colonial 
policy of Spain toward its colonists, the 
Cubans, for instance. 


‘* At present the conservative party in Co- | 


lombia is divided. The branch in power is 
weak and caters to the ignorant masses. 
The revolutionists are not deterred. They 
are all over the country in guerrilla bands, 


if you please, like the Boers, but they are | 


alert. The revolution may appear to die 
out for a time, but it will simply be dor- 
mant. The Liberals \who have_ revolted 
lack arms and ammunition and so on. 
These will be provided. Yes, you may say 
that Gen. Uribe will not be idle. 

**Of coufse many will say, ‘Oh, it's an- 
other fuss in one of the American republics.’ 
That may be, but we are aiming high; our 
standard is the United States of America. 
We want a Government on those lines. 
Why, I hardly exaggerate when I say that 
Tammany Hall, with Croker, would be wel- 
comed as an improvement on the present 
Colombian system. The Liberal Party, the 
democracy, is the party of advancement; 
the Conservative Party, Marroquin’s, the 
party of aristocracy, of retrogression. 

‘*T correct a general impression by saying 
that I was never General in Chief of the 
revolutionists in Colombia, At present the 
military leader is Gen. Vargas Santos, who 
is now at Curacao. The Conservatives have 
never found a man to replace the late Gen. 
Pinzon. 
ments in the near future, I can reveal noth- 
ing. I may say, however, that I do not sup- 
pose that complications will be brought 
about by an uprising in Panama. 

“Tl am a friend of Gen. Castro, President 
of the Republic of Venezuela, just as I am 
friendly with the Presidents of Ecuador, 
Guatemala, and Henduras. Sympathy for 
the Colombian Liberals is felt and ex- 
pressed in Venezuela and Ecuador, use 
the principle involved is patriotism and lib- 
erty. What I fear is ‘that the Colombian 
Conservatives may help the fanatic ele- 
ment in Venezuela. As to the Liberals of 
each republic, it’s a case of common de- 
fense. You see your: ‘neighbor's house on 
fire and you try to pyt™it.out for fear the 
flames may reach you? 6wh. 

“| have just come from Venezuela and 
have had.opportunHies to determine that 
Gen. Castro’s administration is strong. 
There are only isolated revolutionists in 
the east, none in the centre and the west. 
There is non in the revolution to make 
it important. The only leader of conse- 
quence in the movement against Gen, Cas- 
tro was Gen. Hernandez. He is in prison 
ill and out of his mind. Gen. Andrade, 
now in Cuba, has no following. I regard 
his expedition as futile, Gen. Castro’s Gov- 
ernment has ample means to thwart any 
attempt he may make. The real peril to 
Venezuela lies in ;Manvel Casabianca, the 
yresent Colombian envoy. He was born in 

Tenezuela and it‘is suspected that he was 
selected by the Marroquir Government to 
foment a revolution against Gen. Castro 
and to enable the Colombian Conservatives 
to Send troops surreptitiously to aid the 
Venezuelan revolutionists. 

*T cannot say how long I shall be in 
New York. I have a wife and six children 
at Bogota, and am anxious about them, as 
they may suffer because of my attitude to 
the Colombian Government. y house at 
Bogota has been stoned already. I hope 
to get my family away from there. If the 
revolution fails, I may settle down here.” 

Gen. Uribe is forty years old. He was 
born at Medella, the capital of the Depart- 
ment of Antioqua, and studied law until 
he became Attorney General of Antioqua. 
He has a large coffee plantation in this 

‘rovince and has wide reputation as a pub- 

icist. He wrote much for the Colombian 
newspaper El Autonomista. His first ap- 

earance as a revolutionist was in 1876, and 

e took part in the uprisings of 1879, 1885, 
1895, and the present revolution, which be- 
gan in 1890. ‘He took part in fifty en- 
gagements. He once represented the Lib- 
erals in the Colombian Chamber of Depu- 
ties.

Proposed Bill to Fix Annual Salaries 
in the Various Grades. 
ALBANY, Feb. 4,—Senator Higgins in- 
troduced a bill to-night to establish rates 
of compensation for clerks and other em- 
ployes in the service of the State. The 
act applies to bookkeepers, stenographers, 
copyists, and messengers, all clerks, aud 


to all positions and duties of a clerical 
character in all State Departments, bu- 
reaus, ccmmissions, and offices, except 
those already fixed by law. All persons 
performing clerical services, except depu- 
ties and assistant chiefs of departments, 
shall be arranged in six grades. The an- 
nual salaries are to be: 

First grade, $2,000; second grade, $1,800; 
third grade, $1.590; fourth grade, $1,200: 
fifth grade, $900; sixth grade, $600, All 
bookkeepers are to be graded in accora- 
ance with the above. Stenographers of 
all departments are to be arranged in four 
grades and paid: First grade, $1,500; sec- 
ond grade, $1,200; third grade, $900,/and 
fourth grade, $600. Copyists shall be 
graded and receive: First grade, $900; sec- 
ond grade, $600. Messengers: First grade, 
$1,000; second grade, $600. The law is to 
go into effect after Oct. 1, 1901.

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THE FEBRUARY GRAND JURY 


It Includes Four Members of Tam- 
many General Committee. 


Judge, in His Charge, Says There Is 
Nothing Special to be Considered 


by the Body. 


charge to the February Grand 
empaneled . yesterday, 
Judge McMahon made no mention of 
“vice,” and expressly stated that there 
was nothing of especial interest to call to 
the jury’s attention. 

The personnel of the jury, in view of the 
fact that it may hear the evidence against 
police officials secured by the Tammany 
Committee of Five, arouses interest. The 
Tammany General Committee is represent- 
ed by four members on the inquisitorial 
body, including ex-Congressman John H. 
G. Vehslage, Herman Boylston, Jeremiah 
Lyons, and Vincent J. Slattery of the firm 
of Horgan & Slattery, Tammany builders, 
against whom some few judgments are still 
pending. This is said to be Mr. Slattery’s 
fifth term as a Grand Juror. 

James W. Pringle, an importer, of 140 
Liberty Street, is the foreman, and among 
the twenty-three are Rudolph Keppler, 
President of the Stock Exchange; Patrick 


Egan, Caleb M. Knevals, a Holland Tor- 
pedo Boat Company Director; Frank C. 
Travers, and George De Forest Grant. 

Other members of the jury are:

Grand Jurors once drawn may not be re- 
moved by the District Attorney, the Gen- 
eral Sessions Judges, or any other judicial 
officer. Once selected, they are settled in 
their places for at least a month. This 
jury will have three Sundays and two legal 
holidays to observe in the twenty-four 
working days remainin in this month, 
leaving only nineteen days for delibera- 
tions. 

The method of empaneling the Grand 
Jurors has been often subjected to severe 
criticism, and plans for reorganization have 
frequently been suggested. The method in 
vogue at present, and which is supposed to 
be followed, is to have the list of petit 
jurors who have-~ served in the various 
courts during the past year, about 50,006 
in all, submitted to the Board of Grand 
Jury Commissioners, consisting of the 
Mayor, the presiding Justice of the Appel- 
late D#ision of the Supreme Court, this 
year Justice Van Brunt; one Associate Jus- 
lice, this year Justice Ingraham; the Re- 
corder and one Judge of General Sessions 
selected by his associates. Judge Cowing 
is generally delegated. This board meets on 
the first Monday in December and selects 
not less than 600 names from the petit jury 
list nor more than 1,000 to serve as Grand 
Jurors for the ensuing year. 

These names are placed in a large wneel 
and on the 15th of each month the General 
Sessions Judge who. wilk.preside in Part I. 
goes to the Commissioner of Jurors’ office 
and in the presence of the Sheriff and the 
Deputy Clerk supervises the drawing by 
the Sheriff of fifty names. These are. writ- 
ten down by the County Clerk and for- 
warded to the Clerk of Part I., General 
Sessions, where thé fifty names are put in 
another wheel and twenty-three drawn. 
These constitute the Grand Jury, the fore- 
man of which is selected by the presiding 
Judge. 

Those urging a change claim that the 
body, as drawn, is not representative, and 
that, contrary to the statute, very few of 
the Grand Jurors have ever served as petit 
jurors. Further, it is claimed that those 
constituting the Board of Grand Jury Com- 
missioners simply submit a list of names to 
the County Clerk of those they wish drawn 
as jurors. In this way it is charged that 
labor and the humbler walks of life are sel- 
dom represented, the Grand Jurors being 
confine to politicians, retired business 
men, “ professional’ jurors, and others to 
whom the pay of a Grand Juror is an object. 

The February Grand Jury panel was 
drawn in Judge McMahon's presence by 
Sheriff Grell and County Clerk Sohmer, 
and from it the Clerk of General Ses- 
sions drew tHe twenty-three réquiste 
names. 

The Committee of Five, it is claimed, is 
extremely desirous to have submitted to 
the February Grand Jury its evidence 
against alleged corrupt and incompetent 
police officials in whose precincts vice 
flourishes. It has been stated that some of 
the committee are in favor of going over 
the District Attorney’s head to do this, if 
possible. 

Assistant District Attorney Schurman, 
who has all the Committee of Five's evi- 
dence in charge, made a report of his in- 
vestigations of its weight-and legality yes- 
terday to the District Attorney. Mr. Phil- 
bin will go over the matters again with 
his assistant to-morrow, and if will be de- 
cided at that conference whether or not the 
evidenee will be laid before the February 
Grand Jury. 


MR. KELLER SEES MR. PHILBIN. 


Commissioner May Heed Suggestions 
as to the Removal of Belle- 


vue Officials. 

Charities Commissioner John W. Keller 
called on District Attorney Philbin yes- 
terday to learn the latter’s views in regard 
to the recent presentment of the Grand 
Jury recommending the removal from 
Bellevue Hospital of Deputy Superintend- 
ents O'Rourke and Rickard and Dr. John 
W. Moore, who had charge of the insane 
pavilion. The District Attorney told Mr. 
Keller that he could add nothing to the 
presentment, which seemed plain enough 
to him. The conference was brief, and 
when the Commissioner came out of the 
private office of Mr. Philbin he did not 
appear to be in his usual cheerful mood. 

Mr. Philbin stated that the Commissioner 
had expressed his intention of complying 
with the suggestions of the Grand Jury, 


but that he did not go into details about the 
matter. 

Mr. Keller, in an interview Sunday, was 
quoted as saying that he would remove the 
persons name by preferring charges 
against them and giving them an _ oppor- 
tunity to answer. After his interview with 
Mr. Philbin he was asked if he would ad- 
here’ to this determination. 

‘‘T have not yet received the Grand Jury 
presentment,” said he, shortly. ‘“ When 1 
do, I will act as I think best.” 

Superintendent O’Rourke was removed 
upon charges by Superintendent Murphy 
during. Mayor Strong's administration. He 
was permitted to resign by Commissioner 
Faure, some months later, making him 
eligible to reinstatement when Tammany 
again returned to wer. h 

uperirtendent urphy, when Commis- 
sioner Keller was appointed, was summar- 
ily removed without the formality of pre- 
ferring charges. He immediately brought 
suit for reinstatement, and on the witness 
stand testified that Mr. Keller said to him 
that he was sorry for him, but that the 
Superintendency of Bellevue was the only 
position in the department that Mr. Cro- 
ker had asked for.

Grand Jury Will Be Asked to Investi- 
gate—What Controller Coler’s 
Evidence Shows. 


The February. Grand Jury will be called 
upon to investigate the purchase of sup- 
plies for the Fire Department during the 
past two years. A number of manufactur- 
ers have expressed their willingness to tes- 
tify, and an examination by competent law- 
yers of the evidence collected by Controller 
Coler shows that a probable case of collu- 
sion may be made out against certain per- 
sons in. the “‘ combination which controls 
Fire Department supplies. 

A new development was made public. yes- 
terday. Senator Thomas L. Grady of Tam- 


many Hall is attached to the ‘ combina- 
tion ” which has been receiving from 20 to 
5) per cent. commission on all supplies fur, 
nished to, the eity. The influence of Sen- 
ator Grady was sought abeut two years 
ago by one ofthe members of the firm ef 
Castle & Marks. The Powers Manufactur- 
ing Company was organized by this firm 
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and Senator Grady became the attorney 
for the company. His fees are large. 

Ap examination of the official reports 
yesterday showed that large contracts were 
awarded to the ‘combination,’ of which 
the personal friend of Commissioner Scan- 
nell, William L. Marks, acted as agent, al- 
though their bids were higher than those 
of a competing firm. 

In 1900 the Manhattan Rubber Company, 
one of the largest manufacturers of rubber 
hose, put in a number of bids. The first 
competition was for 24-inch fire hose, and 
the quantity wanted was 15,000 feet. The 
Peerless Rubber Company, the A. B. Voor- 
hes Company, and other concern8S which 
‘*Agent’’ Marks represented, bid $1 a 
foot. The bid of the Manhattan Company 
was for exactly the same hose, and a 
guarantee bond was put up with a bid, for 
v0 cents per foot. The bids were all reject- 
ed. Later Commissioner Scannell re-adver- 
tised and gave the contract to a firm rep- 
resented by ‘‘ Agent’’ Marks at $1 a foot. 
The fight over this contract was carried 
into the courts, but it was decided that as 
the company in the ‘“‘ combination ” had al- 
ready begun the manufacture of the hose 
it was entitled to the contract, although 
not the lowest bidder. 

The next competition was in July. It 
was for 10,000 feet of two-and-a-half-inch 
hose. The bid of all the firms in* the 
‘“‘combination '’ was $1 per foot. The bid 
of the Manhattan Rubber Company was 
88 cents per foot, with a guarantee bond 
that the-hose would meet all the require- 
ments ofthe specifications. A lawyer for 
the Manhattan Company was ready with 
papers to start a proceeding in case the 
contract was awarded to the combination 
at the high price. Fire Commissioner Scan- 
nell said he would postpone his decision for 
a few days, and in November he decided to 
reject all bids. 

Controller Coler’s figures in reference to 
the. cost of Fire Department supplies dur- 
ing the past four years have not been com- 
pleted. 


RUMORED POLICE CHANGES. 
Report that Capt. McClusky Will Suc- 
ceed Titus in the Detective 
Bureau Denied. 

All day yesterday there were rumors 
about Police. Headquarters, both in this 
borough and in Brooklyn, to the effect that 
a big police shake-up is to :take place. 
Chief of Police Devery and Commissioners 
York and Sexton dented the rumors as un- 
founded, but in spite of this it was said 
that a number of transfers will be made to- 

day. 

The most important of these transfers, it 


was said, will be those of Capt. Titus from 


the Detective Bureau to the Elizabeth 
Street Station, and Capt. McClusky from 
the Grand Central Station to the Detective 
Bureau again. 

Capt. Titus said last night that he had 
heard nothing about the rumored changes. 

According to the story floating about Po- 
lice Headquarters in rooklyn yesterday, 
the list of changes to be made in Brooklyn 
is as followg: 


Capt. Martin Short from Bedford Avenue 
to Fort Hamilton. 

Capt. William Knipe from Flatbush to 
Coney Island.

Chief Devery, when questioned about this 
story, denied it. 

““T have made no transfers of Captains, 
and I don’t cpntempiate making any,’ he 
said. ‘‘That’s all I have to say.

Both men were appointed Sergeants 
recently, and had requested to be trans- 
ferred in order to be nearer their homes.

The report was current in Republican cir- 
cles yesterday that one of the Assembly- 
men from Kings will to-day introduce an 
amendment to the Police bill providing that 
no man who has been under indictment is 
eligible for the office of Police Commis- 
sioner or Deputy Chief.

Her Body:Now Rests Near That 
of the Prince Consort. 


The bast Rites Were of a Simpler, 
Lets Martia! Character than Those 
Which Preceded Them. 


WVINDSOR, Feb. 4.—The last honors have 
been paid to Queen Victoria. Her body 
now rests peacefully near that of her hus- 
band, in the beautiful mausoleum at Frog- 
more. The final ceremonies were of a more 
funereal and pathetic character than any 
which preceded them. 

Hundreds of people poured into Windsor 
throughout the morning, and by 1 o’clock 
the Long Walk was already black with 
spectators, mostly from the surrounding 
country, waiting for a last glance at the 
eoffin containing the body of the Queen. 
The sun was shining brightly and the air 
was sharp and cold. The streets of the old 
royal borough were still hung with wreaths, 
sadly faded since Saturday. The stores 
were closed during the burial service, Dis- 
mounted Life Guardsmen, in their scarlet 
tloaks,; the white plumes of their helmets 
glistening in the sun, kept the route clear. 

From the Albert Memorial Chapel to the 
mausoleum, nearly a mile from the Great 
Gate of the castle, there is a steep slope 
of 500 yards, at the bottom of which is 
the lodge gate and a fence. On the castle 
side of this were hundreds of ticket hold- 
ers. On the other side, where the Long 
Walk commences, the public was massed. 

The Kings of Portugal, the Belgians, and 
the Hellenes returned here from London 
at about 1 o’clock. At 2:45 P. M. a pic- 
turesque touch of color was added to the 
scene. Sir Walter Parratt (private organ- 
ist to the late Queen ‘and organist of St. 
Geéorge’s Chapel Royal, Windsor,) and his 
choir, all in surplices and college caps, 
walked quickly down the slope through 
the crowds to the mausoleum. 

At about the same time, in the presence 
of the royal mourners, the Grenadier 
guard of honor lifted the coffin from its 
temporary resting place, in the Memorial 
Chapel, and placed it on a gun carriage. 
In.the meanwhile, the Queen’s Company 
of Grenadiers, drawn up in the quad- 
rangle, presented arms and wheeled into 
line, their rifle muzzles pointing to the 
rear, at the reverse, and, with slow, meas- 
ured steps, marched toward the castle 
gate. Then minute guns began to boom, 
as a battery of artillery at the foot of the 
Long Walk paid its final honors to the dead 
Queen. The Windsor church bells tolled 
solemnly, and the strains of the band, 
gradually growing stronger and stronger, 
echoed from the castle quadrangle. 

’ ORDER OF THE PROCESSION.

KING THANKS HIS PEOPLE. 


Grateful for the Universal Expressions 
of Sympathy—Refers to South 
African War. 


LONDON, Feb. 5.—King Edward has 
caused the following message to be pub- 
lished in The Gazette: 

“To My People: 

““Now that the last seene has closed in 
the noble and ever-glorious life of my be- 
loved mother, the Queen, I am anxious to 
endeavor to convey to the whole empire 
the extent of the deep gratitude I feel for 


the heart-stirring and affectionate tributes 
which have everywhere been borne to her 
memory.”’ 

After alluding to the ‘common sorrow,” 
the King concludes by again pladging him- 
self to walk in the footsteps of the late 
Queen, “‘in the fulfillment of my great re- 
sponsibilities,”’ 

The King has sent the following message 
to all the British colonies and dependencies: 

To my people beyond the seas: 

The countless messages of loyal sym- 
pathy that I have received from every part 
of my dominions over seas testify to the 
universal grief in which the whole empire 
now mourns the loss of my beloved 
mother. 

“in the welfare and prosperity of her 
subjects throughout Greater Britain the 
Queen ever evinced a heartfelt interest. 
She saw with thankfulness'the steady prog- 
ress which, under the wide extension of 
self-government, they.had made during her 
reign. She warmly appreciated their un- 
failing loyalty to her throne and person, 
and was proud to think of those who had 
so nobly fought and died for the empfre's 
cause in South Africa. 

‘‘I have already declared that it will be 
my constant endeavor to follow the great 
example which has been bequeathed to 
me. 

‘*‘In these endeavors I shall have confi- 
dent trust in the devotion and sympathy 
of the people and of their several repre- 
sentative assemblies throughout my vast 
colonial dominions. 

“With such loyal support I will, with the 
blessing of God, solemnly work for the 
promotion of the common welfare and se- 
curity of our great empire over which I 
have now been called to reign. 

“ EDWARD, R. I.” 

The King-Emperor has sent a_ special 
message to the people of India and a greet- 
ing to the ruling chiefs of the native States. 
He refers to Queen Victoria's special in- 
terest in India, to his own visit to that 
country, to the deep impression he received 
there, and to his purpose to follow the 
Queen-Empress in working for the well- 
being of all ranks of Hindus.

AUSTRIAN EMPEROR’S SPEECH. 


Address from the Throne on the Open- 
ing of the Reichsrath. 
VIENNA, Feb. 4.—The newly elected 
Reichsrath was opened to-day with a speech 

from the throne. 


Emperor Francis Joseph, after the usual 
reference to the continued friendliness of 
foreign relations, which, he considers, con- 


tribute essentially to strengthen the guar- 
antees of general peace, recalls his heart- 
felt sorrow at the death of ‘ my dear ally,” 
the late King Humbert, the “ yictim of an 
execrable crime,’”’ and the demise of Queen 
Victoria, ‘‘ who was a shining exemplar of 
all sovereign virtues, and who was united 
to me by sentiments of true friendship.” 
His Majesty proceeds: 

‘The cordial feeling which characterizes 
our closer relations with the powers allied 
to us is unaltered, and I rejoice to recall the 
evidences of German sympathy, which re- 
ceived such touching expression on the oc- 
casion of my visit to Emperor William from 
the inhabitants of the capital of Germany.”’ 

In connection with events in China the 
Emperor says: 

‘The efforts of the powers are directed 
toward the restoration of an ordered coridl- 
tion of things, ywhile upholding the integ- 
rity of China. ‘Happily, therefore, no ap- 

rehension need be entertained that events, 
n that part of the world will react upon 
the peace of Europe.”’ 

On entering the hall the Emperor was 
cheered.

ITALIAN MINISTRY ATTACKED. 


Chamber of Deputies Angered at the 


Cost of Reforms. 


ROME, Feb. 4.—The long-expected attack 
on the Saracco Ministry was opened in the 
Chamber of Deputies this afternoon. The 
Ministry is in bad odor with several of the 
parties, on account of its efforts to bring 


about reforms in the administration and 
improvements in the military and naval 
services, which have necessitated fresh 
financial resources. The Ministry presented 
its financial bills, which the Budget Com- 
mittee refused to accept. The Government 
then requested the ‘committee to draft an- 
other’ scheme, but the latter declined. 

This is the situation with which -the 
Chamber was confronted to-day, and it 
is disgruntled with both the Government 
and the committee. The closing of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Genoa, which 
led to the recent troublesome strike, fur- 
nished a peg on which the Government was 
attacked in an interpellation brought for- 
ward to-day. There was a large gatherin 
of Deputies and spectators, as the fall o 
the Ministry was anticipated. 

After several speeches for and against the 
Government, the Chamber adjourned until 
to-morrow. 


ROYALTIES AT THE HAGUE. 


Beginning to Arrive for the Wedding of 
Queen Wilhelmina. 

THE HAGUE, Feb. 4.—Numerous royal 
personages are arriving at The Hague to 
attend the wedding of Queen Wilhelmina 
and Duke Henry of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. 
Her Majesty, attended by the Queen mother 
and Duke Henry, met Grand Duke Vlad- 
imir of Russia, his daughter, Grand 
Duchess Helene, and his son, Grand Duke 
Boris, at the railway station this after- 
noon. 
Queen Wilhelmina was warmly cheered 
as she drove through the streets. 

Others who arrived to-day were Princess 
Louise of Wied, the Hereditary Prince and 
Princess of Wied, and the Prince and 
Princess of Bontheim-Steinfurt. 

Queen Wilhelmina and Duke Henry have 
received the Roumanian Grand Cross of 
the Order of the Star, and Duke Henry the 
Swedish Seraphim Order. 

In the course of the afternoon a deputa- 
tion from the Town Council offered to the 
Queen as a wedding gift 308 pieces of val- 
uable pottery. A deputation from Amster- 
dam presented, for use at the wedding, the 
coach made for the Queen at her accession, 
which st that time she declined to receive 
as a gift.

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CELEBRATION OF THE 
MARSHALL CENTENNIAL 


Ceremonies in the Hall of Repre- 
sentatives at Washington. 


MANY DISTINGUISHED GUESTS 


Tributes by Chief Justice Fuller and 
Wayne MacVeagh to the Great 
Chief Justice. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—John Marshall 
of Virginia was installed as Chief Justice 
of the United States 100’years ago to-day, 
and at 10 o’clock this morning the cen- 
tennial of that event was commemo- 
rated with impressive ceremonies in the 
Hall of. Representatives at the Capitol. 
The President, his Cabinet, the members 
of the Supreme Court, the members of 
the Senate and House, the Diplomatic 
Corps, and members of the District Bar 
Association attended as invited guests. 
Many other distinguished persons were in 
the galleries, which were reserved for those 
holding cards of admission. 

Representative Dalzell of Pennsylvania 
called the assemblage to order. He stated 
briefly the action of Congress in providing 
for the ceremonies and the selection of 
Chief Justice Fuller as presiding officer. 
The Chief Justice in his judicial robes was 
escorted to the chair by Representatives 
Grosvenor of Ohio and Richardson of Ten- 
nessee. The Rev. Dr. William Strother 
Jones of Trenton, N. J., a great-grandson 
of John Marshall, invoked the Divine 
blessing. 

The Chief Justice then addressed the as- 
semblage. His address was devoted almost 
entirely to the consideration of his prede- 
céssor’s career as an expounder of the Fed- 
eral Constitution. He said in part: 

“It was not until the question that 
emerged from the exciting struggle of 1800 
brought it into play that the scope of the 
judicial power was developed and declared 
and its significant effect upon the future 
of the country recognized. As the Consti- 
tution was a written instrument, complete 
in itself and containing an emumeration of 
the powers granted by the people to their 
Government—a-Government supreme to the 
full extent of those powers—it was inevita- 
ble that the issues in that contest (as in- 
deed in so many others) should involve 
Constitutional interpretation, and _ that 
finally the judicial department should be 
called on to exercise its jurisdiction in the 
enforcement of the requirements of the 
fundamental law.” 

The people, he continued, in establishing 
their future Government, had assigned to 
the different departments their respective 
powers, and prescribed certain limits not 
to be transcended, and that those limits 
might not be mistaken or disregarded the 
fundamental law was written. And, as the 
Chief Justice observed, ‘‘to what purpose 
are powers limited, and to what purpose is 
that limitation committed to ‘writing, if 
these-limits may at any time be passed by 
thoge intended to be restrained?” 

He quoted Chief Justice Marshall's fa- 
mous utterances to the effect that the Con- 


stitution must be interpreted by its,inten- 
tion and said of his words in that connec- 
tion: ‘‘These were apparently plaip, legal 
rules of construction, yet in their applica- 
tion is to be found the basis of the National 
fabric; the seed of the National growth; 
the vindication of a written form of Gov- 
ernment, and, simple as they now appear 
to be, their successful application then re- 
quired the highest judicial LUBE A. Q : 

ln closing, Chief Justice Fuller s id: 
“And so the great Chief Justice; recontt- 
ing ‘ The jealousy of freedom with the inr 
dependence of the judiciary ' for a third’ of 
a century, porevet his stately way, estab- 
lishing, in the accomplishment of the work 
given him to do, those sure and solid prin- 
ciples of Government on which our Con- 
stitutional system rests. The Nation has 
entered into his labors, and may well bear 
witness, as it does to-day, to the immor- 
tality of the fame of this ‘sweet and virtu- 
ous soul’ whose powers were so admirable 
and the results of their exercise of -such 
transcendent consequence.” 

At the conclusion of Chief Justice Ful- 
ler’s remarks he introduced Wayne Mac- 
Veagh, who was the orator of the day. His 
speech was a thoughtful, scholarly produc- 
tion, and was several times interrupted by 
applause. He spoke in part as follows: 


MR. MACVEAGH'S ADDRESS; :- 


“To-day is dedicated to the law. I there- 
fore speak to you as a lawyer, and I con- 
gratulate you that it is part of our happy 
fortune that the occasion which brings us 
together offers in itself its amplest and 
completest justification.” 

Mr. MacVeagh then sketched the condi- 
tion of the Colonies as they existed when 
Marshall was born, in 1755, the growth of 
the spirit of liberty which imbued him with 
the love of free institutions and which led 
him to take up arms as a youth of twenty 


when the Revolution broke out. He traced 
his career as a soldier through the Revolu- 
tion, his subsequent service in the Legis- 
lature of Virginia, in its Constitutional 
Convention, his special mission to the 
French Directory in the interests of peace, 
and his service in Congress and as Secre- 
tary of State under Adams. 

He reviewed Marshall’s thirty-five years’ 
service as Chief Justice, the great epoch- 
making decisions in which he participated, 
his tremendous influence in the settlement 
of the great Constitutional controversies 
which made for the future glory and 
strength of the Union, and concluded as 
follows: 

“We must come at last to believe that 
the true mission of nations, as of men, is 
to promote righteousness on earth; that 
conferring liberty is wiser than making 
gain; that new friends are better for us 
than new: markets; that love is more ele- 
vating than hatred; that peace is nobler 
than war; that the humblest human life is 
sacred; that the humblest human. right 
should be respected; and it is only by rec- 
ognizing these truths, which can never. fail 
to be true, that our own beloved country

Public exercises were 
held in the Assembly Chamber at 2:30 
o'clock this afternoon, at which an elo- 
quent oration on the life and judicial 
career of Justice Marshall was. delivered 
by the Hon. John F. Dillon of New York

The meet- 
ing was called to order by William B. 
Hornblower of New York City, President 
of the State Bar Association, who intro- 
duced the presiding officer, Alton B. Par- 
ker, Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals. 

Judge Parker spoke briefly on the great 
services rendered to the country by John 
Marshall, and then presented the orator 
of the day, ex-Judge John F. Dillon, who 
delivered a long address, His speech, which 
was in the nature of an exhaustive exam- 
ination of John Marshall’s work and the 
conditions under which it was done, was in 
part as follows: 

“A figure heroic, majestical, superemi- 
nent, venerable, and venerated, standing in 
unchallenged primacy in our legal, judicial, 
and constitutional history, is that of John 
Marshall. When we refer to him in the 
Supreme Court, or when elsewhere we refer 
to that court, it is not necessary to name 
Marshall—we distinguish him by the title 
of ‘the Great Chief Justice.’ Pickney’s 
saying is well known—that Marshall was 
born to be the Chief Justice of any country 
in which Providence should cast his lot, 
and he came to his own 100 years ago this 
day, when, at the first term of the Su- 
preme Court ever held in the new Federal 


City of Washington, he put on his robes of 
office, took the oath to support the Con- 
stitution, (and well he kept it,) and as- 
sumed his place at the head of a tribunal 
which, in its short existence of eleven 
years, had already had three Chief Jus- 
ices. He found the place one that no great 
lawyer coveted; he left it, after a contin- 
uous service of thirty-four years, the most 
commanding, the most exalted, the most 
illustrious, judicial office the world has 
ever seen. 

“Marshall was a self-made man. He 
never had the advantages of a regular and 
systematic education. He was: graduated 
from no institution of learning. His pro- 
fessional training was so desultory and 
irregular that it is a marvel to this day 
how, under such circumstances, he ac- 
quired such a thorough knowledge of the 
principles of his profession. 


RESULTS OF MARSHALL’S WORK. 


“In our jurisprudence as Marshall left 
it, our Constitution means what the judi- 
cial department holds that it means. Mar- 
shall, in the course of his long service as 
Chief Justice, construed and expounded for 
the first time, without the aid of prece- 
dents and authorities, nearly all the lead- 


ing provisions of the Constitution, and in 
this he performed an original work of the 
most transcendent importance, and one 
which it is the universal conviction no one 
else could have performed as well. It was 
this supreme work of Marshall that carried 
our Constitution successfully through its 
experimental stages and settled it on its 
present firm and immovable foundations. 

“The Constitution, as it exists to-day, 
with the exception of the late amendments, 
is in form and principle the Constitution as 
it was fashioned by Marshall and existed 
at his death. He is, therefore, entitled to 
be regarded as somethihg more than its 
mere expounder. He is, more than any 
other man, entitled to be called the creator 
of our Federal Constitutional law and juris- 
prudence. 

“Fach one of the cases he decided so 
vitally affecting the Constitution and the 
Union could have been decided the other 
way. Many lawyers and statesmen firmly 
belleved, and earnestly maintained at the 
time, that they ought to have been decided 
the other way. On all these subjects Mar- 
shall’s views have been finally accepted by 
the country, as necessary to the integrity 
and welfare of the Union, and are no longer 
disputed or challenged. 

‘* Marshall drew upon his own intellectual 
resources, and his drafts were always hon- 
ored. In the light of his own intelligence, 
like another Columbus, he sailed, with 
dauntlees courage, into new and unknown 
regions, guided only by the great principles 
of right. reason, and justice, which he ap- 
plied with equal caution and courage in the 
practical work of construing the Constitu- 
tion. His opinions are wonderful examples 
of pure reasoning and logic and legal in- 
tuition. 

“While the Constitution remains Mar- 
shall’s fame is secure. It.will grow with 
the growth and _= strengthen with the 
strength of the Union. We hope and be- 
lieve that the Union of these States, bound- 
two inviolable seas, will continue 
years to diffuse its 
We 
future. God's Provi- 
dence determines the destiny of nations, 
and its workings are often as inscrutable 
as they are irresistible. It may be that the 
principles of American constitutional lib- 
erty shall become the right and birthright 
of distant peoples whose lands are washed 
by other seas and whose eyes look up to 
other stars. Certain it is that wherever our 
Constitution is or shall go, or wherever 
constitutional liberty shall exist on earth 
there will attend it and abide with it the 
po and honored name of John Mar- 
shall,” 


THE DAY IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 4.—Judges, law- 
yers, law studénts, and the general public 
in this city to-day celebrated the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the installation of 
John Marshall as Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. The im- 
portant features of the occasion were an 
address in Musical Fund Hall by Justice 
James T. Mitchell of the State Supreme 
Court, and the reading in the United States 
Court of Appeals of a minute prepared in 
honor of the memory of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall. George M. Dallas, Judge of the 


United States Circuit Court, presided at the 
latter ceremony. 

Previous to this mecting there was a 
street parade, composed of the judiciary, 
the committees and their guests, members 
of the bar, members of the Law Academy 
of Philadelphia, the undergraduates of the 
Law School of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, undergraduates of the Law School 
of Temple College, and other law students. 
The procession marched to Musical Fund 
Hall, where the opening prayer was offered 
by Bishop Whitaker. Justice Mitchell de- 
livered an address in eulogy of the deceased 
Chief Justice before a distinguished gath- 
ering. 

An exhibition composed of a number of 
portraits of Chief Justice Marshall and 
portraits of other Chief Justices was held 
by the Pennsylvania Bar Association. When 
the exhibit was opened the widow of the 
late Edward P. llinson, former law part- 
ner of United States Senator Penrose and 
father of the State Bar Association, pre- 
sented to the association an oll portrait of 
her husband. 


A PROTEST IN ATLANTA. 


J. W. Aiken Tells Why Justices Should 
Not Celebrate the Day. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 4.—The memory of 
the late Chief Justice John Marshall was 
honored to-day in appropriate exercises in 
the hall of the House of Representatives. 
Addresses were delivered by President 
Warnerholt of the Georgia Bar Association, 
Burton Smith, Presiding Justice Lumpkin 
of the Supreme Court, and others. A note 
of protest against the celebration was 
sounded by John W. Aiken, ex-President 
of the Bar Association, who gave out an 
open letter, in which he says: 

“When the Georgia Supreme Court 
marches into the Hall of Representatives to 
lend its presence to the glorification of this 
eminent Nationalist, let Chief Justice Sim- 
mons, an old Hickory Democrat, who slept 
on tented field and field untented under 
the Stars and Bars, remember that, accord- 
ing to John Marshall, his neck should have 
graced the halter; let Mr. Justice Lumpkin 
remember that, according to John Marshall, 
his distinguished kinsman, the first 
Georgia Chief Justice, and his able asso- 
ciates, were all mistaken in their masterly 
deliverance in the noted case of Paddle- 
ford, Fay, and company; let Mr. Justice 
Cobb remember that, according to John 
Marshall, his lifetime conception of the 
Constitution is an airy dream; let Mr. Jus- 
tice Fish remember that, according to John 
Marshall, the theory held by himself and 
his kin$man as to where allegiance first 
lay in 1861 is all erroneous; let Mr. Justice 
Lewis remember that, according to John 
Marshall, the brilliant family of which he 
is one have been all along mistaken in 
their political thought; let Mr. Justice 
Cobb remember that( according to John 
Marshall, his illustrious father, who rep- 
resented the South so nobly in Federal 
councils, and his Giatingeiehed- uncle, who 
sacrifi his life at bloody Fredericks- 
burg, were technical rebels. 

‘In speaking for the American Bar As- 
sociation, let Burton Smith remember that, 
according to John Marshall, his first born 

dsire, the noble Gordon, committe 
eason eeaee time his stainless swor 
leaped from its untarnished scabbard. If 
arshallism is Fight, then Lee should have 
been hanged, Jefferson Davis | de- 
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served the scaffold, and every Confederate 
soldier, from Manassas to Appomattox, was 
in law a rebel deserving death.”’ 


IN BOSTON AND NEW ENGLAND. 
BOSTON, Feb. 4.—The exercises in con- 


nection with the John Marshall Day cele- 
bration, under the auspices of the Massa- 
chusetts Branch of the American Bar As- 
sociation, were held in the Supreme Court 
here to-day before an audience which filled 


the spacious chamber and ante-room and 
included Goy. Crane, Lieut. Gov. Bates, 
Speaker of the House Myers, and Judge of 
the Supreme, Superior, Municipal, and Pro- 
bate ourts, The court came in at 10 
o’clock, and as soon as the Chief Justice 
was seated, Attorney General Knowlton 
offered &a@ motion to adjourn for the day, 

as it was the centennial anniversary of 
the founding of the United States Supreme 
Court at Washington.” 

The motion of the Attorney General was 
granted by Chief Justice Holmes, who, in 


announcing his decision. made a_ brief 
speech. 

The day was also observed at Sanders 
Theatre, Harvard University, where Prof. 
. Thayer delivered the oration. Ob- 
servance of the day was universal through- 
out the cities and towns in New England. 


WESTERN CITIES CELEBRATE. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 4.—John Marshall Day 
was commemorated in Chicago by the 
bench and bar, the public schodls, and by 
thousands who gathered this afternoon at 
the Auditorium, where the principal ex- 
ercises were held. Federal courts, as well 
as the civil and criminal courts of Cook 
County, were closed. The public schools 
held exercises appropriate to the day, while 
many literary and social organizations de- 
voted their attention to the consideration 
of the Chief Justice and his works. 

Chief interest in the day here centred 
at the Auditorium Theatre. Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts was orator 
of the day. The immense hall was filled to 
overflowing. Senator Lodge, who since yes- 
terday has been the guest of Mrs. Emmons 
Blaine, delivered an eloquent oration, which 
was punctuated with applause throughout. 
John 8. Miller, President of the Chicago 
Bar Association, also spoke. 

A banquet was given to-night at which 
prominent members of the bench and bar 
were in attendance. 

Exercises similar to those held here were 
held throughout the West and South, — 
cilary members of the bar and the laity 
joining in observing the day. 


LOCAL COURTS CLOSE. 


All parts of the Supreme Court, with 
the exception of Part II., Special Term, 
were adjourned yesterday in honor of the 
centennial of the elevation of John Mar- 
shall to the Chief Justiceship of the United 
States Supreme Court. The City Court, as 
well as the Surrogates’ Court, also stood 
adjourned, and as a result the County 
Court House presented an almost deserted 
appearance. All cases which had been set 
down for trial for yesterday will take their 
places on the calendar for to-day. 

The trial terms of the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, also adjourned yesterday in hon- 
or of Marshall's memory. Many of the 
members of the Brooklyn Bar Associatign 
went to Albany to attend the celebration Of 
the day there. In the Kings County Court 
Justice William B. Hurd delivered an in- 
teresting eulogy on the eminent jurist in 
addressing the trial jurors who had been 
impaneled. 


THIEVES SURPRISED IN STORE. 


One Is Captured and Two Others Es- 
cape from Policemen. 


A burglary and attempted assault of a 
policeman occurred in Park Row late on 
Sunday night. Policeman Schmidt of the 
Elizabeth Street Station was patrolling 
Park Row when he heard a noise in the 
clothing store at 141. He then noticed that 
the door of the store had been pried open. 
The policeman drew his club and entered. 

Inside he found three burglars, who had 
thrown off their old clothes and rigged 


themselves out in brand new suits of the 
most stylish cut and hue. Just as Schmidt 
entered they were also preparing to annex 
three heavy Winter overcoats. 

At the unwelcome sight of the uniformed 
intruder the thieves made a wild dash to 
escape capture, and tried to knock the po- 
liceman down. The latter, however, grap- 

led with one of the men with one hand, 

nd with the other rapped loudly for as- 

sistance. The call was answered by Po- 
liceman Dram, who was on beat on the 
next post. He gave chase to the two flee- 
ing burglars, who succceded in sheltering 
themselves in the saloon of John Kenney, 
at 14 Doyers Street. 

Kenney refused, it is alleged, to let the 
policeman search his premises for the fugi- 
tives, and when he persisted was_ struck 
in the eye by the saloon keeper. Kenney 
was then taken to the police station on a 
charge of interfering with an officer in the 
discharge of his duty and also with having 
committed an assault. The man arrested 
by Schmidt was_ arraigned with Kenney. 
He said he was Frank Daly, twenty-eight 
years old, of Star Street, Brooklyn. 

In Centre Street Court yesterday Mag- 
istrate Pool held Daly in $1,000 bail for the 
action of the Grand Jury, and admitted 
Kenney to bail in $500 for further exami- 
nation. 


BOLD ROBBERY IN BROOKLYN. 


It became known yesterday that James 
W. Voorhies, sixty years old, a _ retired 
merchant, of 175 Garfield Place, Brooklyn, 
had been held up and robbed of a diamond 
searfpin worth $500 on Tuesday night last. 
Mr. Voorhies did not immediately inform 
the police of his loss. The robbery oc- 
curred at Seventh Avenue and Union Street, 


where a similar hold-up took place two 
weeks ago, and which is one of the liveliest 
corners on the Park Slope. 

Mr. Voorhies was on his way home, and 
had alighted from a Seventh Avenue car 
at Union Street. Two men followed him 
from the car. One of them seized him by 
the arms from behind, while the other rob- 
ber took the diamond pin from the old 
man’s scarf. A newsboy who. witnessed 
the robbery pluckily attempted to interfere, 
but the thieves warned him off. 

Mr. Voorhies lives next door to Capt. 
James Reynolds, the former head of the 
Brooklyn Detective Bureau, whom he later 
informed of the robbery, and on whose 
advice he reported it to the police of the 
Bergen Street Station. 


“SWORE OFF” FOR 55 YEARS.

THE PEKING NEGOTIATIONS 


First. Meeting with the Chinese 
Plenipotentiaries To-day. 


They Will, It Is Expected, Do Their 
Utmost to Prevent the Execution 
of Prince Tuan. 


PEKING, Feb. 4.—To-morrow will be 
held the first joint meeting between the 
foreign envoys and the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiaries. Only Li-Hung-Chang and Prince 
Ching have: plenipotentiary rights. The 
other Chinese have merely the status of ad- 
visers. 

All the envoys have agreed to maintain 
absolute secrecy, and will endeavor to im- 
press the Chinese with the importance of 
similar reserve; but, as a matter of fact, 
there are many Chinese who already know 
exactly the programme of  to-morrow’s 
meeting. 

All rumors and reports that large num- 
bers of prominent Chinese have been listed 
for punishment are without foundation, as 
only twelve provincial authorities have 
been named. These the Chinese will be re- 
quested to punish commensurately with 
their misdeeds. There is a private under- 
standing that at least half of them will be 
executed or requested to commit suicide, 
while the others must be banished or im- 
prisoned. 

The real subject Mable to cause delay is 
the punishment of the officials of Peking 
and the Province of Pe-chi-Li, regarding 
which the envoys have not yet reached an 
agreement. There is little doubt that the 
Chinese plenipotentiaries will agree so far 
as the provincials are concerned, although 
there may possibly be a few days’ delay 
while the plenipotentiaries are conferring 
with the Court. 

_ Without doubt Li-Hung-Chang and Prince 
Ching have been ordered to protest to the 
uttermost against the execution of Prince 
Tuan or any Prince of the blood royal. 
This is a source of disagreement among the 
envoys, many of whom feel that if Prince 
Tuan goes unpunished, all others ought, to 
go free. The Chinese plenipotentiaries pro- 
fess to be unable to understand how Prince 


Tuan can be punished while his son is the 
heir apparent. 


A MISSIONARY ARRESTED. 


Américanm Charged with Extorting Money 
from Chinese—He Appeals 
to Mr. Conger. 

PEKING, Feb. 4.—The Rev. W. 8S. Ament, 
one of the missionaries of the Américan 
Board of Foreign Missions, was recently 
arrested with two British subjects by Ger- 
man and Frrench-troops, near Tung-Chow. 
He was charged with endeavoring to extort 
money from the Chinese villagers. 

The British a gE were released, but 
Mr. Ament was held. He says he was mere- 
ly trying to settle the affairs of the church 
there, and he has applied to Mr. Conger to 
request ‘Gen. Chaffee to send cavalry to re- 
lease hfm.

the right to information to be found on 
the files of the department unless where 
the chief of the department may, as a mat- 
ter of grace, and in his permission, permit 
the Senate to have such information.” 

Mr. Bacon said he had no desire to dis- 
parage Cabinet officers, for he considered 
their positions very high, worthy of the 
ambition of the most aspiring, but, while 
he made these concessions, he thought it 
important that the dignity and authority 
and power of the Senate should be main- 
tained. He referred to Cabinet officers as 
creatures of Congress, and yet the time 
had come, he said, when one of these creat- 
ures could stand at the door of an execu- 
tive branch and deny admission to Con- 
gress. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Bacon’s speech 
the resolution was laid aside temporarily. 
Mr. Spooner gave notice that he would re- 
ply to Mr. Bacon at some opportune time 
when it would not interrere-with the Ship- 
ping bill or other pressing measures. 


OPPOSED TO BUYING “GOLD BRICKS.” 


Indian Lands Not Worth What Senate 
Would Pay, Mr. Cannon Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The House to- 
day refused to pass the Senate bill to ratify 
an agreement with the Crow Indians in 
Montana. 

The opposition was led by Mr, Cannon 
(Rep., lll.) .-The lands which the Govern- 


ment was to purchase from the Crows, he 
said, were not worth $100,000, much less 
$1,100,000, which the Government was to 
pay. Moreover, he said, he considered it 
inadvisable to consider such bills under 
suspension of the rules. 

‘**T am opposed,” said Mr. Cannon, ‘to 
buying any more gold bricks after twenty 
minutes’ debate on a side.’’ 


HAWAIIAN SILVERBILL DEFEATED. 


House Refuses to Pass the Measure to 
Redeem Coin, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—In the House 
to-day Mr. Knox, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Territories, moved the passage, 
vnder suspension of the rules, of the bill 
ta redeem Hawaiian silver eoins not 
abraded below lawful value at par and 
recoin them into standard silver coins of 
the United States, abraded coin to be re- 
ceived at its bullion value. 

Mr. Wilcox, the Hawailan Delegate, was 
asked to explain the relative value of na- 
tive and American silver in Hawaii. He 
said that both circulated at par, but that 
gold commanded 3 per cent. premium. Mr. 
Wilcox’s English was broken. He was of- 
fered time to give his views in extenso, but 
declined to do so. The bill was defeated, 
70 to 55, two-thirds not having voted in 
the affirmative. 


THE SPANISH WAR CLAIMS. 


House Passes Bill Referring It to the 
Court of Claims. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The House to- 
day passed the Senate bill to create a com- 
mission to adjudicate the claims of United 
States citizens against Spain, which the 
Government of the United States assumed 
by the treaty of Paris, after having amend- 
ed the bill so as to refer the claims to the 
Court of Claims. This action conforms to 
the action of the House at the last session, 
when the bill was recommitted, with in- 
struction to report back such an amend- 
ment as was adopted to-day. A strong ef- 
fort was made to vote down the amend- 
ment and pass the Senate bill, but the ad- 
vocates of this course were defeated by a 
majority of 35. 

In the course of the debate Mr. Grosvenor 
(Rep., o., said that not more than §$29,- 
000,000 of claims were now on file at the 
State Department. 


NO BONUS FOR “SQUAW MEN.” 


Government Will Not Pay $10,000 Each 
to Men Who Marry Indian Women. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The Secretary of 
the Interior has requested the Secretary of 
State to correct, through United States 
representatives, reports circulating in sev- 
eral foreign countries, that the United 
States Government is offering $10,000 to 
men who will marry Indian squaws, Scores 


of letters accepting this alleged offer have 
been received from France and ent 
and one from Russia. The department is 
unable to locate the source from which the 
report emanated. 


Bill to Extend Bank Charters Passed. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—In thé House 
to-day a bill was passed to extend the 
charters of National banks for another 


period of twenty years after 1902, when the 
present extension expires. The bill occa- 
sioned no debate and was passed without 
division. 


Senator Kearns Takes His Seat. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—In the Senate 
to-day, Thomas Kearns, who was elected 
Senator from Utah to-fill a vacancy, took 
the oath of office and was assigned a seat 
upon the Democratic side of the Chamber, 
where a number of other Republicans are 
located. 


Senate to Meet at Earlier Hour. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Upon the mo- 
tion of Mr. Allison, (Rep., Ia.,) the hour of 
11 o’clock was fixed as the time of meeting

BISHOP POTTER TO WOMEN. 


He Addresses the Members of the Y. 
W. C. A. at Their Annual Meeting. 


** An Earnest Word to Christian Women ” 
was the title of an address delivered yes- 
terday by Bishop Potter before the an- 
nual meeting of the Young Womefi’s Chris- 
tian Associafion. The auditorium was 
filled with prominent workers in the or- 
ganization, and the Bishop’s address, which 
was’ extemporaneous, was received with 
warm applause. The Bishop complimented 
the women on their work, and continued: 

“Those who need your work most afte 
men. You are dealing with great social 
foundations. What your association stands 
for underlies all the moral and civic ques- 
tions with which we are at present grap- 
pling. You cannot clean this city or any 
other city without making its people clean, 
and creating such conditions as will help 
men and women to lead lives of virtué and 
goodness.”’ 

Taking up the subject of homes for wo- 
men, which the Young Women’s Christian 
Association is most deeply interestéd in, the 
Bishop showed that he has very definite 
ideas of what a home for young women 
should be. As to the new home for girls 
that the association is at present striving 
to establish, he gave this advice: 


“Do not make the home too big. It is 
much better to have a group of homes than 
to have one large institution. You should 
iilustrate in your work as far as possible 
the idea of motherly love. Put a woman 
in that home to supervise it—not mere! 
a machine to see that the rules are obeyed, 
but a woman with a heart, who knows the 
nature of a girl and can touch her on the 
side of her finer By athies, and surround 
her with the ineffable tenderness which 
is inseparably associated with the idea of 
motherhood. Without that you will’ save 
nobody and accomplish nothing. 

“In this great, aggressive, passionate 
life of our modern civilization there is 
a perfect craze for organization—so much 

I have almost come to hate the word 
organization. What we want is individual- 
ism, The elimination of the individual is 
perhaps the greatest danger of our modern 
civilization. Let every man bear his own 
burden, and in doing so not only realize 
the sweetness of carrying it, but also the 
value of a discipline to higher virtues and 
more patient endeavor. ou should sur- 
round your charges with as much refine- 
ment ss eeeele This should never be 
ost s of.”

REWARDS FOR NAVAL MEN 
Senate Wants List of Officers 
Named for Promotion. 


Mr. Chandler Says Action Has Been 
Delayed on Account of the Samp- 
son-Schley Controversy. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—At the instance 
of Mr. Chandler, (Rep., N. H.,) the Senate 
to-day passed a resolution calling upon the 
Secretary of the Navy for a list of the 
members of Admiral Sampson's fleet whose 
names were sent to the Senate for promo- 
tion during the Fifty-fifth Congress. Mr. 
Chandler said the occasion for his presen- 
tation of this resolution was found in a 
published letter written by Secretary Long 
to Senator Morgan, in which he had charged 
that the delay in recognizing the services 
of these men was due to the non-action of 
Congress rather than of the executive de- 
partments. 

He called attention to the fact that while 
the list of officers for promotion had been 
sent to the Senate during the last Congress, 
the President, upon failure to act in that 


Congress, had not renewed the recommen- 


dation for the present Congress. He ex- 
plained that the failure of the Senate to 
act had been due to the Sampson-Schley 
controversy 

Mr. Hale, (Rep., Me.,) as Chairman of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, also took cog- 
nizance of the Secretary’s letter. He said 
that no fault could be found with Congress, 
and he repeated what Mr Chandler had 
said as to the failure of the nominations 
to secure confirmation during the last Con- 
gress. Indeed, he said, he considered that 
Congress had been entirely liberal in rec- 
ognizing the “ picturesque exploits’ of the 
Spanish war. He detailed what had been 
done in special cases. He referred also to 
the tying up of all the nominations because 
of the Sampson-Schley controversy, and 
added that he had been waiting during the 


entire Fifty-sixth Congress, expecting that 
the President's recommendations would be 
renewed. 

Every one must know, he said, that nom- 
inations expire with the Congress to which 
they are made, and intimated that if Samp- 
son expected to wait for his reward for con- 
spicuous conduct at the battle of Santiago 
upon action of those nominations, he would 
die waiting. 

Mr. Pettigrew (Sil., 8. D.,) said there had 
been an effort to promote Sampson over 
Schley, ‘‘ notwithstanding Schley had done 
the fighting and had previously outranked 
Sampson.” He said the President after- 
ward had corrected this injustice, and, that, 
having done this, because of the attitude of 
the Senate, that body did not deserve the 
Secretary’s criticism. Proceeding, Mr. Pet- 
tigrew declared that the Administration 
was disposed to promote men ‘“ who have 
never smelt powder, like Corbin and Shaft- 
er.’’ In conclusion he accused Messrs. Hale 
and Chandler with using the Long letter as 
& preter for filibustering against the Sub- 
sidy 


In replying, Mr. Chandler said he con- 
sidered the action of the Executive in the 
matter of the promot¢ion of Messrs. Schley 
and Sampson correct. 

“Would the failure to eapture Cervera’s 
fleet have been visited upon Schley or 
pon Sampson?’’ asked Mr. Bacon, (Dem., 
+a.) 


a. 

This question had the effect of bringing 
Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.,) to his feet with a 
protest. He gave notice that if there was 
to be an effort to reply to that inquiry he 
would object to the continuance of the con- 
troversy, which only proceeded — gen- 
eral consent, the resolution having been 
acted upon. Mr. Chandler said, however, 
that he had no purpose oft attempting a re- 


ply. 

Mr. Teller (Sil. Rep., Col.,) criticised the 
publication of the Secretary’s letfer as a 
matter of bad taste, saying that the Sec- 
retary of the Navy knew how to reach the 
Senate with his recommendations without 
the use of the newspapers. 

Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.,) explained that 
he had received the letter printed, but said 
he had not given it to the public. On the 
contrary, he said, he had guarded the let- 
ter most jealously. Hence it must be that 
the letter either had been surreptitiously 
taken from his desk in the Senate or given 
out at the Navy Department. He was in- 
clined to the latter view. Mr. Morgan said 
his interest in the question was due to his 
desire to see justice done to Lieut. Hobson 
and Capt. Clarke, and that the Secretary's 
letter had been in reply to his urgency in 
their behalf. He did not, he said, consider 
that there was anything improper in the 
Secretary’s letter. 

At the beginning of the third session of 
the Fifty-fifth Congress, the President 
sent to the Senate a list of promotions in 
the navy, ‘‘for eminent and conspicuous 
conduct in battle,’’ led by Rear Admiral 
William T. Sampson, who was to be ad- 
vanced eight numbers, and followed by 
Rear Admiral Winfield Scott Schley, who 
was to be advanced six numbers, and so 
fall in behind Sampson, presumably be- 
cause Schley had been less eminent and 
conspicuous in battle than Sampson, whom 
he preceded and still precedes in the Naval 
Register. 

These nominations, and a very long list 
that depended upon the approval of the 
nominations at the top, all being persons 
who hai been more or less within sight of 
the battle of Santiago, and another list of 
officérs named for “‘ extraordinary hero- 
ism,’’ Capt. Sigsbee of the Maine leading 
this list, failed to receive the approval of 
the Senate, a controversy arising in that 
body as to the equity of the course of the 
Administration in putting Sampson over 
Schley, when Sampson had been only con- 
structively resent at Santiago, while 
Schley undoubtedly was there and his ves- 
sel distinguished in the battle. 

Secretary Long has been prodded over 
and over again by the people at the depart- 
ment and out of it, who are convinced that 
the navy will never be right, at least in 
their estimation, until Rear Admiral Samp- 
son is in some way advanced over Rear 
Admiral Schley, and the arbitrary action of 
the ee geo during the war stamped 
with the approval of the Senate of the 
United States. It was the proces. in De- 
cember, 1898, that probably defeated the 
promotion of Sampson over Schley. But 
the prodders have been prodding since, and 
a few days ago they induced Secretary 
Long to write a letter to Senator Morgan, 
in answer to an inquiry as to why Lieut. 
Hobson was not recognized for his effort 
to block the mouth of Santiago Harbor and 

revent Cervera from coming out to be 
vestroyed. in which he told the Alabama 
Senator that it was not his fault that offi- 
cerg had not been rewarded for bravery, as 


he had sent a list of them to the Senate~ 


and it had been neglected to this day. 


WANTS HIS CHILDREN BACK. 


Mrs. Nerberg Asserts that Her Japanese 
Brother-in-Law Gave Them to Her. 


A writ of habeas corpus, in proceedings 
brought by a Japanese butler against his 
sister-in-law, a Swedish laundrywoman, 
was issuéd from the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, and to-morrow the two children of 
the butler, boys, six and eight years old, 
will be brought before Justice Scott, who 
will determine whether they shall remain 
in the custody of their aunt or shall go to 
their father. 

According to the papers in the case, Ina 
Inagaski married a Swedish girl of the 
name of Erickson a number of years ago. 
In 1898 he became butler for Frank A. 
Kennedy of Boston, at Mr. Kennedy's Sum- 


mer home, at Windsor, Vt. At that time 
Mrs. Inagaski and the children went to 
‘Windsor to live, and while there she died. 
Her sister, Mrs. Annetta Nerberg, took 
charge of the children and took them to 
her home at 452 West Twenty-ninth Street. 
this city. Now Inagaski says that she will 
not give them to him. 

Mrs. Nerberg, through her counsel, Thom- 
as McAdam, ares that she has had the 
children since October, 1899, and that Ina- 
gaski gave them to her.

$118,000,000 FOR THE ARMY. 
House Committee Cuts $12,000,000 Out 


of Estimates Made by the 
War Department. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The Army Ap- 
propriation bill making provision for the 
army under the plan of reorganization re- 
cently enacted, wa8 completed to-day by 
the House Committee on Military Affairs 
and reported by Chairman Hull. It carries 
approximately $118,000,000, as against esti- 
mates of about $130,000,000 made by War 
Department officials. The total of army 
appropriations, general and deficiency, last 
year aggregated $119,000,000. Chairman 
Hull says the present bill will be ample, 
and will not entail a deficiency measure 
tater. The contingency appropriation of 
$1,000,000 to meet emergencies constantly 


arising was struck out by the committee. 
The main items as allowed are: 

Pay of officers, $5,000,000; pay of enlisted 
men, $14,000,000; pay of retired officers 
$1,500,000; nurses’ corps, $130,000. The total 
for subsistence approximates $13,000,000, of 
which amount $12,000,000 is for regUiar ra- 
tions and $630,000 for sick and convales- 
cent rations. The aggregate for the Quat- 
termaster’s Department is the largest in 
the bill, reaching about $57,150,000. The 
chief items of this are: Quartermaster’s 
supplies, $9,000,000; incidental suppose, 
2,400,000; horses for cavalry and artillery, 
750,000; barracks and quarters, $3,000, 
transportation of army and supplies, $34,- 
000,000; clothing, &c., $8,000,000. 

Owing to the needs of the Paymaster’s 
Department, the bill grants authority for 
the detail of Captains of the line as Pay- 
masters, while there may be necessity for 
such details. 

The bill provides for a cable from Goshen 
Point, Conn., to Gardiner’s Island, N. %, 
to cost $16,296. The unexpended appropri- 
ation for connecting by cable and telegraph 
the army headquarters at St. Michael, 
Alaska, with other military stations in 
Alaska is continued. 

The first general 
War Department 
provisions of the 
act directs the 
sale of beer, wine, 
liquors on all military reservations and 
army transports. The order was issued 
to-day and is very terse and concise in its 
terms. After reciting the anti-canteen pro- 
vision of the law, the order proceeds: 

“Commanding officers will immediately 
carry the provisions of this law into full 
force and effect, and will be held strictly 
responsible that no exceptions or evasions 
are permitted within their respective juris- 
dictions.”’ 

Although the order makes no special ref- 
erence to the military reservations at Fort 
Monroe, Va., and West Point, N. Y., it is 
stated at the War Department that under 
the terms of the law it will be necessary 
to discontinue the sale of all intoxicating 
liquors on those reservations, and that the 
bars in the hotels at Fort Monroe and in 
the hotel at West Point will have to be 
closed at once.

DEPORTATION OF MABINI. 


Secretary Root Replies to the Senate 
Resolution in Regard to the 
Filipinc Leader. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Secretary Root 
has made answer to the Senate resolution 
calling for a statement as to why the Fili- 
pino leader Mabini had been deported to 
Guam: 

‘*A, Mabini, the person referred to,’”’ says 
the Secretary, ‘‘is a prisoner of war cap- 
tured by the military forces of the,United 
States on the tenth day of December, 1899. 
While such prisoner, he was found to be 
maintaining correspondence with insurgents 
engaged in armed resistance to the authori- 
ty of the United States and his place of 
confinement -has been, during the past 
month of January, changed from Manila 
to the Island of Guam.” 

The Secretary supplies copies of the tele- 
grams exchanged between the department 
and the officers at Manila, and other perti- 
nent papers. These telegrams are particu- 
larly interesting. 

One from MacArthur of date Dec. 31, 
1899, reports the capture by scouts on Dec. 
1i of Mabini, whom MacArthur describes as 
‘*Mabini, ablest of insurgents, founder of 


late Government.’’ Next follows this im- 
portant dispatch from MacArthur, not here- 


tofore published: 
Manila, Dec. 25, 1900. 


Expectations based on resulte of election have 
not been realized. Progfess of pacification ap- 
parent to me, but still very slow. Condition 
very inflexible and likely to become chronic. [| 
have heretofore initiated a more rigid policy 
by issue of proclamation enjoining precise ob- 
servance of laws of war, with special reference 
to sending supplies and information to enemy 
in field, from towns occupied by our troops, and 
also warning leaders that intimidation of nat- 
ives, by kidnapping or assassination, must soon- 
er or later lead to their trial for felonious 
crimes, unless they become fugitive criminals 
beyond the jurisdiction of the United States, 
which latter course would mean lifelong ex- 
patriation. 

Proclamation well received, but country ex- 
pectant and awaiting practical application there- 
of. Am considering expediency of closing ports 
of both Camarines, Albay, Samar, and Leyte, 
Would like to emphasize new policy by deport- 
ing to Guam at early date a few prominent 
leaders now in my hands. Request authority 
accordingly, Pro-American natives of Manila, 
with Chiet Justice at the head, have organized 
a party, which apparently has some elements 
of cohesion and usefulness. 

Field movements outlined in my message of 
Oct. 26 will probably be somewhat interrupted 
by early return of volunteers. It is difficult to 
convince people, especially natives, that any of 
the volunteers will be replaced. Early informa- 
tion of purpose of department in regard to army 
legislation and the prospect of the passage of 
an Army bill would greatly strengthen my ad- 
ministration here. MACARTHUR. 

im a telegram to MacArthur dated Dec. 
26 last, Gen. Corbin authorizes him to de- 
ort insurgent leaders to Guam, to be de- 
ivered to the naval officer in command. 
An incidental statement in this respect of 
some importance is that Secretary Root 
does not approve closing ports in Camar- 
ines, Albay, Samar, and Leyte. 

In a communication of the same date to 
the Secretary of the Navy, Secretary Root 
recites Gen. MacArthur’s application for 
permission to-deport the insurgents and 
asks Secretary Long to instruct the naval 
commandant at Guam to receive the pris- 
oners.

Substantially the same plan ds recommended 
by Gen, MacArthur has been discussed by us, 
and our conclusions approved by the President. 

The necessary orders were given, and the 
Rosecrans sailed Jan. 16 for Guam with 
thirty-two deported insurgents. 

On the 25th of last month MacArthur 
was called upon for a reply to the Senate 
resolution, and this came in the shape of 
the following telegram: ? 
Manila, Jan. 26. 

Mabini- deported; a most active agitator, per- 
sistently and defiantly refusing amnesty and 
maintaining correspondence with insurgents in 
the field while living in Manila, Luzon, under 
protection of the United States; also for offen- 
sive staternent in regard to recent proclamation 
enforcing laws of war, His deportation. abso- 
lutely essential. MACARTHUR 

The Secretary concludes his communfica- 
tion with a copy of’the regulation of the 
army of Jan. 16, 1892, including Articles 
UXRIX., LXXxX., and XC., defining pris- 
oners of war, and among them “any civil 
officer whose services are of importance to 
the enemy,” and declaring them “ subjects 
to such confinement or restraint as may 
be deemed necessary.” 


FILIPINOS KILL INSURGENTS. 


Rebel- Governor of Mindoro Slain— 
Provincial Government Bil! to 
be Passed To-morrow. 

MANILA, Feb. 4.—Natives have reported 
et Batangas that a week ago the natives of 
the Island of Mindoro rose against the in- 
surgents and killed the insurgent Gov- 
ernor. There are no troops at Mindoro. 

The Federal Party of Bataan Province, 
including the Presidente of each pueblo, 
held a big meeting at Orani yesterday and 
resolved to notify the insurgents of Bataan 
that they must cease operations within a 
week or the people will assist the Ameri- 
cans to capture them.

THE McPHERSON AGROUND. 


Army Transport Struck West of Ma- 
tanzas—Tugs Sent Out. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Quartermaster 
General Ludington has received a dispatch 
announcing that the United States trans- 
port McPherson is aground on the Cuban 
coast, but says that there is no danger 
whatever, and the grounding is described 
as not of a serious character. The McPher- 
son started from Matanzas for Havana in a 
heavy fog and grounded after going a 
short distance. Tugs have been sent to get 
her off, and it is expected there will be 
no difficulty in floating her. The War 


Department has no record of any pas- 
sengers. 


The McPherson sailed from the foot of 
Pacific Street, Brooklyn, last Thursday, 
and news of her mishap reached this city 
by telegraph yesterday. It was stated that 
the vessel struck nine miles west of Mat- 
anzas at 5 o’clock in the morning while two 
of her officers, Hendricks and Peterson, 
were on the bridge. The dispatch was 
meagre, but it stated that the vessel was 
apparently uninjured, and that telegrams 
for assistance had been sent to Havana. 
No date appeared on the message, but reck- 
oning from the day of sailing the ship could 
hardly have reached the point where she 
went ashore before yesterday morning. 

The McPherson is considered one of the 
finest as well as one of the largest ships 
in the West India transport service. She 
was formerly the Netherlands-American 
Liner Obdam, and for several years plied 
between this port, Boulogne, and Rotter- 
dam. She was built at Belfast, Ireland, in 
1880, by Harland & Wolff. She is a steel 
ship, 410 feet long, 39 feet beam, and 28 
feet depth of hold. No news of the acci- 
dent had reached the Government docks 
at Brooklyn last night, where the transport 
Rawlins is now getting ready to sail.

TAX TURF ASSOCIATIONS. 


Bill to Increase the State Rate from 5 
to 10 Per Cent. on Race 
Track Receipts. 

Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 4.—Assemblyman 
Adler of New York to-night introduced a 
tax bill which is intended to increase the 
State tax on the gross earnings of racing 
associations from 5 to 10 per cent. 

The recéipts last year were reported at 
$1,973,368.80, on which the State has re- 
ceived a revenue of $98,668.44. 

There is a large element that believes 
that this tax is not sufficient, and a State 
official said last night: 

“The Jockey Club controls the seven 
racing associations in this State. The tick- 


ets are sold under the supervision of the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency. The Pinker- 
tons do not report to the State authorities, 
but to The Jockey Club, The tax has been 
5 per cent. on the gross receipts and the 
revenue is divided:among the agricultural 
societies of the State, to be used as pre- 
miums to encourage the raising of cattle 
and farm products. 

‘“‘“The acknowledged gross receipts show 
an enormous profit, but they do not include 
the. thousands of dollars received daily 
from the members of the Metropolitan Turf 
Association, from rentals of stables and 
the privileges of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, the bar, and other lessees. 
A tax of 10 per cent. is none too high, and 
no association can better afford to pay it. 

“Tt has been shown that racing associa- 
tions profited from entry money to events, 
and the Court of Appeals has held that 
such profits should be included in the ac- 
count of gross receipts.’’ 

A New York City member will introduce 
the bill, and it is promised that it will re- 
ceive material support from unexpected 
quarters.

DELGADO BEATS DUFFY 


Defeat of Champion Sprinter Was 
the Sensation of K.A.C. Games. 


TRACK EVENTS HOTLY FOUGHT 


Enthusiastic Crowd Witnessed Athletic 
Competitions in Madison Square 
Garden. 


Quick decision of the many events, the 
contests swiftly following one on the other, 
kept the excitement and enthusiasm at 
fever heat throughout the games of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic Club’s annual Win- 
ter carnival of sports in Madison Square 
Garden last night. A generally apprecia- 
tive crowd of about 3,000 people witnessed 
the competitions, and never for a length of 
time exceeding a minute ceased to cheer 
the athletes, whose performances fully jus- 


tified the applause, for but few of the con- 
tests failed to produce close and hard- 
fought finishes. 

No new records were established, but the 
old .time for one distance—the sixty-yard 


sprint—came perilously near being wiped 
out, and probably might have been but for 


a slight mistake made in the laying out of 
the course. This, for the short distances, 
was straightaway, down the length of the 
great hall, while for the longer distances 
the running track was circular. 

After the races were on, a remeasurement 
was made, when it was discovered that 
the course was a fraction more than six 
inches over the sixty yards it was meant 
to be. The difference seems unworthy of 
consideration, but with watches splitting 
seconds into fifths, it may have been just 
enough to save the old record, for the times 
in the one scratch event at the distance, the 
special for the star sprinters among the 
amateurs, all stopped at exactly 6 2-5 sec- 
onds, the record. 

Washington Delgado of the West Side 
Branch of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation executed this fast sprint, and 
the feat was promaptly laced first among 
the many brilliant performances of the 
evening, for Delgado, who has been coming 
to the front rapidly in the past few months, 
not only won in exceedinly good time, but 
beat the famous amateurs for whom. the 
race was put on the programme. Chief 
among these defeated ones was Arthur 
Duffy, the champion sprinter from George- 
town University, whom Delgado beat as 
fairly as ever a runner was beaten. 

This race was regarded as the best at- 
traction of the programme, though Duffy 
and the quarter-mile runner, Maxwell 
Long, both were entered in other events. 
Long did not run, however, and Duffy re- 
served himself for the special sprint. Hight 
fast men were entered in this, and when 
they appeared for the race interest in all 
other things ceased and all the spectators 
on the floor crowded about the straight- 
uway, marking out a lane through which 
the sprinters ran. 


DUFFY SLOW STARTING. 


At the crack of the starter’s pistol the 
athletes jumped forward as an arrow might 
spring from the bow. All save Duffy. He 
hung back for just the briefest fraction of 
a second, then dashed on with the others. 
The advantage gained by his opponents 
was infinitesimal, but it was an advan- 
tage, nevertheless. It appeared as if Duffy 


lost about a yard, but with an impetuous 
rush he went on and joined the crowd with- 
in a distance of ten yards. 

Then the men had already begun to "- 
arate, the faster going on in front, the 
slower tailing off to the rear. Delgado was 
in the front rank, abreast of three others, 
one of whom was Duffy. At twenty yards 
Duffy and A. H. Kent, another noted 
sprinter, showed before Delgado. Passing 
the twenty-first yard Delgado put forth all 
his power and went after them, making up 
inch by inch, the foot or more that they led 
him by. At the thirty-five-yard mark Del- 
gado was abreast of the pair, then drew out 
and going steadily to the end, went to the 
winning line with a whirlwind rush that 
landed him first by a full yard before Duf- 
fy, who beat Kent about a foot. 

Two exceedingly pretty track contests 
were the relay races, both at one mile. In 
the intercollegiate race, Cornell’s team won 
a brilliant victory over Columbia, after a 
hotly fought contest from end to end, 
though the speed of the last Cornell runner 
carried him so far before the Columbia 
representative as to make the struggle look 
one sided at the finish. In the interscho- 
lastic race the Brooklyn high school boys 
filled one place first throughout, and won 
with a sprint at the end that left Mont- 
clair, high school, second, fifty yards away. 

It was a question of dividing inches when 

the judges had to place the runners in the 
half-mile handicap, F. W. Alis getting the 
race by a small fraction from: Alex Grant, 
the scratch man, who ran a splendidly 
game and well-judged race, and, after get- 
ting to the front near the finish, was over- 
taken in the last three or four feet. 
‘ In the competition by the many athletic 
clubs for the ene banner, the 
St. Bartholomew A. QC. led, with 13 points, 
earned by winning in two events, and get- 
ting thirds in three others. Columbia Col- 
lege and the Pastime A. C. were in a tie 
for second place, with 12 points each, each 
having won a single event, while seconds 
and thirds made up the’ other points. 
Twenty clerks were represented. 

Princeton University did not take part in 
the games, though a number of Princeton 
athletes were entered. The reason for this 
nonappearance was said to be that the Fac- 
ulty Committee would not permit them to 
leave the college, as examinations are now 
going on. Summary:

COLUMBIA’S FOOTBALL TANGLE 


‘Won by 


Charles A. Dana, Jr., Suggested as Man- 
ager for the Team—No Date for 
His Election. 
While other college football teams are 
completing their schedules for the coming 


season, Columbia has not even started on 
this most important feature of the pre- 
liminary work, and on which depends so 
much that is essential to the success of a 


team that aspires to the first class. 


No manager for the team has been elect- 


ed, and none is likely to be for some time. 
The date for this all-important function 
was announced by the undergraduate ath- 


letic body as far back as December, but 
the Alumni of the university arbitrarily 


annulled that date and vetoed the system 
of election, so that the solution of the 
managerial problem, as it applies to this 


year’s team, is as much obscured as it 
ever was. 

The condition that confronted the active 
athletic element in the university regarding 
the football management consisted of a 
plain but bitter contest between two aspi- 
rants for the honor, with little satisfaction 
promised should either succeed, for the 
feeling of the main stays of the team was 
against one to the extent that should he be 
elected it would be necessary for new 
"Varsity material in the squad next Fall, 
and the other stood small chance of elec- 
tion under the existing state of affairs. 

An alleged solution of the difficulty has 
been made by a suggestion of the graduate 
advisory board that Charles A. Dana, Jr., 
manager of the track team, be the next 
manager for the football team. Whether 
the other two candidates will retire from 
the conflict has not been learned, and it 
has not even been officially announced 
when Dana -will go through the formality 
of an election without the added zest of 
popular opposition. ° 


BASEBALL AT COLUMBIA. 


The Season’s Schedule in the Hands of 
the Faculty Committee. 


The season’s schedule for Columbia’s 
baseball team was presented yesterday to 
the Faculty Athletic Committee for ap- 
proval, for this reason the dates were not 
given out, but the general make-up of the 
season’s work was announced. The 
Southern trip has been abandoned because 
of the prospect of large expenses with but 
small returns. A trip through New Eng- 
land, however, will be taken, in which 
games with Trinity, Amherst, Bates, Bow- 
doin, and the University of Vermont will be 
played. Yale, Princeton, University of 


Pennsylvania, and the Carlisle Indians will 
be played here in New York. A game with 
Cornell will be played at Ithaca, and later 
Columbia will meet Cornell and the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania at the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition in Buffalo. 

The Athletic Directors of Columbia are 
making plans to have the university well 
penrepesies at the exposition games, which 
will be contested during the Summer by 
college athletes from all over the country. 
The Present plan is to send these six teams 
to Buffalo: crosse, baseball, cycle, swim- 
ming, water polo, and track. 


SPORTSMEN- TO MEET. 


Protectors of Game to Convene in An- 
nual Session in This City. 

The third annual meeting of the League 
of American Sportsmen will be held at the 
Hotel Marlborough in this city on Wednes- 
day, Feb. 13, beginning at 10 A. M. It is def- 
initely known that the following States will 
be represented in this meeting either by 
the Chief Wardens of the league or by del- 
egates appointed to represent them: Ari-

Littleton, ex-Speaker of the 
Indiana House of Representatives; the Hon. 
H. §S. Ray, ex-member of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature; the Hon. L. H. Reutinger 
of the Ohio State Fish and Game Commis- 
sion; C. F. Emerson of Pennsylvania, 
nephew of Ralph Waldo Emerson; the 
Hon. G. Martin, ex-member of the 
Tennessee Legislature; Gen. J. F. Pierson 
and Col. R. E. Moss of New York. 


Doings of College Athletes. 


The new football coach for the University of 
Michigan this coming year will probably be F. 
H. Yost of the Leland Stanford University, Call- 
fornia. It is stated that he will receive a sal- 
ary somewhat better than $2,500 a year. 

Stagg has commenced batting practice with his 
baseball candidates, and all members of the team 
are being put through a stiff course of training. 
Calhoun, the new pitcher from Kalamazoo Col- 
lege, has developed unlooked for ability with his 
curves, and promises to be one of the team’s 
star men this season. 

William Holabird, Jr., a member of the Evans- 
ton High School, Chicago, and destined for a col- 
lege course, has attracted considerable attention 
this season in Western athletics, in view of his 
all around ability in many lines of sport. He 
has a high reputation among all the Chicago golf 


clubs as one of the crack players, and he nar- 
rowly missed winning the Western golf cham- 
pionship. He is pitcher of his high school in- 
door baseball team, and has contributed ma- 
terially to its present position as leader in the 
Cook Soy school competition. He is also a 
good football player, and the college that secures 
him within the next year or two will have an 
athlete from whom great things may be ex- 
pected. 

H. B. Conibear, the athletic trainer at the 
University of Chicago, has just invented a new 
bar adjuster for the pole vault and the high 
jump. It consists of a clamp held in place on 
the upright bar by means of a spring, which is 
lax enough to permit the clamp to be pushed up 
or down by means of a rod reaching down to- 
ward the ground. The idea is to do away with 
the inconvenience often experiencéd in raising 
the pegs for the cross bar in order to get dif- 
ferent heights. Conibear a short time ago in- 
vented a swivel hammer for the hammer throw. 

Johns Hopkins University has decided to sup- 
port a baseball team this year, and active meas- 
ures are being taken to make a better athietic 
showing than has been the case for the last few 
years. To promote university athletics an ath- 
letic association has just been formed, which 
has a strong membership among the Faculty and 
alumni. J. Morfit Mullen, ex-Captain of the 
track and field team, and who was graduated in 
1899, is one of the prime movers in this new ath- 
letic movement. 

The Yale Chess Club has challenged the chess 
club of Brown University to a match, to be 
paves in Providence during Yale’s Easter vaca- 
tion. 

The relay races in the indoor games of the 
Boston Athletic Association on Feb, 16 promise 
to be among the most interesting indoor ath- 
letic features of the season. Ten colleges have 
entered for the contests, belng Harvard, Penn- 
sylvania, Cornell, Princeton, Dartmouth, Colum- 
bia, Amherst, Williams, Bowdoin, and the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. Besides 
these, Exeter and Andover will both enter teams, 
Harvard and Pennsylvania will race together, 
and as that is considered to be the star event 
in the relay races, it has been put at the end 
of the programme. 

A new coach has been secured by the Annapolis 
naval cadets for their crew this season, Frank 
Hall, who rowed on the University of Pennsyl- 
vania’s crew in 1898 and 1899. He will begin his 
duties early in the Spring. New football and 
baseball grounds will have to be secured next 
Fall, for ground has recently been broken on the 
old field for the new cadets’ quarters, which will 
be the central building of the new Naval Acad- 


emy. 4

Jerome Bradley, Princeton, '97, has just 
been obtained to coach the Georgetown baseball 
team this year. 

The Cornell baseball team will make its South- 
ern trip this year as far as Atlanta, Ga. The 
schedule with Northern colleges is nearly com- 

leted, and includes games with Columbia, 

rinceton, Pennsylvania, and probably Carlisle, 
Negotiations are pending for @ game in Buffalo 
next Fall, during the Pan-American Exposition. 
Among the rowing events of the year will be one 
with Syracuse. E. R. Sweetland, the oid Cor- 
nell oarsman of '99, is coaching the Syracuse 
crew again this season, and Coach Courtney be- 
lieves it will be a strong eight.

OUR ARMY IN CHINA. 


Some time ago, while the Army bill 
was still pending in Congress, we took 
occasion to point out what a strong ar- 
gument in favor of one of the Secretary’s 
propositions was furnished by the cam- 
paign in China. The remark takes new 
point from an article, “Observations on 
the Peking Relief Expedition,” published 
by The North American Review and 
written by Capt. Chief Ord- 
nance Officer on the staff of Gen. CHaF- 
FER. What we pointed out was that serv- 
ice on that expedition must have been 
an illuminating experience for any in- 
telligent officer who took part in it. The 
army the benefit of his 
observation, if such an officer could be 
detailed to one of the staff departments. 
That what the Secretary 
hoped to accomplish, that is to say, the 
salvation of the staff, by his proposals in 
respect to detailing line officers for serv- 
there and thus getting the benefit 
for organization, equipment, and disci- 
pline of line officers of recent and in- 
structive experience in actual 
with troops. Something in that 
tion has been done in the Army bill as it 
has been actually enacted, but very 
much less than would have been done if 
Mr. Root had had his way. Those “ sons 
of ZERUIAH,” the barnacles of the staff, 
have been “too hard for him,” and have 
succeeded in postponing the urgently 
needed reform of the army to their per- 
sonal comfort. They refuse, and they 
have induced Congress to sustain their 
refusal, to be aerated at the risk of be- 
After them the deluge of 
reform may come. 

Capt. CrRozieR’s article is a striking 
case in point. He is a member of the 
Ordnance Corps. Yet we do not observe 
that a single one of his many instruct- 
ive and suggestive criticisms has any- 
thing to do with his own specialty, that 
he makes any remarks in the way of a 
comparative criticism of ordnance. If 
his article had been submitted as a re- 
port to the Chief of Ordnance it would 
have’ been found quite irrelevant and 
‘“aliunde.” Really, the only “way in 
which he could put his acquired knowl- 
edge at the service of the department 
seems to be the method he has adopted 
of addressing the report of his observa- 
tions to the general reading public. 

There is another point which the Sec- 
retary of War has vainly urged which 
derives a strong backing from this report 
of Capt. Crozipr. That is in the mixture 
of selection With seniority as the princi- 
ble of promotion.» We have ourselves re- 
matked, {n advocating this proposition 
of Mr. Root’s, which was so carefully 
guarded that it could not have injured 
any zealous and deserving officer, that 
it was not to be expected, of any class 
of human beings, that they should do 
their best when it made no difference in 
their personal situations and professional 
standing whether they did their best or 
less than their best. It is contrary to 
human experience that they should. Now, 
one of the points in which the critic finds 
our own troops less efficient than they 
ought to be is soldierly bearing. Doubt- 
less, since the civil war, our military 
ideal has been much less formal and cere- 
monial than that of any foreign service. 
At the same time we do not like to be 
told by a competent and of course friend- 
ly observer that our soldiers lose by 
comparison, not only with the British 
and the Germans, in all the minutiae of 
discipline, but with the Japanese and 
the Sikhs. We do not like to be told; 
from such a source, that “ the American 
soldiers were the slouchiest of all ex- 
cept the French.’ And yet the critic goes 
on to observe that their “fire disci- 
pline ”’ was all right, that they Were not 
in a mob, and that “they showed 
themselves, as heretofore, perfectly sub- 
ject to such discipline as was exacted.” 
“For such slackness as is here noted 
the fault lies with the officers, the men 
being in this respect what the officers 
make them.” And then he goes on to 
point out that there is no incentive, in 
our service, to more than a perfunctory 
performance of routine duties among 
discouraged officers who. can look for- 
ward to nothing better, or, except in 
cases of gross misbehavior, to anything 
worse, than a Captaincy at forty-three 
and a Majority at fifty-seven. And he 
points this moral with the name of 
REILLY, an efficient and even a brilliant 
artillerist, whose battery was the admi- 
ration of foreign officers in China, as 
Gen. CHAFFEE has told us, while he lived 
to command it. There are, it seems, ex- 
ceptional officers whose ardor not even 
such discouragement as they encounter in 
the United States Army can quench. We 
must concur with Capt. Crozier: “ His 
death as a Captain, after thirty-three 
years’ service, was an honor to himself, 
but a discredit to the system which kept 
an officer of his well-won merit in low 
grades for such a length of time.” Capt. 
CROzIER’s criticism of the system is very 
searching: “No other nation has com- 
pany officers of. the average ability and 
education of our own. But the supe- 
riority shades away as their service pro- 
gresses, and they get further away from 
the rigorous system of stimulus and se- 
lection which spurred and winnowed 
them at the Military Academy, and 
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which in other services is continued 
through all grades.” B 

The evils thus freshly indjeated by the 
experience of an intelligent officer in 
China are precisely those Mr. Roor has 
been trying to correct against the inert 
opposition, in the first place, of the Tite 
Barnacles of the War Department, and 
in the second place of the crowd of hum- 
drum and perfunctory officers who pre- 
fer their chances of promotion by sen- 
iority to their chances of promotion by 
selection. We have no intention of even 
summarizing the specific criticisms of 
Capt. Crozirmr, although they must be 
intensely interesting to whoever is in- 
terested, from the inside or the outside, 
in the efficiency of the United States 
Army. It is a pity that they should not 
have been available before Congress had 
occasion to exercise its wisdom in com- 
plete or partial nullification of the re- 
forms which the Secretary of War has 
so much at heart. But it is to be hoped 
that Mr. Root has not yet said his last 
word about the reorganization of the 
army, and that the time is coming when 
the ‘spirit of the army” shall supplant 
that extreme “esprit de corps” which 
animates all the staff corps in such ex- 
cessive volume. Meanwhile we take 
pleasure in reprinting Capt. CroziIpR’s 
summing up, which contains matter for 
reflection not only for every professional 
soldier, but also for every civilian who 
is aware how much more important a 
part the army is to play for the coming 
years than it has ever in our history 
played before: 


In the character of their material, ani- 
mate and inanimate, the troops of the 
United States excelled; in all the results 
of liberal organization, training, and stim- 
ulus, the product of national interest in 
and fostering encouragement of the mili- 
tary arm, they were outclassed by the 
forces of the other nations. 


THE MARSHALL CENTENARY. 


The hundredth anniversary of the day 
on which JoHN MARSHALL took his seat 
as Chief Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court has been observed with 
notable dignity and enthusiasm in all 
parts of the country, and especially in 
Washington, in which capital he was the 
first to preside over the Supreme Court. 
It is hazarding little, and imports no dis- 
respect for the distinguished jurists who 
have succeeded MARSHALL, to say that 
the services of no other American Judge 
are likely to receive like commemoration. 
For, while we must assume that no other 
man of his time could have done exactly 
the same work, it is equally true that at 
no other time in our history could he 
have done a work that would have been 
so decisive and so lasting in its effect. 

Most of us, if called on to name those 
who did most for the nationality of the 
United States, would  unhesitatingly 
think of WASHINGTON, HAMILTON, and 
MARSHALL, and those who should put the 
name of MARSHALL first would not be 
without warrant. It is not easy to de- 
cide how far those cardinal and essential 
principles of interpretation of the Con- 
stitution which HAMILTON advocated and 
WASHINGTON acted on, and which result- 
ed in the welding of the entmerated and 
the implied powers of the National Gov- 
ernment under the Constitution, were the 
product of the mind of the President or 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. But 
the net result of the labors of the two 
was the organization of the strong Gov- 
ernment which was transferred at the 
close of the Administration of JoHN 
Apams to the professedly hostile hands 
of THOMAS JEFFDRSON. With this trans- 
fer went the appointment of MARSHALL 
to the Chief Justiceship. It was due to 
MARSHALL, more than to any other or 
others, that the great fabric constructed 
under HAMILTON and WASHINGTON was 
sustained, strengthened, devagoped, and 
made adequate to the complex and diffi- 
cult trials to which it was subjected be- 
fore he died and for long years after. 
MARSHALL’s immense service was that he 
was able and willing to give to the Con- 
stitution the conception of the statesman 
and the interpretation of a jurist, and his 
action in each roéle justified his action in 
the other. 

What makes his achievement the more 
wonderful is that he had practically no 
precedents to guide him. The reverence 
for the Constitution which we feel did 
not then exist, and could not. It was 
largely the fruit of his labors, The Con- 
stitution itself was not merely a novelty; 
it was an acknowledged experiment. 
It was also an untried instrument for the 
accomplishment of a practically new 
purpose, for the history of the modern 
world contained no instance either of a 
written Constitution or of a confedera- 
tion knit by such a Constitution into a 
powerful nationality gapable of growth 
and expansion. It must be borne in 
mind, moreover, that in the success of 
this singular and tremendous double ex- 
periment there was, even at the close of 
Apams’s Administration, very little con- 
fidence. On the eve of Jmprrerson’s in- 
auguration he was capable of speculating 
on the ultimate formation of several 
federations within the then narrow limits 
of our territory, while his great oppo- 
nent, HAMILTON, was by no means sure 
that the Union could stand, and the ex- 
treme Federalists openly predicted ruin 
as the result of the democracy which tri- 
umphed with Jnrrerson, These are the 
essential elements of the situation which 
confronted MARSHALL, and which we 
must try to picture to ourselves if we 
would have anything like a, complete 
conception of what he really contributed 
to the fulfillment of the destiny of his 
country. 

It is curious to note in the comments on 
his career made by distinguished lawyers 


and jurists yesterday the difference in ' 


the estimates of the direction in which 
the influence of MARSHALL was felt. To 
some it was in the direction of limiting 
and defining the powers of the Legislat- 
ure and of the Hxecutive; to others it 
was in the direction of reading into the 
Constitution grants of power broader 
than a strict construction would sustain. 
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In reality he did both, and in each his 
service was of the highest value. 

value was conferred by the rare penetra- 
tion and balance of a mind of extraordi- 
nary grasp. More than any man of his 
time he seems to us to have embodied 
the vital qualities of the American mind, 
the consciousness of great ends possible 
and the capacity patiently at once and 
courageously to adjust to those ends all 
available means. That, we think, is the 
secret of that marvelous career in which 
the sound solution of the immediate 
problems of a century ago, within the 
relatively narrow limits of the life of the 
young Nation, still lights the path of the 
greatest Republic of the world and of all 
time.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—As a whole, Mr. MARKHAM’S poem on 
“The Passing of VicToRIA” can be read 
without awakening any desire to praise it 
with vehemence; though its superiority to 
a good deal of the occasional verse that 
gets into print is clearly apparent, despite 
the fact that most years of the Queen’s 
reign have included, as part of British his- 
tory, a war with the consequences, if ngt 
with the conduct, of which she seemed to 
be well enough content. But there is one 
passage. in the poem of a quality so re- 
markable that it can successfully endure 
comparison with the very highest stand- 
ards and serve as proof that Mr. MARKHAM, 
in his happiest moments, writes lines of the 
sort on which the reputation of the few 
great poets are based. The passage begins 
with a platitudinous prophecy about “the 
kindly deed”’ and its hold on memory, but, 
that safely out of the way, we get a 
real gem: 


When London, in far centuries, shall be 

As still as Babylon and both a dream— 

When London’s dead shall be some poet's 
theme— 

When all her tombs and towers shall be a flight 

Of ghostly arches in the noiseless night. 


Those last two lines give something very 
much like perfect expression to a truly 
and highly poetical thought. Of course, 
two lines, whatever their merit, do not 
Warrant one in calling their writer a great 
poet, but it is no small thing to rise, even 
for arm instant, to the elevation in which 
even the great poets, though they reach it 
often, do not long remain at any time. This 
“flight of arches in the noiseless night” 
is a figure not less accurate than beauti- 
ful, and, as was not the case with “ The 
Man With the Hoe,” its charm fs not de- 
stroyed by reflection and analysis. 


—As excuse for urging everybody to 
exert all possible presSure on the Albany 
legislators to the end that the pending 
bill defining the practice of medicine may 
be passed, The Medical Record contents 
itself by asserting, and no doubt truly, 
that the Dill, if passed, ‘“‘ will place the 
ostedpath, the Christian Scientist, et id 
genus omne in the position of being com- 
pelled to pass the State examination in 
order to practice their peculiar forms of 
pseudo-therapeutics without interference 
by the authorities.’"” That, of course, is a 
purpose the attainment of which is much 
to be desired, but The Medical Record says 
nothing about other results—either be- 
cause it regards them of no importance 
or considers them commendable—which 
would also follow the enactment of the 
law in its present shape. These results, we 
fear, are just what will lead to the failure 
of the whole bill and the consequent joy 
of quacks of every variety. Laymen, that 
is to say, the public, would never consent 
to have the treatment of all physical ail- 
ments, however trivial or however well- 
known the proper remedy may be, monop- 
olized by the doctors. Perhaps it would 
be better for them if this were so, but 
people have regard for their pockets as well 
as for their health, and, though self-medi- 
cation may be a form of suicide, the end of 
it is not yet. It amazes The Medical 
Record that we do not all see ‘‘that the 
practicing of medicine consists in assuming 
responsibility, making a diagnosis, and 
suggesting treatment, be that treatment 
medicinal, mechanical, or psychical in its 
nature.” We think that definition, so far 
as it goes, would be accepted by everybody 
of common sense, but instead of placing 
first the element of responsibility, would 
it not be well to dwell upon the taking of 
remuneration for the services rendered? 
Real doctors usually, and false ones al- 
ways, demand payment for what they do. 
The friend who advises a cough drop and 
the mother who applies a mustard plaster 
do not, and even the opticians, the truss- 
makers, and the patent medicine men, 
nominally, at least, sell nothing but mer- 
chandise. 


POLICY HOLDERS PROTEST. 


Jo the Editor of The New York Times: - 

As showing how some at least of the pol- 
icy holders in insurance companies feel 
about the proposition to tax the surplus of 
such companies, I inclose a letter signed 
by a number of policy holders, and to-day 
forwarded to Superintendent of Insurance 
Francis Hendricks, calling on him to op- 
pose the passage of the law. It reads as 
follows: 

Dear Sir: Permit me to ask your atten- 
tion to the fact that an effort is making in 
the Legislature to cha the time-honored 

licy of the State and its attitude to the 

usiness of life insurance. That business 
has been built up under the fostering care 
of the State and under the supervision of 
the tment of which you are the he 
until New York is recognized throughou 
the world as the most important centre of 
the business. The interests of a million 
families in other States and countries, so 
far as the funds upon which they rely for 
prone against ; the possible loss by 
oath of their businéss income, has been in- 
trus to corporations creat by this 
State upon the faith of the policy steadily 
pursu m the first until now, of ex- 
empting these funds from direct taxation. 
So open has the business been ypon 
this basis that the companies of New York 
are reponsible for the insurance of families 
outside of the State, for a sum far greater 
than the agerogate iypentecness of the 
United States and of all the States which 
compose it, to be paid at the maturity of 
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the contracts; and the funds sent into this 
State to secure these contracts, and invest- 
ed in or loaned upon the industries and 
property of the State, are an important 
part of the basis of its prosperity, and con- 
tribute enormously to the tax-bearing pow- 
er of its citizens. 

These results have been obtained very 
largely through the influence of the Insur- 
ance Department of New York, which from 
its foundation has resolutely opposed all 
schemes for impesing spe taxation upon 
the privilege o rotecting families against 
the loss of the breadwinner by death and 
of contributing in advance to the security 
of the contract. For example: On June 20, 
1899, your predecessor wrote an official let- 
ter to Mr. J. W. Skinner of Wisconsin, in 
which he truly stated, ‘‘this department 
has always been and is now, opposed to 
this class of legislation, which taxes the 
income of life insurance companies, and 
which is contrary in all respects to the 
spirit and intention of the insurance laws 
of this State. The assets and income of 
such companies being held in trust for the 
protection of widows and orphans, and for 
their exclusive benefit, are, in my opinion, 
a fund of too sacred a character to be sub- 
ject to taxation for State, county, or munic- 
ipal purposes, and this department has 
always opposed the passage of any law tax- 
ing such trust funds.” And on April 4, 
1900, you wrote to the Northwestern Mut- 
ual Life Insurance Company as follows, 
concerning the tax on premiums levied by 
the State of Wisconsin: ‘I wish at this 
time to state in the most emphatic manner 
that in my judgment taxes of this character 
are indefensible, and any action which can 
be taken by this department toward reliev- 
ing a company from such an imposition 
will unhesitatingly be adopted.” ; 

Permit me to say that the wise and 
statesmanlike view which your department 
has always taken and which has thus been 
so emphatically reaffirmed by yourself, af- 
fords all the families which have sought 
protection in mutual life insurance com- 
panies in this State the strongest hope that 
the present attack upon them will not be 
successful. 

In contrast with New York, other States 
which in the early years of the business 
seemed to have great advantages over New 
York in its conduct, have pursued the op- 
posite policy of imposing direct taxation 
upon tite insurance, and in every instance 
have rapidly fallen behind in their attempt 
to compete with New York in offering in- 
surance to the country’ and to the world. 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, and New Jer- 
sey, each of which States a generation ago 
had life insurance companies equal or com- 
parable to the foremost in the world in 
their resources and business, have crippled 
their companies by direct taxation, so that 
they are unable to engage in those popular 
plans of life insurance involving the accu- 
mulation of so-called surplus which have 
enabled the large New York companies of 
recent years to bulld up that volume of 
business which is one of the most valuable 
sources of the prosperity of the State, Let 
it be announced to the world that New 
York has reversed its policy in this respect 
and holds itself free to appropriate to the 
State a share of these accumulations, and 
nothing is more certain than that the 
growth of these institutions will be checked 
and the prosperity of the community will 
8 r deeply. 

ou will observe that the tax imposed by 
these crude and hasty measures is a mon- 
strous one. A levy of 1 per cent. upon the 
nominal surplus of life insurance compa- 
nies would take from a single company 
$600,000 this year, or about 20 per cent. of 
the entire amount which the same com- 
pany is able to return to its policy holders 
all over the world as so-called dividends, or 
re-payment of the funds deposited with 
them as a guarantee for their contracts, 
and saved by the company for their bene- 
fit. This would be taken on the pretext of 
a tax upon the franchise of the company 
The assumption is that these companies 
hold a valuable franchise from the State 
which is analogous to those held by cor- 
porations organized for profit and enjoying 
the use of public property or special privi 
leges as a grant from the States. You are 
sufficiently familiar with life insurance tc 
know that the companies not only hold no 
franchise in this sense, but that their cor- 
porate character, in mutual companies, is 
merely a convenient form to enable large 
numbers of families to organize safe and 
satisfactory machinery for the distribution 
among themselves of the losses by death 
which will befall large numbers of them. 

The attempt to place them on the same 
basis as corporations organized for gain 
only shows that the measure has been 
framed hastily and without due considera- 
tion. You are the head of the Insurance 
Department, the official adviser of the 
Legislature in such matters, and, like all 
your predecessors, are on record as pfro- 
— against such acts of spoliation as 
this. 

In the interests of the great trusts held 
by these companies, of which you are the 
recognized. supervisor, and, we believe, in 
the interests of the entire community, we 
respectfully ask you to make the influence 
of your department felt at this time in 
pointing out to the Legislature the injus- 
tice and oppression of such a measure.

THE WINDSOR ARCADE. 


Y 
Well Designed and Handsome, It Will 


Ornament Fifth Avenue. 


The Windsor Arcade is near enough to 
completion to give a fair idea of what is 
to be expected as a substitute for the 
Windsor Hotel. The dreary void left by 
the destruction of that building by fire is 
at last filled, and the residents of Forty- 
sixth and Forty-seventh Streets, near Fifth 
Avenue, are ‘no longer reminded of the 
distressing scenes enacted before their eyes 
when that frightful catastrophe occurred. 
On its site is an iron and terra cotta struc- 
ture only three stories high in front and 
two stories high to the rear, with a monu- 
mental portal in the centre of the Fifth 
Avenue facade, and a driveway parallel 
with the avenue at the back of the build- 
ing, which will allow carriages to pass 
from Forty-sixth to Forty-seventh Street. 

New York has been so peopled with lofty 
structures along its chief arteries of com- 
merce that the comparative lowness of the 
Windsor Arcade makes an agreeable variety 
in the street architecture. It does not 
quite equal a park, but it affords some 
relief to the long stretch between the Res- 
ervoir and the Plaza. Moreover, the Wind- 
sor Arcade, while it expresses with per- 
fect frankness what its purpose is, and 
does not attempt to disguise its commer- 
cial intentions under the appearance of 
some more ambitious form, has no little 
attraction as a piece of architecture. Peér- 
haps the fact that it.does not make any 
such pretense marks it as good architect- 
ure, in contradistinction to many of our 
public and semi-public buildings which 
strive to appear what they are not, 

The architect is Charles I. Berg. He has 
used iron for the structural parts, with the 
exception of the columns on the facade, and 
employed terra cotta for the portal, col- 
umns, and windows on the roof. There 
are sixteen columns, 30 feet high, on the 
Fifth Avenue front; they are built up in 
drums and crowned with rich capitals, all 
in terra cotta. These columns are pleas- 
ingly grouped, two close tugether on each 
side of the portal, and on each side of the 
entrances of two large shops at the north 
and south corners, making twelve columns 
in clusters of two, while the other four 
columns standing by themselves mark the 
divisions between smaller shops on the 
front. 

The arch of the portal which leads to 
the twenty-foot passage west- and east 
through the middle of the building reaches 
to and breaks the line of the entablature 
that rests on the capitals; this is also true 
of the arches that indicate the two large 
shops at the north and south ends of the 
front. Jus# above the keystone of the 
arch of the portal comes an escutcheon 
which fills a pediment. To the right and 
left of the escutcheon on the terra cotta 
fall of the pediment are the words Wind- 
sor Arcade in relief. Above, and outlined 
against the mansard roof, is a group with a 
winged genius modeled by Zimm—or will 
be, when the finishing touches are applied 
to the building. 

The passage or arcade proper leads past 

stairway and elevators to the courtyard, 
which is surrounded by 4 colonnade sup- 
porting the second story round three sides. 
Under the arcade, north and south, the 
shops that face on East Forty-sixth and 
East Forty-seventh Streets terminate with 
shop fronts, thus affording two fronts 
each. A formal garden or conservatory 
will occupy the centre of the courtyard. 
Carriages coming from either of the two 
streets can enter this courtyard and de- 
posit people under shelter of the cloisteral 
arcade, very much as if a carriageway 
should be made into the Palais Royal, in 
Paris, to allow of buyers reaching the fa- 
mous shops of that little market directly. 
On the east and west axis of passage and 
courtyard to the eastward rises a fall 
chimney, to be used in the lighting and 
heating of the building, but at the furthest 
possible distance the land allows. This 
tower will be treated like a columnar mon- 
ument with base, plinth, shaft, belfry, and 
cap. 
Since the Windsor site runs from street 
to street, and is almost as deep as long. 
there is room on the ground floor to ac- 
commodate two flanking or corner shops 
nearly 100 by 45 feet in area and twelve small 
shops, four of them 22 feet wide and eight 
of them 17, with similar basements below 
them. The second floor is arranged on a 
somewhat different basis, and the third 
floor, which only covers the avenue front, 
is disposed for studios, with skylights and 
windows in the mansard roof. The ceil- 
ings of the first and third floors are 18 
feet high; those of the second floor 12. 
The second floor will be let as offices, 

The architect having done his duty by 
providing well-lighted and spa&tious shops 
and offices, the question -naturally arises, 
whether an arcade building is likely to be 
a success in New York. Small arcades 
exist in the United States, but they are 
few and hard to find. It is different in 
Europe. Milan, Paris, London, and Berlin 
have arcade buildings, with shops of a size 
that seem attractive to merchants with 
small stocks, ho cannot afford to pay 
exorbitant rents, yet wish to be where the 
crowd of buyers is. Arcades are an at- 
tempt to make something like a market 
with its many stalls, but on a grander 
scale, with shops, not stalls. How have 
they succeeded abroad? 

At Milan the lofty giassed-over spaces 
of the Victor Emmanuel Arcade have made 
it a private walk in hot or inclement 
weather, Gradually the restaurateurs per- 
ceived that it was the place for them, so 
that little by little the cafés have pushed 
out_the shops. This is also true in Naptes. 
At Paris the Palais Royal cannot be called 
a success. It is too difficult of access, too 
old-fashioned and musty. The Piazza, at 
Venice, may be said to be an arcade, if its 
many shops and offshoots in the way of 
covered passages be taken Into account. 
The Piazza hojds its own. In London the 
Burlington Arcade, a rather narrow and 
shert passage, is certainly no success in 
the way of shops, where the residents of 
London buy. It caters for provincials and 
foreigners. At Berlin the Panopticum Ar- 
cade is also given up to. cheap popular 
shops and jimcrack sellers, although it 
connects diagonally through a block two 
of the most frequented streets of the city. 

The difficulty of comparing these various 
arcades springs from the very different 
locations of them, having regard to the 
favored parts of the cities in which they 
exist and to the crowds that naturally 
pass through them. If an arcade lies like 
an old town gate between the ancient and 
modern city, it is probably ideal in its 
location. If it is also close enough to the 
greater number of hotels and theatres to 
attract visitors and tourists, all-the bet- 
ter. But a place like the Palais Royal, off 
the big beaten tracks, or the Burlington 
Arcade, which are near only a few of the 
hotels and theatres of Paris and Lon- 
don, respectively, is not likely to keep the 
better class of shops very long, and will 
gradually descend to the second and third 
class shops, Manhattan will be curious to 
see how this experiment, for experiment it 
is, will turn out, 

The location of the Windsor Arcade is 
good, so far as hotels and clubs are con- 
cerned, and it has the great advantage of 
being in one of the best residential districts. 
Its courtyard and driveway will recommend 
it to people who use carriage or cab. More- 
over, it is just on the crest of the wave of 
mercantile buildings, running up Fifth 
Avenue, and invading the side streets as 
it goes. The hotel that stood there was 
supposed to have been built in advance of 
a need for it, but it refuted the supposition 
by being successful. So the Windsor Ar- 
cade may bring to naught the pessimistic 
talk that always greets a bold and untried 
venture. Much will depend, of course, on 
its management. If certain classes of shops 
can be kept out, which, though respecta- 
ble, tend to lessen the value of the prop- 
erty, and if the criminal and semi-criminal 
classes be warned off, as they are warned 
away from Wall Street, for example, the 
Windsor Arcade is likely to be a success 
even though it is not in all respects ideal 
in its location.

PICTURES IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


ALBANY, Feb. 4.—The publication of the 
list of 100 pictures intended for the use of 
high schools throughout the State by the 
Regents has ‘alled forth a good deal of 
criticism, principally from artists, because 
the list does not include copies of the most 
famous pictures ‘In the world. Some of the

cluded because they represented the nude 
in art. Others were dropped because they

in which we tried to state what it was 
what it was not. It has been an 
part of the work of the Public 
Division from its foundation to assist the 
1,000 and more libraries under its ge 
supervision in the selection of books. When 
it was determined to treat pictures exactly 
like books if they would convey the infor- 
mation or inspiration either quicker or 
more cheaply or better, we had constant 
calls for suggestions as to the pictures te 
be choren. 

“It was recognized from the beginnin 
that the problem was much more difficul 
than the selection of books, and that the 
views of those who would be called compe- 
tent critics were very diverse. We there- 
fore decided on the plan which would give 
the least occasion for discussion, and prac- 
tically none for defense of our position. 
The first tentative list was made up of the 
plotures oftenest called for by those mak- 
ng the local selection. We then decided to 
make a list from which selections could be 
made without danger of offending those 
who held extreme views on mooted ques- 
tions, and we said in the preface that other 
subjects would be left to supplied on re- 
quest at discretion. There has never been a 
hint that schools or libraries were limited 
to this particular list or that the pictures 
outside of it were disapproved.

terests. Instead of passing on this tenta- 
tive list themselves or allowing it to be 
done by their office staff, the Regents sub- 
nlitted it to seventy-five persons selected 
as specially qualified in some way to ex- 
press, intelligent opinions. From the list 
were omitted all pictures to which serious 
objections were made by any interest con- 
cerned. Other subjects which would have 
been included were omitted because no re- 
productions were available of the size and 
quality required. 

“Obviously a stricter rule must be used 
in selecting for i> rather than for pri- 
vate buying and for public use the place 
where greatest care is needed is — the 
public high school. Protestant, Catholic, 
and Jewish colleges would differ much in 
the pictures selected for their rooms, but 
each would suit its own — n 
the public high school, however, all classes 
are brought together and practically have 
no option. The children of Jewish and 
Catholic parents must sit in the same room 
and their eyes must rest on the same pict- 
ures selected, 

‘‘ We made our list, therefore, not of the 
109 best pictures from any point of view, 
but of 100 pictures, all of which had passed 
a most rigorous censorship, so that a com- 
mittee unfamiliar with the subject could 
take anything from the list with perfect 
safety. To illustrate the kind of sugges- 
tions tnat came in, we printed in the pref- 
ace the original list submitted for criticism, 
with a few notes of individual opinions. 
These were not indorsed officially, but were 
given to show the kind of criticism sent in 
by the committee. Some representative He- 
brews not only filed etheir objections to 
certain pictures omitted, but expressed their 
willingness to be held responsible for the 
opinion that Jews would object to having 
these pictures bought from public money 
and hung on the walls of public school 
rooms which their children attended. 

“Those who are most indignant that 
many of the world’s greatest pictures are 
excluded on the ground of nudity, will not 
question that there are, especially in the 
rural districts, many good citizens who 
would constientiously feel strongly opposed 
to having these pictures on the walls of 
‘their local schoolroom. We have certainly 
taken a reasonable position in allowin 
each community to decide for itself throug 
its local officers.”’

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MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC! 
“Tosca” at the Opera and Two 
New Comedies. 


The Second Work of Puccini to be Pro- 
duced This Season Is Well Re- 
ceived—“Richard Savage.” 


“Tosca,” a melodrama in three acts by 
G. Puccini, was performed at the Metro- 
politan Opera House last night for the first 
time in the United States. The audience 
was a large one, and there was abundant 
enthusiasm from the devoted band of Ital- 
ians who always support the work of their 
countrymen. The enthusiasm which fol- 
lowed the first act, evoked as it was by 
the composer's building up of a mass 
effect, was from all over the house. A 
good deal of it was intended for Signor 
Mancinelli, who completed his fifty-second 
year yesterday, and whose desk was decor- 
ated with flowers. The applause at the 
conclusions of the other acts was for the 


admitable acting of Miss Ternina and Mr. 


Scotti, who added new laurels to their al- 
ready large wreaths. 

Puccini's ‘‘ Tosca,’’ which was produced at 
the Costanzi Theatre, Rome, in January, 
1900, is his fifth work for the stage. The 
others are ‘‘ Le Villi,’’ a one-act opera, pro- 
duced at the Teatro dal Verme, Milan, in 
1884; ‘‘ Edgar,” La Scala, Milan, 1889; 
“Manon Lescaut,"’ Turin, 1898, and “ La 
Bohtme,”’ Turin, 1896. The last two have 
been heard in this city, “La Bohéme” 
being one of the novelties of the present 
season at the Metropolitan. Puccini is 
without doubt the most talented of the 


younger school of Italian composers, and 


the production of a new work from his pen 
is an incident not to be passed over with- 
out careful attention. The book of ‘‘ Tosca ”’ 
is accredited to Victorien Sardou, Luigi 
Tilica, and G. Giacosa. Sardou’s share in it 
was nothing more than his drama “ La 
Tosca,” which the opera bodék follows as 
closely as possible. The lyric arrangement 
was made by the other two, who are now 
the Barbier and Carré of the young Italian. 
The story is tragic and repulsive. There 
is little in it to touch the gentler feelings. 
It does not appeal to the sweeter senti- 
ments of our natures. Those who are fa- 
miliar with the drama will remember that 
it was notable chiefly for the opportuni- 
ties it afforded to Mme. Bernhardt for 
some graphic acting. Perhaps a similar 
memory will follow those who witnessed 
last night’s production of the opera. No 
doubt that which impressed itself most 
forcibly on the mind was the acting of Miss 
Ternina and Mr. Séotti. The music certain- 
ly oceupied a secondary place. This, to be 
sure, need not be accepted as a demonstra- 
tion of the weakness of the score, for the 
music of an opera, if it fully and eloquently 
interprets the story, may well be absorbed 
unconsciously. But in that case the critical 
mind will discern the part which the music 
plays in composing the entire impression of 
the performance. Careful study of the

The Promising Young Actress in a New 
Farce at the Garrick Theatre. 


The charm of Ethel Barrymore as yet is 
only the charm of high-spirited youth and 
infectious gayety. She is not a histrionic 
genius, surely, and hér good natural gifts 
have not yet been fully developed by expe- 
rience and practice. But she has learned 
something in the few years she has been in 
the view of the public. She moves about in 
the scene with barely a hint, now, of the 
angularities and ineptness of ‘“‘ the awk- 
ward age.’’ She has developed into a 
graceful young woman whose manner also 
frequently suggests graciousness. 


She still makes too much of her charming 
smile, which some one has told her is irre- 
sistible, and she employs it sometimes, as 
Cora Potter used to employ that lovely 
smile of hers, when a grave expression of 


countenance or even a frown would be more 
appropriate to the sentiment of the situa- 
tion. This makes the sensitive spectator 
nervous, as he fears she is losing her grip 
on her réle and is going to have a laughing 
fit. Charming smiles are mighty good cap- 
ital for actresses, but they should be used 
sparingly. Miss Barrymore would do well 


to note what good use Bleanor Robson 
makes of her own charming smile. : 
But Miss Barrymore at the present stage 
of her career impresses a careful observer 
as being a young woman who will bear a 
g00d deal of watching in the future, She 
comes of excellent stock, she is handsome, 
she has ‘ presence,” she has a sense of hu- 


mor, she has a good voice, she already has 
See emacs force. She may yet do won- 
ers. 

She is, to be sure, entirely too young and 
undeveloped to be put forward as a star, 
and her manager, Charles Frohman, prob- 
ably has no idea of starring her at present. 

3ut, although the house bill gave the pro- 
ceeding no «ountenance, Miss Barrymore 
was welcomed, with diffusive apples. as 
a star when she appeared at the Garrick 
Theatre last night as the heroine of an in- 
vertebrate and  prepdsterous_ three-act 
farce with an interpolated sentimental in- 
terest. There was some justification in the 
attitude of the audience, which was largely 
made up of good-looking young persons of 
both sexes, because iss Barrymore's 
pretty, vivacious, and promising acting was 
far and away the best part of the evening's 
entertainment. 

‘Captain Jinks of the Horse Marines,” as 
a play, is as weak stuff as we have been in- 
flicted with lately. While its action is sup- 
posed to pass in New York in “ the early 
seventies,’’ the text is full of allusions to 
Mapleson, in the era of Strakosch and Ma- 
retzek; to Puck years before the late Mr. 
Bunner became a humorist, and to other 
persons and things unheard-of in “the 
early seventies.’’| But, what is more impor- 
tant, the Ee ldeks any sort of verity or 
logic, is deficient in wit and humor, and 
has to commend it only a sort of frisky ju- 
venility, which will soon weary the wayfar- 
ing man if he happens evén to be made 
ae of ‘‘ Captain Jinks of the Horse Ma- 
rines.”’ :

HENRY MILLER IN TOWN. 


He Acts the Title Role in a New Play 


at the Lyceum. 

Henry Miller opened his annual New 
York engagement at the Lyceum Theatre 
last night in a five-act melodrama, entitled 
“ Richard Savage,’’ by Madeleine Lucette 
Ryley. Although there was some good 
acting and effective scenery, as well as 
resplendent costumes, the\play can hardly 
be said to have scored a success. ‘True, 
the applause after two or three of the acts 
was liberal and persistent, and there were 
several curtain calls, but the expression of 
approval was directed at the players and 
not at the play. 

The play, in fact, is of the old melo- 
dramatic kind, without the usual happy 
ending, for poor Richard dies at the mo- 
ment when he finally triumphs over his 
enemy—his mother. 

Richard Savage learns from an old stew- 
ard that -he is the illegitimate son of Mrs, 
Brett, the former Countess of Macclefield. 
He determines to establish his kinship, and 
in the second act enters his mother’s house 


and discloses his identity, Instead of be- 
ing received with open arms, the woman 
disowns him. 

Savage determines to establish his claim, 
whether she will or not, but his efforts are 
thwarted by Mrs. Brett. The old stewari, 
his only witness, is spirited away to a mad- 
house and the unnatural mother then pro- 
ceeds to estrange Savage from all his 
friends, He is finally accused—wrongfully 
—of the murder of a villain who attempis 
to abduct Richard's sweetheart, the niece 
of old Sir Richard Steele, a friend of*Sav- 
age. gavage is thrown into jail and con- 
demned to hang. 

The publication of a poem he has written 
brings about a change of public feeling in 
his favor.« The unnatural mother is aban- 
doned by every one, and the former friends 
of Savage come to his rescue and secure a 
oe but it is too late.

Mrs. Fairbanke’s Chances for Election 


as ‘President General Said 
to be Good.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—There are signs 
that the Continental Congress of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution will 
be agitated by politics at the meeting of 
Feb. 22 and the following days. Mrs. Daniel 
Manning, the President General, is ineligi- 
ble for re-election. There are at least 
three candidates, and the friends of Mrs. 
Manning state them in this order: Mrs. 
Fairbanks, wife of the Senator from In- 
diana; Mrs. Donald McLean of New York, 
and Mrs. Roebling.of New Jersey. Mrs. 
McLean was a candidate for election in 


the contest out of which Mrs. Manning 
eame victorious, the preference for Mrs. 
Manning being the “result, apparentiy, of 
a sudden pooling of issues between the 
Southern delegates, who were for some- 
body else, and the NeW York delegates, 
who were not for Mrs. McLean. Unless 
some of the candidates spoke hastily, there 
were some women in the last congress 
who were not honest politicians, as they 
did not stick to their promises. 

Mrs. Manning is spoken of as having a 


well indicated preference. At all events, 
she has been quoted as anytg: “*T hope 
the coming congress will be a dignified and 
successful one. I hope that all matters of 
business can be accomplished without fric- 
tion. While it will not do for me to advo- 
cate “any one as a candidate, I will say 
that the fundamental principles ofthe as- 
sociation favor the election of a National 
woman for the position, and it will be ad- 
visable to have as President General a 
woman of as much National position as 
possible.”’ : 

The comment upon this is that ‘‘ undoubt- 
edly Mrs. Fairbanks will be President Gen- 


eral.”’

Supreme Court Decides that Action 
Against a Minor Was Properly 
Brought.

The 
suit was brought some time ago and thrown 
out in the Supreme Court, and the Appel- 
late Division sustained the Supreme Court 
Justice. Recently the action went to the 
Court of Appeals, and there it was held 
that the action was properly brought 
against the child; and the lower courts 
erred in throwing out the case. 

Bertha Aléxander lost her mother in 1893, 
and Mrs. Goodman took her in to board. 


Bertha’s mother had left a will in which 
she ‘bequeathed several thousand dollars to 
the child, who was then about three years 
old. Mrs. Goodman kept the child until 
June, 1897, and during the whole time — 
received $8 in cash. Through her counsel, 
Lyman A. Spalding, she sued Bertha to 
recover the balance of the board. 

Moritz Alexander, the child's father, was 
not made a defendant to the action, and 
the point was raised that no proof was 
offered that he had refused or was unable 
to pay for his daughter’s care. 


DR. BUCHANAN’S WILL. 


Verdict in Favor of the Contestants to 
Stand as Rendered. 


Justice Maclean of the Supreme Court 
has handed down a decision in which he 
refuses to reverse the verdict of a jury 
which found that the will of Dr. Alexander 
Buchanan should not be admitted to pro- 
bate. Dr. Buchanan left his wife long 
before he died, and in his will gave prop- 
erty amounting to nearly $1,000,000 to Mrs. 
Foster, in whose house he had lived at the 
time of his death. He cut off his widow 


and three daughters with $5 each, and they 
contested the will. 

The jury found in their favor, and then 
counsel for Mrs. Foster, who has since 
married, asked that the verdict be set 
aside. This Justice MacLean refused to do, 


MR. ALLEN GETS HIS CHILDREN. 


Given Into His Custody Pending the 
Settlement of Divorce Proceedings. 


The habeas’ corpus proceedings instituted 
by Mrs. Lydia M. J. Allen to recover her 
two minor children from her son, Thomas 
Allen, third, whom she accus®d_of abduct- 
ing the children from their home, at Prince- 
ton, N. J., came to a sudden end in the 
Supreme Court yesterday. Justice Scott, 
who was sitting in the Special Term, ready 
to hear the case, was on the bench, when 
Mrs. Allen came into court. Soon Thomas 
Alien, third, accompanied by his two 
younger brothers, entered. Then the father, 
G. W. Allen, who had hurried to New York 
from St. Louis, arrived. He kissed his 
young sons, but paid no attention to his 
wife. 

As soon as Justice Scott was ready to 
hear the case, counsel for Mrs. Allen arose 
and said: 

“Your Honor, the return to the writ has 
not been filed for the reason that it con- 


tains a number of very serious charges 
against Mrs. Allen. The father of the boys 
is here in court. He has instituted pro- 
ceedings for divorce against his wife at St. 
Louis. The charges he makes in that action 
are the same as those contained in the re- 
turn to these proceedings. I would suggest, 
in view of all the facts, that this matter be 
dropped to await the settlement of the St. 
Louis proceedings. In the meantime I would 
suggest that the custody of the children 
be given to Mr. Allen.” 

All concerned agreed to this propgsition, 
and Justice Scott dismissed the writ.

There was some improvement yesterday 
in the condition of Mrs. Thomas C. Platt, 
and if this is maintained Senator Platt will 
go to Washington to-day. The pulse

EDWARD J. HOPKINS DEAG. 


He Was Organist in Temple Church, 


London, for Over Fifty Years. 
LONDON, Feb. 4.—Edjward J. Hopkins, 
the well-known organist, is dead. 


Bdward J. Hopkins, Mus. Doc., was born 
in London in 1818, and when eight years 
old became one of the choristers of the 
Chapel Royal, St. James’s. Afterward he 
studied the organ under Thomas F. Wal- 
misley, and in 1834 became organist of 
Mitcham Church, Surrey. In 1838 and 15t0 
anthems by him gained the Gresham Gold 
Medal. He was organist of various Lon- 
don churches till 1843, when he was ap- 
pointed ‘Organist to the Honourable So- 
ciety of the Temple.’’ This post he held 
til) two years ago, when he retired, with 
full pay, owing to old age. During his in- 
cumbency of it he made the music at the 
Temple Church among the best in London. 

Dr. Hopkins was an author as well as 
composer, and a leading authority on the 
history and construction of the organ. He 
wrote the history of the organ for Groves'’s 
“ Dictionary of Music.” 

Dr. Hopkins as a boy sang before George 
IV. at the Chapel Royal. He sang at the 
coronation service of William IV., and six- 
ty-six years later he was in the choir as a 
tenor at the Diamond Jubilee service of 
Queen Victoria. As a Bencher King Ed- 
ward VII. has often attended service at the 
Temple, and so also has the Duke of Corn- 
wall and York. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Thomas R. Jackson. 

Thomas R. Jackson, well known an 
architect in New York, died Sunday at his 
home, in Yonkers, in his seventy-fifth 
year. He was born in London, 
but had lived in this country since he was 
five years old. Mr. Jackson received a 
classical education and began the study of 
architecture under Upjohn. 

While many large buildings in this city 
and elsewhere were planned and construct- 
ed by him, he always mentioned with par- 
ticular satisfaction the present Academy 
of Music, on Fourteenth Street, and the 
old Wallack’s (now Star) Theatre, at 
Thirteenth Street and Broadway, as speci-

Oldest Office Holder in the State Ex- 
pires at the Age of Ninety- 
seven Years. 

Stephen Jennings Wilson died early yes- 
terday morning at his home, on Deer Park 
Avenue, Babylon, L. I., aged ninety-seven 
years.

During the past year his 
son, Edward M. Wilson, has been the act- 
ing Collector. Mr. Wilson became a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Church in 1825, while 
a resident of New York. When he came 
to Babylon he~and Mrs. Wilson were the 
only members of that faith there. He was 
prominent in Odd Fellowship. 

Mr. Wilson attributed his long life and 
excellent health to the fact that he never 
used tobacco or stimulants of a y kind, 
and to the fact that he always led a very 
active, energetic existence.

Pupils, Driven Back Twice by 
Smoke, Reach Street Safely. 


Only Panic During Fire at No. 83 Gram- 
mar Was Among Mothers on 
the Outside. 


Fire was discovered yesterday morning at 
11:55 o’clock in Public School No. 83, @ 
Grammar and Primary School for boys in 
One Hundred and Tenth Street, just East 
of Third Avenue. 

In the building at the time were 2,800 
boys, ranging in age from five to seventeen 
years, but thanks to the coolness of the 
teachers and to the discipline they were 
able to enforce, all the children were got 
safely to the street without so much as a 
scratch. 

The only panic was that among the moth- 
ers of the children, who rushed to the 
schoolhouse from all directions on hearing 
of the fire. The school building is four sto- 
ries in height. The fire started in a small 
room between the main entrance and the 
lowest grade of the primary. 
was filled with rubbish deposited there 
from time to time by the janitor. The 
theory is that some boy had been smoking 
and threw the lighted cigarette amid this 
rubbish. The fire was first discovered by 
Miss Tartt, Principal of the lowest grade 
of the primary, who called the janitor, 
James. Wibberley. He found the rubbish

blazing, ard tried to extinguish the flames. | 


the room too hot and had to 
close the door. He then ran to the street 
and found Policeman Beck, who had al- 
ready sent in an alarm from One Hundred 
and Tenth Street. 

Meantime the rapid dismissal bells had 
been sounded, and about the same time a 
boy ran up stairs to Principal Joseph J. 
Casey and told him the butiding was on 
fire. 

Mr. Casey started down stairs to investi- 
gate, but had only gone down two flights 
when he saw the flames reflected in the 
windows opposite. He ran up stairs again 
and 
dered Miss Bessie Higgons to go to 
piano and play the Dewey march. She at 
once sat down and played, and the boys be- 
gan to file out in good order, 
down the main stairway, each class headed 
by its teacher. 

They got as far as the second floor when 
they were driven back by clouds of thick, 
black smoke. hey retreated to the top 
floor again in good order, and tried to de- 
scend by the west stairway. There they 
were again checked by the smoke. Then 
they went to the outside stairway, a sort 
of fire escape, and started down that. 
They got as far as the primary, when the 
boys got tangled up and were blocked. 
Finally the teachers succeeded in sending 
the children down in two lines on either 
side of the stairway, and they reached the 
street in safety. 

Meantime Miss Tartt, whose classroom 
was close to the seat of the fire, had assem- 
bled her children in line and started to 
march them out. She had got most out 
when she heard a child at the end of the 
line scream. Going back and counting the 
children, she missed two or three. The 
room was rapidly filling with smoke. She 
found the children, picked them up in her 
arms, and carried them out. 

By this time the news of the fire had 
spread all over the neighborhood, and there 
was a great rush of mothers to the school. 
Their anxiety and distress until each had 
found her offspring caused great excite- 
ment, and several times the policemen had 
to force them back so that the firemen 
could work. 

Several children weré saved by policemen. 
Policeman Bolte of the East One Hundred 
and Fourth Street Station, who was in 
plain clothes, 
and carried out two small children. 
Policemen Beck and Gutzsell. 
spread = the top floor and did $2,000 dam- 
age.

“The manner in which the children were 
dismissed is a credit to the system, and 
the good order preserved by the teachers 
showed extreme bravery. Temporary re- 
pairs will be made at once. 

Joseph J. Casey said the building was 
vacated by the 2,800 boys in less, than five 
clean after the first alarm. He said it 
was a great tribute to the fire system and 

the teachers. 

During the fire several coats and other 
articles were stolen. Mr. Casey says he 
stopped two men who were going out with 
their arms full of coats.

FIVE EAST SIDE FIRE VICTIMS. 


Remains of Two More Bodies Found— 
Beshel Dies from Injuries. 


Portions of the body of Policeman Thom- 
as J. Fitzpatrick of the Bast Thirty-fifth 
Street Station, who has been missing since 
the fire in Wicke & Co.’s cigar-box factory, 
at First Avenue and Thirty-first Street, 
were exhumed early yesterday morning by 
the searchers in the ruins. The bones of the 
dead policeman were found in the débris 200 
feet from First Avenue easterly, 10 feet in- 
side of where the walls stood. Near the 
remains were a revolver, several buttons 
such as worn by policemen, a portion of a 


white shirt with collar buttons, and a Mal- 
tese cross of the Order of the Knights of 
Columbus 

The father of Fitzpatrick identified the 
cross. as having belonged to his son. The 
fragments of the body and the effects were 
removed to the East Thirty-fifth Street 
Station, whence they will be ‘transferred to 
the home of the dead man. 

The searchers last night found the head 
and left arm of a body near where Police- 
man Mullin’s body was found. They were 
taken to the Morgue. This makes the fourth 
victim whose remains have been found in 
the ruins. 

On Sunday Lowther Brothers, coal deal- 
ers at the foot of East Thirty-second 
Street, kept their offices heated all night 
and allowed the men to become rested and 
warmed up and also furnished hot coffee 
and sandwiches. 

Emil Beshel, a German, thirty-two years 
old, of 320 First Avenue, who was employed 
as a fireman in the Wicke Company’s plant 
and who was burned by the explosion in the 
place during the afternoon, Sadoee the fire 
occurred, died from his injuries at Bellevue 
Hospital yesterday afternoon.

WE UNDERSTAND HORSES. 


One Englishman Who Says Americans 
Win by Good Training, Not 
by “ Doping.” 

In the current number of ,The London 
Field there is an instructive and enter- 
taining article on the pr&ctice of ‘‘ doping” 
horses, written by the Hon. Francis Law- 
ley. He says that it is in America that 
the greatest experiments have been made 
in the training of race horses since the day 
when Sir Charles Bunbury’s Diomed, win- 
ner of the first Epson Derby, in 1780, was 
transported in a sailing ship from Ports- 
mouth to New York. It can be established 
beyond contradiction that the art of train- 
ing race horses has been as carefully stud- 


ied in Virginia, South Carolina, and Ken- 
tucky, and during the last forty years in 
California, as in any other part of the 
world. There can be no doubt that these 
experiments in the preparation of race 
horses and trotters for their engagements 
will be continued with greater zeal than 
ever after the great success attained by 
American trainers during last year. The 
prevailing impression among American 
sportsmen is that most of our English 
trainers overtax the strength of their 
horses by galloping them too much and 
not giving them enough walking exercise 
and enough fresh air. Most of the stables 
at Newmarket. and elsewhere are pro- 
nounced by American experts to be over- 
heated, and upon sultry days American 
race horses and trotters invariably stand 
without any kind of covering over their 
loins and shoulders. In fact, the natural 
habits of the horse, who is the most gre- 
garious of animals and hates to be shut 
up by himself in a loose box, are more stud- 
ied on the North American Continent than 
in any European country. The great heat 
of Summer and the intense cold of Winter 
over the isothermal belt of the United 
States necessitate more thought in the 
management of delicate animals than the 
comparatively temperate climate of these 
islands exacts. 

In conclusion, Mr. Lawley says: “In spite 
of all the idle nonsense which has been 
indulged in lately about ‘doping’ horses, 
1 do not believe for one moment that any 
American trainer now licensed in England 
has ever resorted to it. The cowboys of 
Texas, the pampas riders of South Amer- 
fea, the Mexican caballeros, and the train- 
ers of Virginia and South Carolina laugh at 
the idea that horses can be invigorated by 
drugs. . It is not by such tricks, but by 
treating horses according to more simple 
and natural rules, that the vast improve- 
ment in our own platers has been effected 
in some few cases by American trainers 
during the last few months. 


The Scale of Professional Envy. 
From The London News. 

An Italian philosopher, Signor Ferriant, 
has amused himself by constructing a scale 
of degrees for the measurement of profes- 
sional envy. In this envy measurer the 
highest point is 10. Architects are happily 


placed lowest on the scale. They register 
only 1; advocates and priests and military 
men are ranged at 2, and in the ascendin 
scale he gives us professors _ of science an 
literature, 4; journalists, 5; authors, 8; 
physicians, 9; actors and actresses, 10. 
he small amount of envy among archi- 
tects is held to be due to their precise, 
severe, and rigid studies. The same thing 
applies to advocates. Among the clergy 
envy is found mostly in preachers. In the 
military career, envy is quiescent in time 
of peace, but can become acute in time of 
war. Envy makes men of science and lit- 
erature lead solitary lives, diffident of each 
other. Among physicians envy is still more 
revalent, and they do not spare their col- 
eagues, ‘often terming them charlatans. 
In the theatrical world envy, according to 
Signor Ferriani, reaches its acute form, 
a playing a great part in its produc- 
on: .

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


In yesterday’s security market ap- 
peared the first opportunity for a reflec- 
tion of the Southern Pacifie-Union Pa- 
cific transaction which amazed Wall 
Street just as the Stock Exchange was 
closing for the holiday~at the end of last 
week. About 120,000. shares of Union 
Pacific and over 100,000 shares of South- 
ern Pacific changed hands, Union Pacif- 
ic rose to 90, the highest price in its his- 
tory, and at the close of the day was 
within a slight fraction of top-notch: 
Southern Pacific, after showing some 
briskness at the opening, lost all that it 
gained with the exception of a single 
one-eighth. Professional Wall Street in- 
sists upon rating Southern Pacific now as 
a minority stock, urging that the Harri- 
man syndicate having bought over half 
of the stock en bloc can have no need to 
make further purchases. This .view is 
attended by the putting out of short con- 
tracts on a substantial scale by some of 
the foremost traders of the Street. As to 
Union Pacific sentiment is enthusiastic, 
it being popular to figure extraordinary 
gains as assured to the property through 
the .absorption of Southern Pacific and 
the completion of other deals which are 
believed to be pending. 


The most active stock in’ yesterday's 
market was Atchison, 130,000 shares be- 
ing traded in at an advance of over 3 
points. This strength was attended-by a 
multitude of rumors, some of which in- 
sisted specifically that coalition with 
Rock Island had been arranged. A Di- 
rector of Rock Island says: ‘‘ The report 
is false.”’ 


Much is heard of the progréss of nego- 
tiations looking toward the virtual amal- 
gamation of the big iron and steel corpo- 
rations into one company. A banker with 
the right to speak authoritatively can 
be quoted as saying that this theory is 
incorrect, that there will be no actual 
consolidations of the biggest properties, 
though some of the lesser ones may be 
absorbed by the Federal Steel Company, 
while the “community of interest" idea 
will dominate generally throughout the 
metal trades.

COTTON,—On the opening yesterday the mar- 
ket was quiet and 5 points higher to 1 point 
lower. For the rest of the forenoon business was 
half-hearted, with the shorts alone showing a 
positive attitude. In the-afternoon shorts’ nerv- 
ousness increased to a marked degree on pre- 
dictions for another bullish change in_ prices 
abroad to-morrow, and for continued light port 
and interior receipts. Sellers were scarce and 
this rendered the bears’ predicament all the more 
precarious. The market seemed almost bare of 
eotton, while the short interest in March and 
May proved itself.to be more extensive than gen- 
erally supposed. Talk of very light ‘‘in sight’ 
for the week was not calculated to allay the 
fears of over-sold operators, nor were reports 
that present stocks of cotton in New York would 
be held for premiums, holders apparently an- 
a ating a possible corner in March as well as 

ecember and January. The market finished 
the day qutet and steady in tone, with prices 
net unchanged to 9 points higher. The local 
market for spot cotton closed quiet, with quo- 
tations %c lower, on the basis of 9%c for mid- 
dling upland and 10%¢c for middling Gulf. Total 
sales were 304 bales, all to spinners. The 
Southern spot markets were telegraphed as fol- 
lows: New Orleans quiet and unchanged at 
9 5-16c; Mobile quiet and unchanged at 9c;

HOPE FOR THE REY. 
JOHN KELLAR’S LIFE 


Minister Shot at Arlington May 
Also Recover Sight of One Eye. 


Woman Whose Alleged Confession Is 
Given as Cause of the Tragedy Is 
Hysterical—Physician Denies 
She Has Hallucinations. 


The little community of Arlington, N. J., 
is still throbbing with excitement over the 
shooting on Sunday morning of the Rev. 
John Kellar by Thomas G. Barker. The 
sympathies of the community seem to be 
equally <iivided between the man who as- 
serts that he shot to avenge his wife and 
his victim. At a late hour last night the 
doctors in attendance on the wounded man 
anneunced that they expected he would re- 
cover unless erysipelas or blood poisoning 
sets in. It is certain that he will lose the 
sight of his right eye, but it is believed 
his left eye will be saved. In the afternoon 
he was able to distinguish a white hand- 
kerchief held before him. 

Many stories are being circulated in the 
town concerning the circumstances that led 
to the shooting. One of these is to the 
effect that Mrs. Barker has for some time 
been subject to hallucinations, and that her 
actions have been so eccentric in public as 
to give rise to the opinion that she is not 
in her right mind. Dr. Pliny Barber, who 
is attending the Rev. Mr. Kellar, says that 
she has the reputation of being a danger- 
ous woman. A man and his wife whom he 
knows used to be very intimate with the 
Barkers, but one day Mrs. Barker took 
offense at some trivial matter, and sud- 
denly declined to associate with them any 
longer. This is one of many instances 
given of eccentric conduct on the part of 
Mrs. Barker. 

Dr. E. G. Marks, who has been Mrs. Bar- 
ker’s physician since she was taken sick, 
eighteen months ago, was asked concern- 
ing these reports. He was disinclined to 
be interviewed, saying that in his profes- 
sional capacity as family physician he was 
not at liberty to talk. Finally, in reply to 
a direct question as to whether Mrs. Bar- 
ker was subject to hallucinations, he said: 

‘She is perfectly sane, and has no hallu- 
cinations whatever.”’ 

One of the new incidents developed by 
local gossip yesterday was in regard to 
the trouble, which, it is alleged, caused 
the withdrawal of Mr. and Mrs. Barker 
from the congregation of Trinity Mission 
Church. It was ascertained that the couple 
severed their connection with the church 
at about the time the alleged assault was 
committed. Mrs. Barker is said to have 
walked out of a meeting which was called 
to decide upon a gift that the ladies of 
the church contemplated making to the 
rector, after protesting against the pro- 


sect. 

The friends of the Rev. Mr. Kellar de- 
clare that the only motive for the shoot- 
ing was insane jealousy, and that Mr. Kel- 
lar is entirely innocent in the affair. The 
members of his congregation refuse to 
credit the charge alleged to have been 
made by Mrs. Barker. On the other hand, 
there are those who believe that Barker 
was justified in shooting the minister. 
Some of these people—and among the num- 
ber were several women—shouted words of 
comfort and approval to him while he was 
leaving the jail for the court yesterday 


morning, and made an effort to shake his: 


hand. 

During the day nearly a score of clergy- 
men called at the residence of John S&S. 
Sands, where the Rey. Mr. Kellar is lying. 
One of the early callers was Archdeacon 
Mann, who was the bearer of a message 
of condolence and sympathy from Bishop 
Starkey, who is confident that the minister 
is innocent of the charges which have been 
brought against him. Other callers were 
the Rev. John Hudson of the Arlington 
Presbyterian Church, the Rev. William 
Richmond of Orange, the Rev. John Miller 
and the Rev. Mr. Lincoln of the House of 
Prayer, Newark; the Rev. Elliot White 
and the Rev. C. C. Edwards of St. Albans, 
Newark. Miss Elizabeth Kellar of Phil- 
adelphia, his sister, arrived yesterday, and 
has been in constant attendance on her 
brother. She is assisted in the work of 
nursing by Miss Mary Haggee, who is con- 
nected with Trinity Mission Church. 

Chief of Police Tolens, with Prosecutor’s 
Detective McCormick and Recorder Krebs, 
visited the minister and took his state- 
ment. They refused to make it public with- 
out the sanction of the Prosecutor, but it

Ever since she was informed of the shoot- | 


ing Mrs. Barker has been in a hysterical 
condition. -She was able to visit her hus- 
band yesterday, however, and spent twen- 
ty minutes in his cell in the Town Hall of 
Kearny. Those who witnessed the meeting 
of husband and wife describe it as most af- 
fectionate, and say that throughout the 
visit Mrs. Barker sobbed hysterically. She 
was taken out of one of the side deors of 
the jail, and as she passed out she covered 
her face with her hands. A reporter for 
THe NEW YORK TIMES made an attempt to 
see her at the residence of the Misses Ger- 
mond, where she is living. He was told 
that Mrs. Barker was hysterical and that 
she was unable to see any one, much less 
to submit to any questioning in regard to 
the case. 

There was nothing sensational in the ar- 
raignment of Barker before Recorder Krebs 
in the Kearny Police Court in the-morn- 
ing. The prisoner looked neat and natty, 
in spite of the fact that he had passed the 
night in jail. Although he was very pale 
he listened with unconcern to the complaint 
which charged him with having committed 
an atrocious assault and battery in having 
shot the Rev. John Kellar. The Recorder 
asked Barker if he knew what he was 
charged with, and Barker said: 

‘“*]T believe that it is for shooting.”’ 


It was set forth in the complaint by the | 


Rev. Mr. Kellar that to ‘‘the best of my 
knowledge and belief Thomas G. Barker 
shot four times at me in a public street; 


} and thus, 


that the shooting resulted in my right eye | 


being destroyed, and possibly the 
my left eye, and may be the means of my 
death.”’ 

Dr. Pliny Barber, who was the first physi- 
cian to reach the wounded man, said: 

‘“‘T heard Mr. Kellar praying when I ar- 
rived on the spot. He said: ‘ Almighty 
God, forgive me.’ Mr. Buckley 
picked him up, and I asked him who had 
done the shooting. He said: ‘1 4 
know. I can't see.’ . T asked him 
why he had been shot, and he said: ‘I 
know of no reason why anybody should 
shoot me.’ ”’ 

When he was informed that Barker had 
done the shooting Mr. Kellar said: ‘ Well, 
I am sorry from the bottom of my heart for 
this man and his family.” 

Barker said that he would waive exami- 
nation, as his counsel was not present, and 
the Recorder told the prisoner that he 
would commit him to Hudson County Jail, 
in Jersey City, to await the result of his 
victim's injuries. While he was indorsing 
the deposition of the case on the papers 
the Recorder pointed out that the middle 
name of the prisoner on the papers was 
incorrect, and asked: 

‘““ By the way, Tom, what is your middle 
neme?” 

‘“‘George.’’ replied the 
coolly. ‘‘T noticed that you 
the complaint, but I didn’t 
mattered.”’ 

The prisoner said that he was thirty-eight 
years old: that he Was born in Norwich, 
Engtand, and that he lived at 89 Laurel 
Avenue, Arlington. He also said that he 
was a clerk by occupation, and that he was 
married. All his answers were given in a 
firm, clear voice. To friends in the court- 
room who made an effort to approach him 
and shake his hand, Barker said, smilingly: 
**T will come out all right.” 

Several of Barker’s friends called on him 
after the examination. Among them was the 
Rev. John Hutchinson, pastor of the Ar- 
lington Presbyterian Church. He had a 
long talk with the prisoner, and when leav- 
ing he said to the newspaper men waiting 
outside the jail: ‘‘ They will never convict 
that man.”’ 

During the day Barker positively refused 
to see any newspaper men. In response to 
many requests made to_ hi to make a 
statement for the press he sent out word 
that he had nothing to say until he had 
consulted with counsel. It was reported 
' that the Commercial Cable Company, of 
which Barker was an employe, had retained 
counsel for the prisoner, and Barker was 
expecting his attorneys to visit him, but up 
to a late hour last night the prisoner had 
not seen any lawyer. He will be taken to 
Hudson County Jail at 10 o’clock this morn- 


ing. 

Chiet of’ Police Tolen says that Barker is 
one of the most cheerful prisoners he has 
ever had in charge. He seems to be abso- 
lutely confident that he will be acquitted. 
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MAN HUNT AT SOUTH FERRY. 
Thief Who Wrested a bag of Money 
from a Woman Captured in a Saloon. 


An exciting man hunt startled every one 
in the neighborhood of South Ferry yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Mrs. Margaret Brown, a woman of means 
living at 143 West One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-eighth Street, was on her way home 
from Staten Island after collecting her 
monthly rents, amounting to about $400 
in cash and certified checks, which she car- 
ried in a small gripsack. As she was about 
to ascend the stairs to the elevated road 


station at South Ferry Paul Logan, an 
old-time offender, dashed forward, snatched 
tee Pied and tried to wrest it from her 
and. 

Mrs. Brown held on bravely to the bag 
and shouted ‘“‘ Thief! Thief! Police! Mur- 
der!” Justily. Logan, in a frenzy of des- 
peration, threw the woman into a snow- 
bank, wrested the bag from her hand, and 
fled in the direction of Front Street. In 
his wake followed Mrs. Brown and an ever- 
increasing tide of excited spectators. 

Logan finally ran into Mann’s saloon, at 
2 Front Street. He went direct to the 
lavatory, where he transferred to his own 

eckets the contents of Mrs. Brown's rent 
»ag. While he was engaged in this in- 
teresting pastime Policeman Butler of the 
Old Slip Station arrested him. 

Logan, whose picture is in the Rogue's 
Gallery, was subsequently arraigned in 
Centre Street Court. ‘He was committed 
by Magistrate Pool to the Tombs for trial, 
in default of $2,000 bail. 


SOLD HORSE MEAT AS BEEF. 


West Side Butcher Sent to Prison. in 


Default of a Fine. 

John Rann, fifty-two years old, of 49 
Grand Street, and the proprietor of a 
butcher shop at 42 Carmine Street, was sent 
to prison yesterday in default of a fine by 
Justice Jerome, in the Court of Special 
Sessions, for selling horseflesh as first-class 
sirloin steak. 

Rann was arrested on Jan. 29 last and 
arraigned and held: for trial in Jefferson 
Market Court next day. The complainant 
was Russell Rayna, an assistant chemist 
in the employ of the Health Board. 

Counsel for Rann asked that as it was the 
butcher’s first offense, the Court extend 
clemency by a suspension of sentence. As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Steinert, who 
prosecuted, cancene the request, saying the 
practice of selling horseflesh was becoming 
too prevalent in this city and must be 
stopped. 

Justice Jerome said the offense with 
which Rann was charged was a most ren- 
rehensible one, and sentenced him to pay a 
fine of $100 or thirty days in the city pris- 
on, whither the butcher was taken. 


GIFTS TO COLUMBIA. 


University Receives $460,311 During the 
Year 1900. 


A statement of the gifts received by Co- 
lumbia University during the year 1900 
shows that the university was the recipient 
of money from its friends to the amount 
of $460,311. The month which marked the 
largest contribution was last February, 


when $187,000 was presented to the uni- 
versity. 

Some of the larger gifts of money were 
as follows: One hundred thousand dollars 
from the will of Dorman B. Baton, for the 
foundation of a Chair of Municipal Law; 
$100,000 from W. E. Dodge, for the con- 
struction of Earl Hall; $100,000 from John 
D. Rockefeller, for a Chair in Esy chology; 
$85,000 from the Alumni Association, for 
University Hall; $25,000 from Mrs. Robert 
Goelet, for a statue; $20,011 from the Carl 
Schurz fund, $10,000 from Phelps, Dodge & 
Co.; $10,000 from an anonymous friend, for 
the purchase of books, and $10,300 for 
miscellaneous uses. 

Since the beginning of the present year 
the university has received $65,000. 


COLUMBIA TRUSTEES MEET. 


Two New Instructors Appointed—Gifts 
to the School. 


At a regular meeting of the Columbia 
University Trustees, held yesterday, the 
following appointments were announced: 
Walter C. Kretz, Ph. D,, to be Lecturer in 
Astronomy; Frank W. Chandler, Assistant 


in Comparative Literature. The election of 
Prof. Wilson of the School of Pure Science 
into the University Council, and of Prof. 
Monroe Smith as Secretary of the Faculty 
of Pure Science was ratified. 

A vote of thanks was tendered the chil- 
dren of the late Prof. M. 8S. Newberry for 
a bronze bas-relief of their father, who was 
for a number of years Professor of Geology 
in the university. A vote of thanks was 
also tendered J. Ackerman Coles, ‘64, for 
the gift of a reproduction of the sword of 
Agamemnon, which was found by Dr. 
Schliemann at Mycenae, and is now in the 
museum at Athens. The reproduction was 
exhibited at Paris during the exposition 
and is now at Tiffany's. 

It was announced that Alexander M. 
Welch of the School of Architecture, ’90, 
had made a present of $839 to the Univer- 
sity, the money being his fees in the 
school. It was voted to appropriate the 
money for the construction of a set of mod- 
els illustrating the history of vaulting. 


WIFE MAY EMPLOY HUSBAND. 


Insurance Companies Object to ex-Con- 
vict’s Employment. 

In the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yester- 
day Justice Dickey decided not to grant an 
application made by Patrick Murphy, own- 
er of the building at 80 Walker Street, Man- 
hattan, for an injunction restraining Jennie 
Gordon, one of his tenants, from employing 
her husband, Louis Gordon, as the manager 
of her business, on the ground that»Gordon 
had served a term in State prison for arson. 
It was alleged that because of Gordon’s 
presence in the building a number of insur- 
ance companies had canceled policies taken 
out by other tenants. Justice Dickey, in de- 
nying the application, said in part: 

If, as plaintiff claims, the insurance compa- 
nies have his record, and his very presence in 
the building may prevent owners and other ten- 
ants from getting any insurance, he cannot cer- 
tainly get any insurance himself on his stock; 
the usual motive for commiiting the 
crime of arson is taken away; and, instead of 
his being likely again to commit that crime, he 
will*be extra careful to ayoid loss by fire of any 
kind. So, instead of his presence making busi- 
ness hazardous, the tendency will be to make 
the business safe from any Hability of loss from 
fire. The extra hazardous clause of the lease 
has to do with the nature and kind of business 
earried on, and not the moral character of the 
workmen. 


THIS PUZZLES CHIEF MURPHY. 


Girl’s Story of a Burglar and a Jimmy 
Seems to Lack Corroboration. 


Benjamin Murphy, Chief of Police of Jer- 
sey City, was greatly puzzled yesterday 
over a story told by Miss Marguerite Hur- 
ley, eighteen years old, of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
who for four weeks has been a guest at 
the home of L. J. Farrell of 270%, Webster 
Avenue, on the Heights.

All States éast of the Mississippi felt 
either its snow or rain. In the southern 
part of the State its effects were light.

At dawn yesterday the Street Cleaning 
Department began the work of removing 
the snow. Commissioner Nagle, Deputy 
Commissioner Gibson, and Snow Inspector 
Shanton were in their offices to start the 
campaign. At the start the usual force of 
4,000 men, reinforced by 400 emergency 
carts, constituted the workers. Broadway 
was first attacked. By 9 o’clock it was 
free to Fourteenth Street, and several 
hours later to the Circle. Down-town 
business streets came next. Wall, Broad, 
New Bowery, Park Row, and even the 
Bowery were cleaned during the forenoon, 
as were State and Whitehall. 

Then the main cross-town streets, Four- 
teenth, Twenty-third, Thirty-fourth, and 
Forty-second, were cleared before the rain 
turned to snow. By 2 o’clock Fifth Avenue 
from Twenty-fifth Street to the Park, parts 
of Highth and Sixth Avenues, had been 
swept. 

When the new downfall began at noon 
the department called upon the snow con- 
tractors, through the General Superintend- 
ent, F. P. Sargent,-to take up the work of 
piling and carting away the srow at 6 
. M. with 1,500 men. 

This force the department wished in- 
creased to 3,200 by the morning. As the 
regular department force had been at work 
until 5 o'clock we previous day, they were 
allowed to stop work at 4 o'clock yester- 
day, to return this morning. It was ex- 
pected yesterday that the entire oe

streets did not freeze up hard. Last night 
the snow contractors had men ih the four 
down-town districts, covering the east side 
to Twelfth Street, the west to Twenty-sec-

According to figures given yesterday by 
Snow Inspector Shanton, the storm of last 
week gave the contractor on the one day 
that he worked some 30,000 cubic yards of 
snow to cart away. This at the rate he re- 
ceives, 36 cents a cubic yard, amounted to 
$10,800. 

Mr. Sargent said yonterday that his com- 
pany had lost $2,000 by these operations, 
as the whole force had been put out, as 
would likewise have been done in case of 
a big storm. 

A Broadway crowd watched the efforts of 
a carriage-riding ‘woman shopper /to be 
driven up in front of a little Broadway 
shop. The first time the coachman pulled 
up sharp before the door voluntary motion 
ceased, but involuntary began.

Dispute Over a Mortgage Arises in the 
Bentley Estate. 


Mrs. Peter Bentley, widow of a well- 
known Jersey City lawyer, who died five 
years ago, leaving an estate of about $500,- 
000, yesterday applied to Vice Chancellor 
Pitney for an order requiring William A. 
Lewis, who was appointed receiver of the 
estate two years ago, to make an ace, 
counting. 

When Mr. Bentley died it was found that 
he left his entire estate to his wife, mak- 
ing her sole executor without bonds. Three 
years later her four sons and three daugh- 


ters, one of the latter being the wife of 
Warren Dixon. son of Justice ‘Jonathan 
Dixon, applied for a receiver, on the ground 
that their mother was mismenaging the 
estate, to which they were legal heirs. 
They_succeeded in proving their case, and 
Mr, Lewis was appointed receiver. 

In her application yesterday Mrs. Bent- 
ley alleged that she was entitled to one- 
half of a mortgage for $100,000 left by her 
husband's father in trust for the benefit 
of his widow. Mrs, Bentley said that her 
mother-in-law died recently, and she as- 
serted that she was entitled to her share 
of the interest without interference from 
the receiver. j

LEGAL NOTES. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF AGENT WHEN PRINCI- 


FAL Is UNDISCLOSED.—In an action brought, 


by James R. De Remer against Willard 
Brown and Charles W. Wells of this city 
to recover on a contract for the construc- 
tion of a ditch for the irrigation of about 
5,000 acres of land for alfalfa, the Court of 
Appeals has held, on appeal by defend- 
ants, that an agent, although fully author- 
ized to bind his principal by written agree- 
ment in reference to a particular transac- 
tion,» may, nevertheless, pledge his own re- 
sponsibility instead. The construction and 
effect to be given to the agreement are or- 


dinarily questions of law for the court to 
determine, and in constrning it the intent 
of the parties is to be ascertained from the 
language employed, unless there is some 
ambiguity in a material part the explana- 
tion of which requires proof of attendant 
fects and circumstances. The contention 
of the defendants was that they were 
agents for some undisclosed principal or 
syndicate, or for the promoters of the un- 
ene who were intending to form a 
corporation to build the ditch or canal, 
and hence they were not Hable, although 
the contract was made in their names, and 
with no knowledge upon the part of the 
plaintiff’s firm of any principal other than 
the defendants. The contract, however, 
was executed in the defendants’ own names 
by their duly authorized agent, and the 
court decides that the mere fact that the 
specifications, which were a part of the 
contract, referred to a company which was 
to retain a percentage of the. plaintiff's 
contract price”as a guarantee of the faith- 
ful performance of the work, did not create 
such an ambiguity with respect to who 
were the-parties to the agreement as to 
justify the defendants in proving by parol 
that they were only acting for an undis- 
cloged sree! in the form of a company 
to thereafter created and to which the 
contract was’ to be assigned. he court 
holds, by Judge Martin, that a person, even 
though making an agreement for another, 
makes hi lf personally Hable thereon if 
he contracts in his own name without dis- 
closing his principal, although the other 
panty to the contract may suppose that he 
s acting as agent. Nor was it sufficient 
to exonerate the agent from liability that 
the seller had means of ascertaining the 
name of the principal. He must have

It appsret 
that the papers were prepared in a distant 
city, at the instance of Mr. Carter, and 
that, when they were first presented to her, 
in the presence of a notary, she refused to 
sign them. The notary was asked by Mr. 
Carter’s sister to come again to take the 
aunt’s acknowledgment after dark, when 
the girls would-not see him, and to wait to 
take it until 12 o'clock, which he declined 
_to do. After two days, during which inter- 
val the doors of the house were kept locked, 
contrary to custom, and Mrs. Anderson 
was attended by Carter and his sister, and 
consulted no orfe else, she executed the 
deed in the presence of both; but before the 
arrival of another notary, who took her 
acknowledgment. She subsequently de- 
nied the execution of the deed. The jury, 
on the trial, gave a verdict. in favor of the 
plaintiffs, and the Appellate Division of 
the Fourth Department, affirming the 
judgment, held that the evidence warranted 
the conclusion that the deed in question 
was not the free, voluntary, and intelligent 
act of the grantor, and justifying the court 
in decreeing its annulment. That decision 
has now been‘unanimously affirmed by the 
Court of Appeals. 
*,* 

FRAUDULENT REPRESENTATIONS IN SELL- 
Inc Stocx.—Henry H. Darling brought suit 
in Rensselaer County, in this State, five 
years ago, to recover damages from Daniel 
Klock, Jr., arising out of the purchase 
from Theodore B. Mills, through J. N. Van 
Wagner, at Troy, of 5,000 shares of the 
stock of the Socorro Mountain Mining Com- 
pany, claiming to have been induced by the 
fraudulent representations of the defend- 
ant’s agent. The agent’s declarations, made 
in attempting to sell the stock on other 
occasions to other parties, which were 


sought to be introduced in evidence, were 
excluded as being incompetent, where no 
offer was made to show that such declara- 
tions had resulted in a sale of the stock to 
the third parties or that a fraud had there- 
by been perpetrated upon them. The Court 
held, however, that where the good faith 
of the mining corporation was attacked, 
the action of the ecutive Committee in 
determining that a silver brick, the subject 
matter of the alleged fraudulent repre- 
sentations, should not be used for the pur- 
pose of effecting the sale of its stock, was 
competent. A judgment rendered in favor 
of the defendant, on the verdict of a jury, 
which was affirmed by the Appellate Di- 
vision of the ird Department, has now 
been sustained by the Court of Avveals.
